LIFE SAVER 1 
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Creative Mass 

The people who forged Austin's identity also helped fuel its growth

I spent the day after Thanksgiving think- 
ing. (I could predict all the dumb jokes 
that can be attached to that statement, but 
why deprive people of their simple plea- 
sures?) I was mostly thinking about Austin. 
As both the Chronicle’s online forums and 
“Postmarks” have amply demonstrated, many 
people are fed up, distressed, and/or unable 
to afford living in the city that Austin has 
become. The blame is cast in many direc- 
tions: Among those blamed are developers, 
politicians, yuppies, the city manager’s office, 
and city staff, as well as Californians and 
other recent arrivals. 

When I moved to Austin, it was a laid-back, 
easygoing, bucolic (small) city where rents 
were cheap and the living was easy. I miss 
those days as much as anybody. It was also, 
however, a community where creative talents, 
if they hoped to make a decent living, had to 
move elsewhere. Many didn’t; Austin at that 
time probably had more large and small cult 
musical artists than almost any other commu- 
nity. Still, moving to L.A., New York City, or 
Nashville was the best way for an artist to raise 
his or her income and standard of living. 

All that has changed. Austin is no longer as 
easygoing and small a city as it once was but 
instead has become a sprawling metropolis 
spreading like kudzu over the Hill Country. 
Instead of being one of the least expensive cities 
in the country, as it was rated for so long, it is 
now one of the most expensive. The evidence 
of growth and change is everywhere, and it 
seems like on an almost-daily basis, old land- 
marks and cherished places are being lost. 

The natural impulse in response to the 
situation, of course, is to blame. Whether it 
be the groups mentioned above, greed, or just 
insensitivity to the quality of life that has long 
defined this city, we know that the problem is 
the enemy, and the enemy is out there. 

Yes, I’ll end up quoting Pogo, but I won’t 
start there. At least one of the major kinks 
in this good-guys-vs. -bad-guys scenario is the 
creative community. The bottom line is that 
Austin’s creative community is enormous: 


Those involved work here and earn a decent, 
and sometimes much better than decent, 
living here. Certainly evolving technologies, 
enormous advances in media and communi- 
cation, and the accompanying breakdown in 
industrial structure of much of the entertain- 
ment business contributed to changes in that 
community, but that is beside the point. The 
evolution of the arts and entertainment indus- 
try in Austin has been extraordinary, with film- 
making, gaming companies, music- and musi- 
cian-related enterprises, writers, and a whole 
slew of other creative types not just emerging 
from or moving here but hiring other people 
to come here. The prosperity of much of that 
community should not be underestimated. 

Certainly, artist-controlled, homegrown 
businesses are preferable to monolithic 
industry control. In music, as far as I can 
figure, Susan Walker was one of the very first 
to snap to what was going on. In establishing 
Tried & True Music, she has probably earned 
Jerry Jeff Walker not only much more than he 
would have made at a record company but 
saved him vast amounts of grief in the pro- 
cess. Many, many other local musicians have 
followed, establishing their own businesses, 
sometimes just marketing themselves, and 
sometimes handling other acts, as well. 

When Richard Linklater stayed here after 
Slacker’s success - and also stayed very 
involved in the Austin Film Society and thus 
the local film community - everything having 
to do with Texas filmmaking changed. The 
significant changes in technology, commu- 
nications, and the industry made it easier to 
follow the path that Linklater pioneered, but 
it had to do as much with purpose and com- 
mitment as with tools. 

Elizabeth Avellan and Robert Rodriguez, 
in creating Troublemaker Studios, not only 
signaled that Austin was a crucial center of 
American filmmaking but also established 
a model for homegrown regional filmmak- 
ing that measures up to, if not exceeds, 
Hollywood standards. Both of them have 
contributed enormously not to just the local 


scene but nationally, as well. Rodriguez’s stat- 
ure is obvious: He is a cinematic and technical 
genius who has had as much impact on the 
way films are made and the tools involved as 
he has on movies themselves. Avellan’s con- 
tributions should never be underrated, how- 
ever; as a businesswoman, active participant 
in the nonprofit and artistic communities, 
a creative talent, and one who understands, 
counsels, and nurtures filmmakers, her influ- 
ence, though perhaps not as documented, is 
as significant. 

So what is the point? (I’m not even touch- 
ing the gaming community, nor writers nor 
innovators, in the above but just scraping the 
surface.) The American reality is that creative 
activities often are among the highest-paying 
types of employment. The growth and chang- 
es in Austin are not due to these villains - and 
although some have benefited handsomely, 
for the most part, their successes were neither 
intentional nor carefully planned. 

If people didn’t want to come to Austin, 
no one could have done anything to make 
the city grow. Instead many people and busi- 
nesses want to move here. Anecdotally, one 
can document a few cases in which the city 
or local residents were crucial in luring either 
of those here. More often than not, though, 
they came on their own, because of the city 
and the environment. 

At the same time, many in Austin began to 
do better and better, thus raising their stan- 
dards of living. Though they by no means 
constituted all of it, a significant chunk of 
this evolving group included many in the 
creative community. 

Austin has long been defined by its creative 
community. The atmosphere and environ- 
ment thus created has helped define Austin, 
as well as served to lure businesses and 
people here just by dint of its existence. 
The growth of that community, including 
an often-significant increase in earnings, has 
contributed to the changes affecting the city. 
The creative community, however, is still 
critical in defining this city. Its success both 


accentuates the city’s identity and contributes 
to unwanted and substantial changes. 

Yep, here it is: “We have met the enemy and 
he is us,” as Pogo said. There are groups and 
individuals that have done harm to the sense, 
style, and well-being of the community we call 
Austin. Still, by and large, the changes that 
so many of us detest, or at least despair over, 
have been driven by folks just like you and 
me. The only reason I make this argument, as 
unpopular with some as it is certain to be, is 
because the continued demonization of one 
part of the community by other parts is not 
just wrong but violently unhealthy. This is not 
limited to any one group. Those in favor of 
even more growth - who benefit from devel- 
opment and are not nostalgic for nor apprecia- 
tive of the Austin that was - demonize others 
as much as the citizens and organizations 
determined to preserve the city as much as is 
possible, to protect the environment, and to 
promote social and economic justice. If this 
battle is viewed as good guys vs. bad guys, the 
truth is that it is lost even before it is begun. 
When in any way the conflict is portrayed as 
pitting the malevolent against the noble, pro- 
gressives against reactionaries, realists against 
wide-eyed dreamers, a conflict that is mostly 
not personal is personalized. 

The problem is people. The problem is 
shifts in this country’s economy, as well as 
changing demographic patterns. The problem 
is not that these issues should never be per- 
sonalized - it’s that when they are, more often 
than not, they may make someone feel good 
and righteous, but the issues at hand don’t 
really end up being addressed. The continua- 
tion of conflict is assured, while the chance at 
compromise or resolution can be forever lost. 

□

Patch the Sidewalk Ordinance 

Dear Editor, 

Austin’s City Council will consider a sidewalk 
ordinance on Dec. 6. The gist of the ordinance 
(posted at www.tinyurl.com/2w6u6p) is that side- 
walk installation will be required with building 
permits. Unfortunately, the ordinance is full of 
large loopholes. 


Sidewalk installation may be waived if the 
director of public works “determines that the 
development does not generate pedestrian 
traffic.” Thus, a car dealership, for example, 
could be built without a sidewalk. But a side- 
walk is not mainly for people walking to the 
building it fronts. It's for people walking past 
the building, on their way somewhere else. Any 
business that generates motor traffic definitely 
needs a sidewalk. 

Sidewalk installation may be waived “if there 
are no sidewalks in the vicinity.” This is a very 
bad rule. It says that streets without a sidewalk 
will never get a sidewalk. 

Sidewalk installation may be waived if the 
neighborhood plan doesn’t call for a sidewalk. 
But sidewalks are not just for neighborhood 
residents. They're for people walking through 
the neighborhood. Neighborhoods should not be 
allowed to deny pedestrians safe passage. 

For a building on a corner, a sidewalk is required 
on only one of the two streets that meet at the 
corner. Thus the sidewalk system falls apart at the 
corner, a dangerous place for pedestrians. 

Sidewalk construction is waived wherever 
there are trees, drainage ditches, or other obsta- 
cles. It would be much better to have a procedure 
for routing sidewalks around these obstacles. 

I hope that the City Council will pass this ordi- 
nance, but only after patching the holes in it.

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Fearing a Return of Monopolies 

Dear Editor, 

In 1901 when Theodore Roosevelt assumed 
the office of president, one of his first tasks 
was to dismantle monopolistic corporations. 
Roosevelt believed that the government had 
the right to regulate big business to protect the 
welfare of society. 

In 1934 the Communications Act enforced 
the policy of having every media outlet prove 
to the government that the service they pro- 
vided was in the “public interests, convenience 
and necessity.” Ail of that changed in 1996 
when the Republican Congress passed the 
Telecommunications Act and was signed by 
President Bill Clinton. The Republican Congress 
and both parties bowed to the lobbying of 
powerful media moguls. Economist and Nobel 
Laureate Robert Solow calls this “nothing less 
than elite plunder.” The redistribution of the 
wealth to the wealthy and the redistribution of 
the power to the powerful. 

The media is a force that cuts to the very 
foundation of a democracy. When the informa- 
tion channels are choked and controlled by 
the rich and powerful and ignore the pleas of 
minorities, a free press no longer exists. Today 
a few powerful organizations now dominate the 
media landscape in America, and as ownership 
becomes more and more concentrated, fewer 
and fewer independent sources will survive. 
This small group of elites will determine what 
the public will or will not hear, read, and see. 
Bill Moyers calls this "censorship of knowl- 
edge" and is driven by unaccountable executives 
whose primary goal is increasing profits.

Needed 

Got an opinion on 
single-member districts? 
Speak up now.

It’s long past time for the city of Austin, and 
its City Council, to enact some form of propor- 
tional, geographical representation - also 
known as “single-member districts.” I don’t 
say that out of any deep-seated ideological 
agenda, just the simple conviction that a grow- 
ing city of roughly 750,000 people cannot 
expect seven people adequately to represent 
equally every one of us, nor even every neigh- 
borhood and disparate interest group. Unlike 
some of my Chronicle colleagues or the louder 
of the anonymous online bloghorns, I think 
the current council is doing a reasonably good 
job, always considering the structural limits of 
public institutions in a system ultimately ruled 
by private wealth. But I think the members 
need some literal help - in a city this size, we 
need more representation at the ground level, 
and that means some form of single-member 
districting in combination with at-large dis- 
tricts and a mayor. 

I don’t necessarily subscribe to any of the 
particular plans (some quite innovative) cur- 
rently being considered by the Charter Revision 
Committee, and I’m eager to hear all the argu- 
ments for and against any particular plan or the 
whole idea altogether. Indeed, when the com- 
mittee was convened, I expected those argu- 
ments to be buzzing by now through the CRC 
and the city and to be building toward a major 
council discussion, currently scheduled for 
Jan. 23. Maybe it’s just not ripe yet (as I write, 
Wednesday morning, another neighborhood 
outreach meeting is scheduled for tonight), but 
even the CRC chair, Mayor Emeritus Gus 
Garcia, acknowledged to me this week that 
based on the public response thus far, “It just 
doesn’t seem to be a burning issue.” He said 
that the five meetings have drawn about seven 
unrepeated public witnesses and that maybe 
people are just “worried about other things: 
the Dallas Cowboys, traffic, Christmas shop- 
ping, I don’t know. But I think there’s no two 
ways about it: A city this size needs to have 
single-member districts.” 

Pro and Con 

The high-profile positions haven’t changed 
much. Council Member Mike Martinez, who 
initiated the current SMD discussion, remains 
strongly in favor of the change and is anticipat- 
ing a council vote to put it on the ballot next 
May. (The current council format was approved 
by the voters in 1967 and 1969; since 1973, 
variations on SMDs have been rejected six 
times.) Martinez says the issue was central to 
his 2006 campaign, and he has every intention

of carrying it through. “I think it’s critical to 
this community,” he said, “and I don’t think 
the importance of every public issue is deter- 
mined by how many people attend particular 
meetings. As a council, we vote on 150 to 
200 issues every meeting, yet only a few gen- 
erate broad public discussion. It’s absurd to 
suggest that means they’re not important.” 
Martinez supports SMD in part because it 
will likely mean more representation for a 
growing Hispanic population and in part 
because he just believes, with the continuing 
growth of the city, “It’s time.” 

On the other hand, Council Member 
Sheryl Cole still opposes the idea and says 
she hasn’t seen anything yet from the CRC 
that would persuade her to change her mind. 
“I still believe that it 
would lead to a dilution of 
African-American repre- 
sentation and that we’d 
have to go to 14 districts 
before we can draw a 
map that would ensure an 
African-American repre- 
sentative. And I don’t 
think the voters will 
accept that large a 
change . ” Cole also believes 
the issue of member 
“accountability” to neigh- 
borhoods - and avoiding 
“balkanization” - is one 
that cuts both ways. “We 
may not be accountable to a particular geo- 
graphic area,” she said, “but all of us are 
accountable to the whole city,” and at-large 
members remain accessible. “I’m instantly 
made aware of what people are most con- 
cerned about, whether it’s Las Manitas or the 
animal shelter.” 

Not the Fun Stuff 

For or against SMDs, Martinez and Cole 
agree that one of the most frustrating aspects 
of their job is that people don’t get involved 
at the beginning of a public process, only to 
yell “foul” at the end of it. With a laugh, Cole 
compared SMDs with her experience on the 
Waller Creek redevelopment project, where 
hundreds of people turned out for a recent 
town-hall meeting on the project possibilities 
- everything from intense mixed-use devel- 
opment to white-water rafting. Why do folks 


turn out for Waller Creek and not for charter 
revision? “Because it’s fun,” Cole replied, 
noting that few people have the patience or 
interest for redrawing lines on a map. In any 
event, she notes, the eventual council 
response as well as that of the citizens will 
largely depend on what the CRC recom- 
mends in January. 

Garcia says that what sparse public dis- 
cussion there has been thus far has been 
less concerned with ethnic or racial account- 
ability than with geographic representation. 
“People haven’t been asking for a ‘black 
district’ or a ‘brown district’; they’ve been 
asking for geographic boundaries. ... People 
are saying, if every council member is 
accountable on a given issue, in practice 
that means nobody is 
accountable. They want 
to be able to go to a rep- 
resentative and know 
that person is account- 
able for their area and 
has to pick up an issue 
that concerns them.” 
Entering the holidays, 
there’s little public 
groundswell to make the 
CRC’s work, pro or con, 
more urgent. Yet from 
this corner, much of the 
recurrent public restless- 
ness over what is known 
as “the process” is, in 
fact, a consequence of citizens paying little 
or no attention to an issue until it’s actually 
before council, by which time it may have 
gone through months or even years of dis- 
cussion without urgent public interest - fol- 
lowed by sudden cries of, “Why weren’t we 
told about this?” 

Maybe if we assigned sponsored organ- 
isms - salamanders, vireos, live oaks, golden 
retrievers, pussy cats - to potential council 
districts, Austinites might begin paying 
more attention to the CRC. Unless that hap- 
pens, as likely as not, most voters will show 
up next spring and mutter, “Nobody told 
me about this,” and once again decide that 
for a full-grown city, a small-town govern- 
ment is just mighty fine. ■

Government’s swollen corpus sways at a - 
how shall we put it? - deliberate pace. Unless 
it involves a brain-dead lady on life support or 
smoked-out Southern Cali Republican home- 
owners, honk your horn and drive slow through 
Bush country. 

It’s the same closer to home; unless it’s an 
unauthorized administrative payment to a travel- 
ing tech conference (but think of the rewards!) 
or pushing a site plan for a shuttered mall 
uphill before more restrictive laws take effect 
(ditto the traffic!), it’s slow going. 

Yet it’s hard to look at the lonely path of 
board and commission reform and not feel a 
little flabbergasted. The history: A B&C task 
force was convened by City Council - in 2001. 
The task force issued a report streamlining and 
standardizing such groups - in 2003. Now 
reforms come before council for approval - today, 
Nov. 29. 

To be fair, it’s not like the changes could have 
been banged out in one Red Bull-and-vodka lost 
weekend. The draft language stretches nearly 70 
pages, a wholesale rework of the entire Boards 
and Commissions chapter of the City Charter. 
Like the original, it details the charge and compo- 
sition of every group from the African American 
Resource Advisory Commission to Zoning and 
Platting - but it also lays out several notable 
changes and new guidelines. For incoming volun- 
teer members, there will be required training in 
city government, ethics, conflict resolution, and 
more; a beefed-up passage covering potential 
conflicts of interest requires commissioners to 
affirm at each meeting that no potential conflict 
exists. (The prohibition making lobbyists ineligible 
to serve still stands - unless you’re a former 
mayor, natch. Heeeyo!) Causing moderate heart- 
burn are limits allowing no more than nine years 
(three three-year terms) of service, which could 
elbow out some of the most senior serving com- 
missioners. (Personally, BTP sees the proposed 
limits as akin to laws protecting the elderly - not 
to mention the rest of us.) 

Better late than never? Sure, but it’s worth 
considering what’s prioritized and what isn’t, 
once it arrives in City Hall’s rarefied atmo- 
sphere - e.g., reform and citizen-generated ini- 
tiatives vs. commercial waivers, rebates, and 
incentives. As I traded e-mails recently with a 
local politico regarding the revisions, he tagged 


B&C reform as “an important goo-goo effort that 
disappeared into the maw of the City Hall Borg. 
Just as is happening to charter review.’’ How long 
until the question of single-member districts is 
resolved: months or years? 

Speaking of the charter, caustic council watcher 
Paul Robbins writes in regarding the “quaint, 
archaic document”: namely, a provision under 
Chapter 5, "Powers of the Council," which 
declares it has no powers to “sell, convey, or lease 
all or any substantial part of the facilities of any 
municipally owned public utility.” As the city rushes 
to deindustrialize the Green Water Treatment Plant 
and Seaholm to match the faux-postindustrial 
Second Street condo-holocaust, Robbins asks 
whether city designs on the plants are sufficiently 
“substantial.” Good question. 

GREEN IS AS GREEN DOES 

Seaholm sale questions are scheduled for 
executive discussion today; additionally, the same 
firm lawyering the power plant will be given a con- 
tract for Green. After a two-week hiatus, that’s 
one of a bunch of big agenda items. On consent 
are $125,000 and $200,000 grants to UT’s 
Austin Technology Incubator program for bio- 
tech and wireless tech, because the university 
doesn’t have enough money; a 10:30am presen- 
tation on the ATI program is also scheduled. 
Items from council include a review of the Urban 
Renewal Agency/Austin Revitalization 
Authority's plans for East 11th and 12th 
streets, “including recommendations related to 
vertical mixed use, public parking, and affordable 
housing.” Also fun is Item 42, directing City 
Manager Toby Futrell “to establish a Waterfront 
Overlay Taskforce to evaluate the current ordi- 
nance for inconsistencies and ambiguousness.’’ 
(We all know how well that worked last time.) 

Council also unfurls several green, building, 
and green-building items: a Hike and Bike Trail 
enhancement plan (Item 43), boosting and 
broadening Austin Energy green building par- 
ticipation and incentives (Item 44), calling for the 
“highest optimal levels of sustainability" in 
municipal construction projects (Item 45) and for 
city buildings (Item 46). Add in several Eastside 
speakers during citizens’ communications and 
dozens of zoning items, and we’re looking at 
another long evening.

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afterward speaks to Wynn's voracity, with the building foreman describing the 
mayor as “extremely upset,” “shouting,” and “threatening." Wynn issued a 
press release Tuesday: “I want to confirm that, yes, I was angry about the ille- 
gality of what I witnessed, and I was even more angry about the complete dis- 
regard for Austin motorists. ... Did I use some rough language? You bet I did 
- and if I offended the sensitivities of those construction workers, I'm sorry 
about that." - W.D. 

The Urban Transportation Commission recently recommended lifting the 
restrictions on operating hours for Downtown pedicabs, a decision not likely 
to be met with enthusiasm from the staff of the Public Works Department. 
Capital and Roadkill pedicabs would like to take to the streets during rush 
hour. Public Works, which sets the pedicabs’ hours of operation, says there 
were too many problems during a recent test run. If Public Works does not 
support the recommendation - which the UTC made to put more alternative 
transportation Downtown - the commission would like a subcommittee to 
meet with the interested pedicab operators to try to work out a compromise.

The Austin Independent School District released a report this week 
that takes a comprehensive look at the city’s middle schools. Unlike other 
studies, this one looks beyond test scores to the underlying problems at 
struggling campuses - finding, among other things, that a clear correlation 
exists between Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills scores and 
family income - a connection that doesn’t appear to exist at elementary 
schools, the report notes. The research also documents that African- 
American students are much more likely to be punished with disciplinary 
action (five Austin middle schools have suspended more than a third of 
their African-American students), as well as the importance of teacher 
retention, which accounted for 39% of the variation in math test scores.

Austin students continue to perform better on the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress test than those from other urban districts 
across the nation. AISD is part of a U.S. Department of Education study 
of 10 urban districts, including large districts like Los Angeles and New 
York. Austin tied with Charlotte, N.C., for the highest scores on eighth- 
grade math, with 68% of the students scoring above basic proficiency. 

Also, Austin’s English language learners did better at reading and math 
than similar students at large urban districts. But it’s important to put the 
good news in perspective. Austin's students performed below the national 
average (but above the large urban district average) in areas like eighth- 
grade reading. Also, Austin's students have not shown any substantial 
improvement overall on the NAEP test since 2005, nor did the district 
make any improvement on the so-called achievement gap between white 
and minority students. - M.M. 

In a study destined to shake our basic understanding of college life, UT psy- 
chologist Kim Fromme and Kent State University’s Dan Neal have released a 
study showing that college students drink more on the night of big football 
games. Although some of you may have already noticed this phenomenon, 
this is the first study to monitor the drinking of a group of students through 
two full seasons of football, and some of the conclusions are a bit surprising: 
For one thing, the UT students drank more on the night of a big game - an 
average of three drinks - than they did on New Year’s Eve or Flalloween. And 
although men drank more whether the Longhorns played at home or not, that 
wasn’t true for women. Socially active women drank more when the team was 
on the road, which may indicate men were more likely than women to attend 
tailgate parties. - M.M. 

Austin’s October home sales are down 15% from last year. The report, 
from the Austin Board of Realtors, indicates tightening credit markets are 
affecting the local market. The sales price is still 3% higher than last 
October, with a median price of $180,000. But sales fell to 1,772 homes 
last month, even though active listings have risen 19% to 9,431 homes. It's 
important to put the downturn in context, however - Austin’s market was 
booming in 2005 and 2006. - M.M. 

A survey released last week ranks Austin the sixth most attractive city 
for job-seekers. The report based on the survey’s results - drafted by 
Fluman Capital Institute, which studies job markets - looks at what fea- 
tures make a city ideal for workers thinking of relocating. It notes that 
workers generally tend to stay put, but when they do move, factors such as 
cost of living, job opportunities, cleanliness, and safety come into play. 

Also, negative images have a stronger impact on decisions to relocate than 
positive ones, says the report, which also notes that people tend to think 
about cities abstractly but make decisions about relocating concretely. “Our 
study found that the brand, or perception of a city, is a critical factor in the 
decision-making process. ... Cities and employers that understand, man- 
age, and promote their brands will be best positioned to attract and keep 
knowledgeable workers of all ages,” said Allan Schweyer, the report’s 
author, in a press release. - Justin Ward

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


State Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, announced Tuesday that he will not 
run for re-election in 2008. The 48-year-old Krusee has represented District 
52, which covers the southeastern half of Williamson County, since 1993. 
Thus far, his only announced opponent for 2008 had been Democrat Diana 
Maldonado. While Krusee’s focus was transportation, Maldonado has said 
her campaign - and her candidacy - would focus more heavily on education. 
"I'm excited because this is an opportunity to have a change in leadership, 
which is what our community needs and what our districts need," Maldonado 
said. “Having worked at the local level, I know what it takes to represent this 
district. My issues will be education, of course, but also answering the needs 
of the hardworking families in our district on issues such as home affordabili- 
ty, keeping our neighborhoods safe, and getting our kids to college. Those 
are all important issues in this district." Krusee had come under fire in some 
corners for his support of toll roads and the Trans-Texas Corridor and from 
others for standing up to Speaker of the House Tom Craddick during last 
spring’s power struggle at the Lege. - Lee Nichols 

The Lone Star Sierra Club is prodding Dallas utility TXU, now doing business 
as Luminant, to solidify its commitment to cancel applications to build eight 
new coal-fired power plants - made as part of its private-equity buyout 
deal earlier this year - by changing the permits’ dismissal status at the 
Texas Commission on Environmental Quality to dismissed “with prejudice" as 
opposed to “without prejudice,” as it stands now, which makes it easier to 
refile them, the Sierra Club says. TXU also recently applied to become part of 
the U.S. Climate Action Partnership, a group of corporations calling for man- 
datory greenhouse-gas regulations. If accepted, it would join fellow mega-utili- 
ty NRG Energy Inc. NRG and TXU operate the two worst greenhouse-gas pol- 
luting power plants in the state, dually ranked numbers 45 and 50 globally 
for C0 2 pollution. - Daniel Motto/a 

In other climate-change news, six Midwestern states and one Canadian 
province just signed the Greenhouse Gas Reduction Accord, a regional 
multisector cap-and-trade program. And Rainforest Action Network reports 
thousands turned out in more than 50 cities nationwide last Friday to pro- 
test Citi and Bank of America's investments in new coal-fired power 
plants and dirty coal extraction methods such as mountaintop-removal 
coal mining. - D.M. 

Listen up, Louisiana hurricane evacuees. If you own a home back home, 
hopefully you’ve already gotten in on the Road Home, the state-run program 
that administers Katrina and Rita federal rebuilding money. If you haven't, 
however, there’s still a little time. The deadline for signing up for a required 
appointment with a housing adviser is Dec. 1. According to the Road Home’s 
website (www.road2la.org), appointments are available at 11 Housing Assist- 
ance Centers in Louisiana and Houston or by calling 888/762-3252 and 
completing an application through the mail. Road Home participants are sup- 
posed to receive up to $150,000 in compensation, although the program’s 
funding capabilities have been in question. - Cheryl Smith 

It isn’t just Republicans and Democrats facing a crowded field of presidential 
contenders: The Green Party currently has seven candidates around the 
nation hoping they’ll be the first eco-commander in chief. One of the highest- 
profile names in their race, Cynthia McKinney, former Democratic U.S. repre- 
sentative of Georgia, will be in Austin on Wednesday, Dec. 5, attending a 
fundraising event, including a silent auction and live music, hosted at Ruta 
Maya Coffee House by the Travis Co. Green Party. McKinney switched party 
affiliation in October, after losing a primary challenge in 2006 to Henry 
“Hank” Johnson Jr. Prior to that, she had a reputation as a pugnacious fight- 
er for civil and human rights but also gained notoriety for punching a U.S. 
Capitol police officer in the chest. - R.W. 

It appears New Jersey is poised to abolish the death penalty. The state 
has eight men on death row but has not executed an inmate since 1963, 
reports The New York Times. A bill that would abolish capital punishment was 
approved by the state Senate Judiciary Committee in the spring, and the 
state assembly is scheduled to consider a nearly identical measure on Dec. 
6. Gov. Jon Corzine, a death penalty foe, has said he will sign the measure 
into law if it reaches his desk. “It would be a historic measure,” Richard 
Dieter, executive director of the Death Penalty Information Center, told the 
Times. “I think it is part of this bigger picture where the death penalty is on 
the defensive.” - Jordan Smith

AISD Scrambles for Another Bond Election 


Long Center for the Performing Arts 


Less than four years after its last bond 
issue, the Austin Independent School 
District is considering another bond election 

for next May that could mean up to $200 mil- 
lion in what the district describes as new urgent 
funding for local schools. In 2004, Austin vot- 
ers approved $519 million in school bonds, but 
according to AISD facilities Executive Director 
Paul lUrner, changing circumstances in the 
district demand an interim issue. “If it's some- 
thing that can wait, we’ll put it in the parking lot 
until next time,” said Turner. “We’re looking at 
things that require immediate attention." 

Since October, the 21-member volunteer 
Citizens’ 2008 Bond Advisory Committee 
has been considering proposed projects, 
mostly driven by essential repairs, swelling 
student numbers, and changing curriculum 
requirements. If successful, this bond issue 
could solve immediate demands and push 
back the next major issue from its currently 
proposed date of 2010 by two years. This 
time, the committee is only looking at pro- 
grams it classifies as sufficiently urgent not to 
be postponed. “The way we’re approaching 
this is: What are the consequences of us not 
making a decision?” said committee tri-Chair 
Geronimo Rodriguez. 

The largest proposal is the potential con- 
struction of additional elementary schools and 
perhaps a junior high to alleviate significant 
overcrowding. Several schools have been eval- 
uated as being over 125% of capacity, 
although the committee is still waiting for a 
final demographer’s report, expected in early 
December. “There’s population growth and 
population movement,” said tri-Chair Mark 
Curry, “so there’s a need to consider where 
you might build those schools, so you can 
reset boundaries and balance that load.” 

Some of that need for new schools could 
be offset by adding classrooms and staff to 


existing schools, and recent curriculum 
changes have created an immediate demand 
for science labs. Starting with the 2007 
freshman class, Texas high school students 
are required to take four years of math and 
science to graduate, and some of the money 
could go for extra lab space. New classroom 
construction costs could total more than 
$100 million, but tri-Chair Amy Wong Mok 
stressed that the need is immediate. For 
example, Linder Elementary, designed for 
600 students, now houses more than 900 
and starts serving lunch at 10am to fit them 
all in. “Those children can't wait any longer, 
because they’ll be in high school by the next 
bond,” she said. 

Extra upfront cash could also be requested 
to allow new facilities to integrate green-build- 
ing techniques, including innovative heating 
and cooling systems, thereby cutting energy 
consumption long-term. The committee is con- 
sidering investing in capacitors for the electri- 
cal system (which could save the district more 
than $1 million annually in utility bills), as well 
as the continuing replacement of the aging 
bus fleet for less polluting options. “There’s a 
big discussion there, judging hybrids against 
reduced-emission diesel,” said Rodriguez. 

One big-ticket item that may not seem as 
urgent as the mandated classroom construc- 
tion projects is a new districtwide performing- 
arts center for high school and junior high 
students. In 2004, residents voted 2-to-l to 
approve $7.7 million for a similar project on 
or near the McCallum High campus, but that 
project was dependent on matching private 
funds that never materialized. According to 
Curry, the committee considers the 2004 
vote a sign the community backs the con- 
cept, but the old bond proposal has expired - 
so the committee negotiation process 
resumed from the beginning. “We’re discuss- 
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ing the need for a performing-art center 
against where to put it,” said Rodriguez. 

One alternative under consideration is to 
house the PAC at the new Long Center for 
the Performing Arts, under construction on 
Riverside. Proposals for the center originally 
included the 700-seat Topfer Theatre, but this 
plan was put on hold due to funding short- 
falls. The committee is considering funding a 
mixed-use space available to both AISD and 
the center, and Long Center management wel- 
comed the idea. “We’re standing here with 
open arms should AISD decide we’re the right 
choice,” Long Center Executive Director 
Reynolds Redd Jr. said. 

The next big step is the demographer's 
report, due Dec. 1. This will give the commit- 


tee exact student numbers from which they 
can gauge the pressure on classroom capaci- 
ty. They plan to make their recommendations 
to the AISD board of trustees by Jan. 28, 
which should allow for further public consul- 
tation. To reach the May ballot, the board 
must adopt the proposals by March 7. The 
citizens’ committee wiil be accepting any 
additional public proposals for projects until 
Dec. 4: Urgent proposals might be added, 
while those of a lower priority will be held 
over until the next major election. “The one 
procedural issue we ail understand is that 
we're on a compressed time schedule,” said 
Rodriguez, “but we want to make sure that 
we are as transparent and accountable and 
open as possible." - Richard Whittaker

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McMurrey Challenges Noriega From the Left 


After millionaire trial lawyer Mikal Watts dropped his 
Democratic candidacy for the U.S. Senate, Houston state Rep. 
Rick Noriega probably began gearing up for attacks from the 
right as he looked ahead to challenging Republican John Cornyn 
for his position as Texas’ junior U.S. senator. Now he'll have to 
put those preparations on hold while he fends off an attack from 
his left. Corpus Christi high school social-studies teacher Ray 
McMurrey announced his candidacy Nov. 20 in Austin for the 
Democratic nomination, saying he wants to be the Texan Paul 
Wellstone and "to re-establish the integrity of what I teach and 
what American democracy is about and who American democra- 
cy should serve.” 

McMurrey said one of his students asked him, “Don’t you 
have to be rich to run for the United States Senate?” "I want 
you to help me break the political caste system of who gets to 
lead in this great country,” McMurrey said at a kick-off press 
conference at the East Austin home of activists D'Ann Johnson 
and Alan Pogue (the former is McMurrey’s stepmother; the lat- 
ter often contributes photos to the Chronicle ). 

He then attacked the Democratic Party establishment as “a whol- 
ly owned subsidiary" of corporate America. McMurrey said he sat 
down with leaders of the Texas Democratic Party earlier this 
month, and instead of getting asked about issues, he was 
only questioned on how he planned to run without $5 million 
in campaign funds. “I turned the question back: Why, in a 
democracy, with free information and free speech, do I need 
$5 million to convince the voters of Texas whose message 
is the best?” (McMurrey would not specify with whom he 
had talked. TDP spokesman Hector Nieto would only say: 

“He met with party staff when we learned he was thinking of 
running. We always encourage anybody thinking of running 
to meet with us [to discuss the logistics of running a 
statewide campaign]. The Texas Democratic Party 
will never take sides in a contested primary - 
that’s for the voters to decide.”) 


McMurrey then answered the obvious question: Why is he 
throwing his hat in the ring now, after it appeared Noriega had 
been anointed as the 2008 challenger to Cornyn? 

Although he praised Noriega for having “a fine record in the 
Legislature on social issues," McMurrey asked, "Why is the 
Democratic establishment endorsing my opponent, a big energy, 
natural gas, fossil fuels representative, while you are asked to 
pay $3 a gallon for gasoline?" Noriega is on leave from his 
employment as a marketing manager with CenterPoint Energy 
Inc., which is a spin-off company of Reliant Energy. In the mid- 
Nineties, Noriega was a lobbyist for Reliant, then known as 
Houston Lighting & Power. 

McMurrey also questioned the fact that Noriega has received 
$7,000 in campaign contributions since 2006 from Bob Perry, the 
Houston businessman who funded the Swift Boat Veterans for 
Truth attacks on John Kerry in 2004, and said he will accept no 
lobbyist money. In response, Noriega spokesman Andrew Dupuy 
cited a recent article in the Texas Weekly political newsletter, in 
which consumer advocate Tom “Smitty” Smith of Public Citizen 
praised Noriega for recusing himself from votes affecting his 
employer. “We wish that more people would do what Rick 
does,” Smith is quoted as saying. “He's got real good 
sense of ethics and responsibilities.” Regarding the 
Perry money, “He's been getting this thrown at him for 
a long time, but Rick sat down with John Kerry, and 
John Kerry of all people wasn’t bothered by that, and 
in fact, Senator Kerry is actually on board supporting 
Rick’s campaign." 

As for the ultimate target, McMurrey said, “Mr. 
Cornyn has been a rubber stamp to the Bush adminis- 
tration. He's authorized what I consider a multitude of 
failed policies that have wrecked this economy 
and have wrecked the image of this nation. 
Other countries don’t need to like us, but 
they need to respect us.” - Lee Nichols 



A PERFECT STORM OF WINGNUTTERY 

John Zogby is polling for Ron Paul supporter 
and conspiracy-theorist entrepreneur Alex Jones, 
which makes perfect sense when you think about 
it. As the only Republican candidate with a - gasp

“In their press release about the results of a 
new telephone poll, Zogby chose to marginalize 
Ron Paul by highlighting a demographic that was 
won by Rudy Giuliani, while largely ignoring the 
fact that the Texas congressman completely domi- 
nated almost every other aspect of the poll.”

“[Rudy] Giuliani is probably the most evil 
person in the race. ... He's a frightening, fas- 
cist warmonger." 

That isn’t the latest bulletin from Dennis 
Kucinich 2008 or from the desk of Howard 
Dean. It’s the voice of a recent, local Ron Paul 
convert and newly minted Republican voter. Ten 
years ago, Jamie (she declines to provide her 
last name) worked “in liberal politics, let's just 
leave it at that.’’ Now she’s marching the 
street, “Ron Paul Revolution” sign in hand, 
cheering on the only candidate she thinks can 
succeed in saving the country. But does Paul’s 
idiosyncratic blend of activist spirit, libertarian 
leanings, and Republican affiliation really carry 
weight across the political spectrum? 

Out of 1,000-plus national Ron Paul 
Meetups, Austin's is the largest, and its orga- 
nizer, Paul Davis, thinks converted Dems are 
emigrating directly from Barack Obama and 
Hillary Clinton, based upon their positions 
on the Iraq war. “They ... are just against the 
way the Bush regime has gone about it,” 

Davis says. “Both have left war with Iran ‘on 
the table,’ and that does not sit well with the 
people who have talked with me.” 

At a Ron Paul “Freedom March” earlier this 
month, more than one pickup truck with a 


“Texas Democrat” sticker honked in support 
of the marchers. Paul's lively rebukes of 
Republican candidates have made for some 
great YouTube footage, and his ardent opposi- 
tion to the USA PATRIOT Act and the detention 
camp at Guantanamo Bay cer- 
tainly endear him to liberals. 

But other issues also seem to 
be fueling Paul’s support. 

Pam Farley has been con- 
vinced to vote for her first 
Republican presidential candi- 
date “due to the principled con- 
sistency of his congressional vot- 
ing record and his integrity, espe- 
cially when discussing America’s 
economic condition.” Paul’s “liber- 
al” supporters tend to respect 
Ohio Democratic Rep. Kucinich, 
though they resist any call for a 
weapons ban or enlarging the 
government's social services - 
which suggests a fairly constrict- 
ed variety of “liberalism.” Farley 
and others also see an inconsis- 
tency in the amount of taxes the government 
collects in relation to the assistance it is able to 
deliver - so, like most of Paul’s supporters, they 
view the Katrina aftermath as an institutional 
failure rather than administrative incompetence. 


Anson Chi quit his job in Dallas to spend 
more time in Austin drumming up support for 
Paul. Chi is a longtime liberal, having voted 
for Bill Clinton, Al Gore, and eventually Ralph 
Nader in 2004. “To be honest and brutally 

frank, I’ve got a deep disdain 
for Republicans," he admits. 
“But guess what. If I’m able 
to support Ron Paul ... and 
change my views, that says 
a lot.” What it says is that 
the wildly divergent person- 
alities that support Paul - 
Goldwater-style Republicans, 
libertarians, and folks with 
pet constitutional issues 
(e.g., no income tax) - are 
being joined, at least in 
some numbers, by support- 
ers from the left. Whether 
that unstable alliance can 
translate into more than 
another quixotic, Nader-like 
political meteor trail remains 
to be seen, beginning in 
New Hampshire in January. But for the 
moment, Paul’s mainstream GOP opponents, 
like the major news media, just don’t know 
what to make of him. - Jacob Cottingham 
For more info, see www.ronpaulaustin.com. 



MORE TROUBLE ON SECOND STREET 


Members of the first wave of retail tenants 
in the 2nd Street District were nicknamed 
pioneers. Now some are quitting frontier life, 
replaced by a second rush of stores. Hot on 
the heels of DJ culture store Gomi terminating 
its lease after a dispute about estimated utility 
bills (see “Second Street Snafu Clarification," 
Nov. 23), Sage Salon moved back to its origi- 
nal location on 42nd Street over the weekend. 
Property managers Urban Partners said 
Ducati motorbike dealership Moto Austin is 
negotiating an “exit strategy” from its lease, 
while management at Octane boutique con- 
firmed the store will close and relocate to 
Dallas in the new year. Speaking confidentially, 
other tenants are concerned that there’s no 


interest in keeping them in business and that 
the lack of parking in the area makes life as a 
retailer virtually impossible. One shop owner 
said, rather than matters improving, the 
Thanksgiving holiday and Black Friday were 
actually the worst weekend since opening. 

Speaking for Urban Partners, leasing agent 
Frank Seely stressed that some firms are 
thriving. Milk + Honey day spa is expanding 
to take more than half of the premises for- 
merly occupied by shoe store Lucky Soles. 
Incoming tenants include Malaga Tapas & 
Bar, which is relocating from Fourth Street, 
and several other leases are being negotiated 
with local, national, and start-up retailers and 
restaurants. Speaking for district landlords 
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AMLI Austin Retail, development manager 
Craig Brockman said, “Every vacant space in 
the district is being negotiated right now,” and 
he expects the area to be completely leased 
out by early next year. 

There is already one big new tenant: Skiwear 
store St. Bernard Sports opened Nov. 16 
and will hold a grand-opening party Nov. 29. 
However, the high-end activewear store is a 
major change from the stated intention of 
Urban Partners. Company President Robert 
Bagwell said the survival of retail in the dis- 
trict depends upon a critical mass of tenants 
and doorways and that Urban Partners wants 
a large number of local vendors and small 
chains, rather than a handful of large retail- 
ers. While the average district retail tenant 
only rents 1,200 to 2,200 square feet, St. 
Bernard takes up 8,550 square feet on the 
north side of AMLI on Second, a vertical 
mixed-use residential/retail development 
between Guadalupe and San Antonio - 
shown on the original plans as broken up for 
multiple tenants. - Richard Whittaker 


HATE CRIMES IN TEXAS: 

A BREAKDOWN 

Austin came in fourth among Texas cit- 
ies in number of hate crimes reported in 
2006, according to a just-released FBI 
compilation that canvassed agencies rep- 
resenting 85% of the nation’s population. 
Documented are 7,722 criminal incidents 
involving 9,080 offenses resulting from 
bias against race, religion, sexual orienta- 
tion, ethnicity/national origin, or physical 
or mental disability. Of 5,449 “crimes 
against persons,” intimidation accounted 
for 46% of hate crimes, simple assault 
32%, and aggravated assault 21.6%. Three 
murders and six rapes are reported. “Crimes 
against property,” mostly vandalism, account 
for 3,593 offenses. 

The report lists offenders as 58.6% white, 
20.6% black, 12.9% race unknown, and the

SWEATFREE COMMUNITIES 

If you wish there was something you could do 
about some of the worst abuses of corporate 
globalization, check out a fast-spreading grass- 
roots movement called SweatFree Communities. 

Its concept is simple: While one shopper 
can’t make a dent in the ethics of global 
manufacturers, each of us can have an 
impact if we team up as citizens to harness 
the purchasing power of our city and county 
governments, getting them to reject products 
made with sweatshop labor. We often forget 
that the biggest consumer in most places is 
local government, which buys huge quanti- 
ties of uniforms, computers, office furniture, 
and such from various corporations. We can 
say to these vendors: No public dollars for 
sweatshop goods. 

In Austin, City Council recently voted unan- 
imously to join about 170 other localities 
across the country in the SweatFree net- 
work. These cities, school districts, and 
other public entities have committed to buy 
only from contractors and subcontractors 
who do not engage in such sweatshop abus- 
es as the use of child labor, poverty wages, 
toxic workplaces, etc. 

To enforce the “no sweat” commitment, the 
consortium sends independent monitors 
directly to the factories for periodic, unan- 
nounced reviews of labor conditions. The 
shared cost is minimal - Austin’s share, for 
example, is only about $17,000 a year. In turn, 
the assurance the city’s purchases reflect our 
people's sense of justice is priceless. 

SweatFree Communities was founded in 
2003 and is supported by a wide range of 
churches, student organizations, unions, 
advocacy groups, and community leaders. 

The notion is there is power in numbers - 
with each new community that signs on, new 
strength is added to change industry practic- 
es ... and end the shame of sweatshop labor.

BIG-SPENDING GEORGE 

George W. likes to pose as the Texas presi- 
dent - in the rough-hewn, rancher model of 
Lyndon Johnson. 

George isn’t actually a Texan, however. Fie 
was born in Connecticut, went to an East 
Coast prep school and Ivy League colleges, 
and he summered in Kennebunkport, Maine, 
at his family’s oceanfront estate. Nor is he a 
rancher, as Lyndon was. Yes, George bought 
a ranchette to boost his cowboy image when 
he decided to run for president, but this 
“cowboy” has no cattle and is even afraid of 
horses - that’s not quite a “tall-in-the-saddle" 
president like Johnson. 

Yet, there is one area where George W. 
has stood taller than the real Texas presi- 
dent: federal spending. LBJ was derided as a 
big-spending liberal, but he was tightfisted 
compared to Bush. While George is now try- 
ing to pretend he's a small-government fiscal 
conservative, federal spending in his adminis- 
tration has grown by 5.3% a year, nearly a full 
point higher than the rate of increase in the 
Johnson years, and more than double the 
annual spending growth under Democrats 
Jimmy Carter and Bill Clinton. 

Of course, the Bush White Flouse takes no 
responsibility for anything negative, so it’s 
now trying to blame the billions of dollars 
that it’s dumping into his “war on terrorism" 
for distorting Bush’s spending numbers 
(maybe the Bushites don’t remember that 
LBJ had a war to finance, too, since so few 
of them actually served in it). But Bush 
spending is not just about his mismanaged 
wars. Fie has also hiked budgets in most 
agencies, with a disproportionate share of 
the increases going to privatization of gov- 
ernment, corporate welfare, and right-wing 
ideological boondoggles. 

So, now that we hear free-spending George 
W. suddenly posing as Mr. Frugal and 
demanding Congress hold the line on spend- 
ing, remember that no president has spent 
more of your tax dollars and gotten so little 
for it as he has.

Hemp Farmers to DEA: Butt Out 


Rest assured, the Drug Enforcement Agency is fair. 
Seriously. At least when it comes to deciding whether to allow 
individuals to cultivate industrial hemp, as two farmers from 
North Dakota - Dave Monson (also a veteran Republican 
state lawmaker) and Wayne Hauge (also a certified public 
accountant) - are seeking to do. At least that’s the assertion 
offered by U.S. Department of Justice lawyer Wendy Ertmer, 
representing the DEA at a federal court hearing Nov. 14 in 
Bismarck, where she insisted before U.S. District Judge Daniel 
Hovland that the agency’s “administrative process" for grant- 
ing the permits to grow the crop is, in fact, “not futile." 

Of course that doesn’t mean the judge was particularly 
impressed by that assurance. Indeed, Monson and Hauge were 
in court to defend their right to seek a declaratory judgment tell- 
ing the DEA to butt out of their plans to grow the nonnarcotic 
hemp plant - the cousin of that evil weed marijuana - in compli- 
ance with new state law regulating the cultivation of the environ- 
mentally friendly rotation crop. The DEA says industrial hemp is 
nothing more than dope and that the agency has the right, under 
the federal Controlled Substances Act, to enforce marijuana pro- 
hibition and decide when, where, and if an individual is allowed to 
grow any form of the plant Cannabis sativa L. (See “Reefer 
Madness,” Aug. 24). The judge heard arguments from both sides 
and now must decide whether to grant the DEA’s motion for dis- 
missal. In part, Ertmer's argument relies on the idea that the 
farmers don't have standing to ask the court to intervene based 
on the notion that the DEA has not yet decided whether to 
approve the applications each farmer filed in February. Notably, 
the DEA hasn’t dropped the slightest hint of when it might decide 
- a pretty big deal given that the permits must be renewed annu- 
ally (along with a nonrefundable $2, 000-plus fee). Moreover, the 
agency’s track record doesn’t exactly inspire confidence: Still 
pending before the narcos is a 1999 application from North 
Dakota State University to grow a research crop. Given the 
totality of circumstances, the court didn’t appear to buy Ertmer’s 
vision of fairness: “I don’t see any realistic prospect that 
[Monson and Hauge] are ever going to be issued a license,” 

Judge Hovland told Ertmer. “It doesn’t matter what ... responses 
they provide to the DEA,” he continued. “The DEA is going to be 
hard-pressed to grant a license in this case, probably the first 


case ever in the country where they’ve granted a license to a pri- 
vate grower of industrial hemp, so ... I mean, I think we can all 
sit here and agree that it ain't going to happen.” 

While the DEA may have lost its argument on standing, the 
farmers aren't completely out of the woods in their bid to 
knock the DEA out of the hemp-growing loop. At the core is 
whether the federal law can be interpreted to exempt hemp 
from the definition of marijuana. North Dakota is the first 
state in the union to enact a hemp-farming statute, allowing 
qualified farmers to receive a state license to grow the crop. 
Farmers have their applications vetted by the state’s agricul- 
tural department and must satisfy several requirements: They 
must pass a criminal background check; agree to use only 
seeds that contain less than 0.3% tetrahydracannibinol, or 
THC; must provide geo-positioning coordinates for their hemp 
fields; and must agree to random, unannounced inspections. 
The law is patterned after the successful 1997 Canadian 
hemp law, which kick-started widespread cultivation - much 
of which, ironically, is imported to the U.S. in the form of seed 
and oil and turned into various consumer products; it’s an 
industry that is growing annually by double digits. To the high 
plains farmers, cultivating industrial hemp is no more contro- 
versial than growing soybeans, canola, or wheat - but is far 
more promising as a cash crop. As it stands, the U.S. is the 
only developed country without an established hemp crop. 
(Ironically, much of the Canadian hemp is grown in Manitoba, 
just 12 miles north of Monson’s eastern North Dakota farm.) 

To the DEA, the legal questions before the court are clear. 
Marijuana is marijuana, even if it is nonnarcotic hemp. As 
Ertmer argued in court earlier this month, “The definition of 
marijuana is clear on its face. It doesn’t matter that North 
Dakota has given plaintiffs a license [to cultivate] what the 
[state] statute refers to as industrial hemp. It’s still marijuana 
for purposes of federal law." Ertmer concedes that federal law 
exempts from regulation the mature stalks, fiber, oil, and seed 
of the cannabis plant but says that while the exemptions “may 
allow certain plant components to be imported into the United 
States," it doesn’t “change the fact that Congress did regulate 
the growing marijuana plant. That Congress chose not to regu- 
late certain potentially more innocuous components of the 



plant says nothing about Congress' intent to regulate the entire 
plant.” Ertmer said in similar cases - notably involving hemp 
cultivation on South Dakota’s Pine Ridge Reservation by 
members of the Lakota Nation - the courts have not found 
that hemp is an exempt subset of cannabis when it comes to 
cultivation. Monson and Hauge's lawyer, Joseph Sandler, dis- 
agreed, noting a distinct difference between the North Dakota 
case and any other. Here, he said, the state has defined a strict 
set of rules that apply to cultivation - rules that ensure only 
nonnarcotic hemp is grown and only the exempt portions of the 
plant would ever make it into the marketplace. “We submit [that 
given the] unique nature of this state regulatory regime ... fed- 
eral regulation of drug marijuana cannot be extended so far as 
to cover the [intrastate] cultivation of industrial hemp under this 
state regime,” Sandler argued. 

The judge stayed a motion filed by Monson and Hauge 
seeking resolution of the case in their favor and “promised” to 
decide before month’s end whether to grant the DEA's motion 
to dismiss. - Jordan Smith

JEFFS SENTENCED FOR BEING RAPE ACCOMPLICE 


Polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs, leader of 
the Mormon breakaway sect the Fundament- 
alist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 

Saints, has been sentenced to two consecu- 
tive terms of five years to life behind bars for 
acting as an accomplice to rape in connection 
with his arranging and officiating the marriage 
of a 14-year-old and her 19-year-old cousin. 

Jeffs was convicted in a Utah court on 
Sept. 25. The child bride, Elissa Wall, now 


21, testified that she pleaded with relatives 
to call off the arranged wedding to her cousin 
Allen Steed to no avail; Jeffs presided over 
the wedding in 2001 inside a Nevada motel 
room. Wall testified in court that she was 
cajoled into saying, “I do,” and that Steed 
forced her to consummate the relationship a 
month later. A key part to FLDS life is 
arranged, polygamist marriage (aka “celestial 
marriage”) - adherents believe a man needs 


at least three wives to be exalted into heav- 
en, and only those wives that “stay sweet” 
and remain obedient will be allowed to tag 
along for that final ride. 

Jeffs now faces similar charges in Arizona, 
for sexual misconduct and incest, and may 
be extradited there within six months, reports 
The Arizona Republic. Meanwhile, he remains 
in a Utah prison while his lawyer, Walter 
Bugden, prepares an appeal. Bugden told The 
Salt Lake Tribune it is his client's support of 
arranged marriage that actually led to the 


rape charge: “It is the wrong charge; he 
never should have faced this charge; it’s 
unfair,” he told the daily. “Mr. Jeffs’ encourag- 
ing the couple to stay together when they had 
marital difficulties does not constitute accom- 
plice to rape.” 

Judge James Shumate sentenced Jeffs to 
the two consecutive sentences on Nov. 20, 
crediting him with 15 months for time already 
served. How long Jeffs will actually remain 
behind bars is unclear; ultimately, a Utah parole 
board will make that decision. - J.S.

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Pride of the Eastside struggles to survive

The night Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson 
urged the community to pull together to save 
the pride of the Eastside might have been a 
turning point for Johnston High School. 

It was Oct. 3, just a month into the school 
year. The overheated Johnston cafeteria was 
crowded with people focused on the success 
of the school - from members of the Greater 
Austin Hispanic Chamber of Commerce to 
key officials in the Austin Independent 
School District to a table full of Texas 
Education Agency staffers who would deal 
directly with the Johnston “intervention.” 
Student leaders were also on hand, among 
them senior class President Gabby Camarillo, 
ready to take the microphone to urge class- 
mates not to give up. The final attendance 
count would be 400 people - impressive for 
a school of only 700 students. 

Watson exhorted the group to do whatever 
it takes to turn Johnston around, after four 
years of dismal standardized-test scores. The 
state’s accountability system, once merely 
onerous, now carries serious consequences 
for schools that don’t meet minimum expec- 
tations. This year Johnston - like Sam 
Houston High School in Houston, Oak Village 
Middle School in North Forest, and G.L. 
Wiley Middle School in Waco - faces the real 
threat of closure if test scores don’t rise to 
acceptable levels. 


“We can and we will succeed, if each of us 
and all of us are dedicated,” Watson told the 
group. Then, he added a warning: “You must 
merit staying open. All of us, my friends, must 
be dedicated. The stakes couldn’t be higher. 
We are talking about the lives of our children. 
Johnston will succeed only if everyone in this 
room plays a part.” 

Johnny Townsend, youth pastor at Solid 
Rock Missionary Baptist Church, stood amidst 
the crowd at the back of the room. Solid Rock 
is just two blocks up the street from Johnston, 
but not a single member of the church’s youth 
group attends the high school. Instead, most 
have chosen to transfer to other AISD schools, 
such as LBJ and Austin High. 


Afterward, Townsend said that as he listened 
to Watson, he realized it was all over for John- 
ston. “From my standpoint, this wasn’t a pep 
rally. It was a funeral,” said Townsend. “The 
senator said one word that stuck with me, and 
that was ‘merit.’ The school would have to 
merit staying open. As far as I was concerned, 
if you hadn’t been able to do something in all 
these years, then four to six months is not 
going to make a difference. As far as I could 
tell, this was just closure - so the senator could 


say, as far as politics are concerned, ‘I tried to 
help.’ And the guy who has to close the cam- 
pus could say, ‘Well, I came out and saw the 
campus.’ There’s no doubt in my mind the 
campus is going to close.” 

Homecoming Busters 

Rocky Medrano stood in the library of John- 
ston High on a cold November night just over 
a year ago, agitated and just a little bit upset. 
The former boxer and onetime constable was 
joined by several members of the school’s tiny 
alumni association, all of whom wanted to 
know just what needed to be done to save 
Johnston. “I would die for Johnston High 


School,” said Medrano, dramatically spreading 
his arms for emphasis as he asked if everything 
possible was being done to save the school. 

He’s not the first or the last to pledge to save 
Johnston. Sam Guzman announced his candi- 
dacy for the Austin school board in front of the 
47-year-old Johnston High. Getting Johnston 
back on track, Guzman said, would be his top 
priority, and the vow helped him win the elec- 
tion. Guzman says he remains optimistic, but 
it’s not clear what that means for the school in 


practical terms. “I think about the last football 
game, and I think about the spirit the team 
showed on the field, the fight they had. I know 
the coach and the principal told them, ‘You’re 
part of the leadership that’s going to push this 
school forward,”’ Guzman said. “We’ve got a 
lot of work to do, but I’m still optimistic that 
we’re going to pull through.” 

Superintendent Pat Forgione says he has 
not lost faith that Johnston can turn itself 
around this year. He points to some promis- 
ing benchmarks: 80% of the teachers 

returned, the principal is back for a third 
year, and the district has committed signifi- 
cant resources for this year - $10,000 per 
student compared to $6,000 at Austin High. 
“I’m not losing faith, but it’s very challeng- 
ing,” said Forgione, adding that the school’s 
problems have been three decades in the 
making. “We’ll face what happens this spring, 
but we’re not giving up. You don’t give up on 
public schools. We’re committed to neigh- 
borhood schools. And if we’re not successful 
this year, we will accept accountability.” 

But will Forgione’s renewed commitment, 
Medrano and Guzman’s passion for Johnston, 
or the pledge of support from Paul Saldana of 
the Greater Austin Hispanic Chamber of 
Commerce - be too little, too late to save the 
pride of the Eastside? Enrollment has been 
dropping steadily, from a peak of more than 
1,800 students just over a decade ago to barely 
657 students this year. Coach Demo Odems

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struggled to field a football team this season 
with enough depth to make it through four 
quarters on Nelson Field. The band, once 90 
students strong, barely marched a dozen at 
Nelson Field during homecoming against 
Lanier High, and that included three volunteers 
from a local drum-and-bugle corps and two 
Huston-Tillotson horn players. Probably a third 
of the stands were filled for the Rams’ home- 
coming game, and many students considered it 
the best attendance in 
recent memory. 

Roll the clock back to 
1992. That year, then- 
drum-major Mike New 
remembers, Johnston 
was called the “home- 
coming busters” because 
every team in the district 
had scheduled Johnston 
for homecoming, and 
nearly every one of them 
lost. The district cham- 
pionship game, against 
the LBJ Jaguars, was 
going to be a nail-biter. 

On the opposing team? 

Demo Odems, who remembered Johnston as a 
fierce and competitive team. 

New remembers the bright lights, the full 
brass section and drum line, his measured 
strides to the center of Nelson Field. He 
remembers his slow pivot on the field to face 
the home-team stands and the massive sea of 
Columbian blue and red that stretched from 
one end to the other. This was the underdog - 
Johnston High School - showing people just 
what the school was actually made of, New 
thought. “I’ll never forget it,” New said, then 
added wryly, “1 don’t know if we’ve sold out a 
game since.” 

But it’s tough for kids to feel that kind of 
Eastside pride this year. Only days after Johnston 
agreed to forfeit much of its football season due 
to too many injured or ineligible players - and 
a week after the town hall meeting in the 
Johnston cafeteria - the newly formed PTA 
gathered in the school library to talk about the 
school’s challenges, football among them. 

Principal Celina Estrada-Thomas - already 
burdened with the knowledge that more than a 
dozen football players would be held out from 
the team the following week due to failing grades 
and faced with growing signs of a sig- 
nificant post-lunch attendance prob- 
lem - had to face parents who felt 
both bruised and angry, saying they 
were being punished for choosing to 
keep their children at Johnston High. 

“First and foremost, I cannot apol- 
ogize enough for the turmoil and just 
the hurt feelings over this decision,” 
Estrada-Thomas told the crowd of 
about two dozen parents and a hand- 
ful of students. “I would hope that all 
of you know, by now, that decisions 
here are made in the best interest of the kids, 
and I would never set out deliberately to hurt 
anyone or create a problem for this school. . . . 
We have their best interest at heart.” 

Art Jimenez’s mother, Anna, was stricken at 
the news. Her son, an offensive and defensive 
tackle who had played football since he was 5, 
was about to see his entire senior football 


season thrown away because of Johnston’s 
troubles. Maybe, Jimenez said, she should 
have transferred her son to Crockett High 
when she had the chance. “I know the situa- 
tion. I know we did not have any choice, but 
there has to be some type of exception for 
him,” Jimenez told Estrada-Thomas. “I don’t 
know why the district is doing this to our 
school, why we have to suffer. No one is advo- 
cating for us, for him. I want him to finish his 
season as a varsity 
player. Someone 
needs to fight for that 
for him.” 

Jimenez’s sadness 
and disappointment - 
over her son’s season 
and, indirectly, over 
the failure to turn 
Johnston around - has 
been reflected in a lot 
of faces lately. New, 
who has coached the 
struggling drum line 
for no pay for three 
years now, watched 
other high school 
band directors circling the Johnston band hall, 
picking over the school’s equipment in antici- 
pation of a closure that still has yet to be 
averted, despite all efforts. 

“I just want to be sure to get the band pic- 
tures,” said New a bit sadly, strapping on his 
snare drum in the Nelson Field parking lot 
before he marched in with the band at the 
Lanier game. “I want to make sure those 
don’t get lost.” 

A Mountain to Climb 

Take all the high schools in the state - from 
the predominately white enclave of Highland 
Park to the toughest inner-city ghettos of 
Houston’s Fifth Ward to the challenges of a 
transient, non-English-speaking population 
along the Texas-Mexico border - and consider 
this: Only two high schools in the state have 
performed so poorly, for so long, that the state 
has marked them for closure. One is in 
Houston’s roughest neighborhood. And the 
other is Johnston High School. 

What happened at Johnston is not typical. 
Most schools that end up on the state’s list of 
low-performing schools do end up 
turning themselves around. School 
leaders take notice. District officials 
do what it takes to intervene. In 
fact, Texas Education Agency statis- 
tics show that eight out of 10 
schools that are put on the watch 
list in the first year - be it for test 
scores or even dropout rates - won’t 
be back on that list the next year. 

While other schools have scored 
lower on the state’s standardized 
tests - comparable scores at Reagan, 
for instance, were well below Johnston in both 
language arts and math last year - it’s Johnston 
that will pay the price for dismally and chroni- 
cally failing the exit-level Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills. Under state law, 
Johnston should have been closed this year, 
after three years of low performance, but

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Johnston's attendance boundary is drawn for a high school of 1,375 students, but only 
657 attend the school. More than 608 who are zoned for Johnston go to other high 
schools. The elementary schools in Johnston's feeder pattern track to either Martin or 
Kealing Middle School, and Johnston parents complain that parents - and particularly 
mobile, middle-class parents - choose to send their children elsewhere, under the 
district's open-transfer policy and the federal No Child Left Behind law. 


Commissioner Robert Scott agreed he would 
wait another year before deciding to close it. “I 
don’t want to make that decision this spring,” 
Scott told the crowd at Watson’s town hall 
meeting in early October. “This is the year. This 
is our shot. This is meeting the kids where they 
are and propelling them forward. We will meet 
you where you are, but I just ask you to please 
come with us.” 

At the November PTA meeting, Estrada- 
Thomas said Johnston is making progress, add- 
ing that the staff is looking for ways to make 
the school more relevant to students. Once 
students get to school, they have to see a con- 
nection between what they’re learning and the 
outside world, she said. “We will make fan- 
tastic gains this year, we will,” Estrada-Thomas 
told a group of about 40 parents who attended 
the dinner meeting. “Things are going great. 
Everything is in place; we’ve gotten the help 
that we need, but we have to continue to push 
ourselves as educators, and you have to con- 
tinue to push yourselves in the community.” 

Yet Johnston’s attendance continues to fall, 
often 8-10% below the state and district aver- 
age. Students at Johnston often cut class, sim- 
ply picking and choosing which classes they 
want to attend during the day. Almost everyone 
at Johnston talks about the problem and how 
it’s going to have a big impact on test scores. 

Estrada-Thomas has asked for volunteers to 
patrol the campus during lunch. At the nine- 


week mark in the school year, 57% of Johnston’s 
students already had at least two unexcused 
post-lunch absences. Attendance figures in the 
school bulletin the week of Johnston’s home- 
coming noted that overall attendance was 
going down, rather than up, as the school year 
progressed. Attendance the first six weeks was 
just over 85%. The week of Oct. 26 it had 
fallen to 83%. 

The real test for Johnston will be scores on 
standardized tests in April, but Johnston 
should already have a sense of how the stu- 
dents will do. Like many schools, Johnston 
benchmarked its scores at the beginning of 
the school year and will repeat the process, 
most likely in December and February, to esti- 
mate whether students will be able to hit the 
mark in April. 

Joe Kopec, a retired Austin High principal 
who acts as one of four members of the state- 
mandated Campus Intervention Team, praised 
Estrada-Thomas, saying the campus is doing 
everything it can to raise student achievement. 
But Kopec admitted the first set of benchmark 
scores this fall was a disappointment, lower 
than what school leaders expected to set the 
pace to pass the test in April. 

Johnston has made some gains. It has an 
active PTA for the first time in 17 years and a 
football booster club for the first time in a 
decade. The booster club, after a successful 
barbecue fundraiser, hosted a free tailgate party 


for students and alumni in the parking lot of 
Nelson Field before the homecoming game, 
serving up brisket and sausage. “We’re making 
money. Coach is putting together a program. 
We have a PTA. We’re moving ahead,” said 
David Fuentes, who played baseball atjohnston 
and graduated in 1981. “I was brought up to 
believe you stick it out until the end. We’re 
going to do everything that we can do, but I 
think it all comes down to how bad the stu- 
dents want it.” 

School and district leaders have recited a 
litany of challenges that face Johnston. One in 
five girls at the school will bear a child before 
she graduates. One in three doesn’t speak 
English. About 40% of those students who 
enter Johnston in any given year won’t finish 
the school year there. And with an average 
household income of $9,000 in the surround- 
ing neighborhood, many parents expect their 
teenagers to work. PTA President Geneva Oliva, 
herself a 1974 alumna, admits that once the 
money starts rolling in, parents often decide a 
GED is just as good as a Johnston diploma. 

Those are all good reasons why Johnston 
faces many challenges. But look at the Texas 
Education Agency website, and pull up the list 
of Johnston’s Campus Comparison Group. 
That’s the list of the 40 campuses in the state 
that the TEA considers to be most similar to 
Johnston in demographics. 

Many face the same challenges as Johnston 
but see twice - or even three times - as many 
students pass the state-mandated tests. The 
demographics of San Antonio’s Brackenridge 
High School are close to 90% Hispanic and 
low-income, with a mobility rate of about 
30%. Yet the campus sends 70% of its stu- 
dents to college and is the top-ranked Texas 
high school for sending students to the 
University of Notre Dame. 

Consider Davis High School, in Houston, 
with demographics similar to Johnston. An oil- 
company-sponsored college scholarship - 
which promises a four-year scholarship to any 
Davis grad with at least a 
“C” average - means 
that when compared to 
similar high schools, 

Davis students now 
score in the top quartile 
in both language arts 
and math. Forgione says 
AISD is exploring similar 
incentives for Johnston 
- students zoned to the 
school might be more 
willing to stay put, he 
said, if they know a col- 
lege scholarship waits at 
the end of four years. 

At the October town hall meeting, princi- 
pal Estrada-Thomas gave parents every 
assurance that she and her staff were doing 
everything they could to raise test scores. 
The majority of teachers, for the first time in 
a number of years, were returning to the 
campus instead of requesting transfers. A 
campus instructional strategy, with content- 
team leaders, would focus intently on the 
four core subject areas. And every Wednesday 
afternoon, Estrada-Thomas and her instruc- 
tional team would sit down for a three-hour 
meeting to review student progress. “We call 


it the Power of Nine,” Estrada-Thomas said. 
“Our No. 1 priority is instruction improve- 
ment and supporting our teachers in every 
way possible.” 

School officials have added twilight school to 
recapture credits and Saturday school to 
improve attendance. They have doubled the 
time on math and reading offerings. Discipline 
referrals are down, attendance is up, and block 
walks with volunteers have reclaimed dropouts 
and cut the dropout rate in half. Estrada- 
Thomas told parents in October that the lead- 
ership at the school was not just working 
harder but smarter. 

They say it takes three to five years to change 
a school’s culture, Estrada-Thomas told the 
group. Johnston is in year three, just hitting its 
stride. With time and encouragement and the 
presence of parents on campus, this turn- 
around could work, she said. 

“We’ve got the programs in place,” Estrada- 
Thomas declared. “All we’re going to need here 
is just a little more time.” If that’s true, then 
why does the student enrollment continue to 
erode and the attendance rates fall? And why 
are so many people saying privately that it’s too 
little and too late? 

Just Walking Away 

Most would argue that the turning point at 
Johnston - that point when Johnston went 
from established to dying - came with AISD’s 
2002 decision to move the Liberal Arts Academy 
from Johnston to LBJ. From one year to the 
next, the enrollment in the band dropped from 
90 to 10. The entire award-winning journalism 
program was wiped out. Worse, from the aca- 
demic standpoint, enrollment in Advanced 
Placement courses dropped by half, making it 
more difficult to field and fill a variety of 
courses for the remaining college-bound stu- 
dents atjohnston. 

At the time, supporters of the LAA move 
argued that higher-achieving white students 
actually masked the 
scores of Johnston’s 
neighborhood students 
and that the move 
would force the school 
to finally address its lag- 
ging test scores. (They’re 
now making the same 
argument about LBJ.) 
Angry neighborhood 
parents said the mag- 
net, oversold as a bene- 
fit from the start, had 
failed to bring in the 
quality instructors and 
better instruction for 
the nonmagnet students at Johnston. 

Some, like neighborhood pastor Townsend, 
would argue that Johnston was never intend- 
ed to be a strong academic campus. As early 

as 1991, AISD was proposing to close 

Johnston and replace it with some other pro- 
gram. Townsend, who graduated from LBJ in 
1995, remembers that Johnston was always 
perceived as “the trades high school.” All the 
students, interested or not, were pushed into 
career and vocational programs, often at the 
expense of academics. Townsend said the

perception at other high schools in the Austin district was 
that you might go over to Johnston to take a class, but you 
never wanted to enroll there. 

Hector Montenegro spent three years as principal at 
Johnston in the mid-1990s and was considered the one man 
who had the best chance of turning the school around. At 
the time, Montenegro welcomed the opportunity. His wife 
had graduated from Johnston. He saw the school as a strong 
blend of magnet and neighborhood students, not a trade 
high school propped up by the scores of the school’s liberal 
arts academy. “Yes, we had career and technology, but I 
didn’t see that as part of the problem,” Montenegro said. “I 
think the bigger part of the problem, though, was this image 
that people had of the Dove Springs kids, that they weren’t 
college-bound.” 

The departure of the magnet was significant, but University 
of Texas education researcher Ed Fuller would argue that 
Johnston was on the downslide well before that. The trouble, 
he says, began back in 1999, when teacher turnover on the 
Eastside campus spiked above 30%. That should have been 
a sign to district officials that something significant at 
Johnston needed to be fixed. “One of the first signs of a 
problem campus is that the teachers start bailing out,” Fuller 
said. “It’s like rats jumping off a ship. No one wants to stay 
in a bad job. That’s true for any profession, and it’s espe- 
cially true in education.” 

It’s a commonplace assumption that teacher experience is a 
significant indicator for student success. Johnston’s faculty - 
and there is a caveat here that the statistics include the former 
Liberal Arts Academy faculty - went from a majority being more 
experienced than most teachers in AISD to a majority having 10 
years or less in the classroom and a good percentage being 
either brand-new teachers or teachers with less than five years’ 
worth of experience. 

Parents, even if they couldn’t put their finger on it, sensed 
that the district should have recognized sooner the school’s 
distress, reflected in the turnover. Oliva, the PTA president, 
had three children who attended Johnston over 10 years. She 
herself comes from a family of eight children, most of whom 
attended the school. Asked just what went wrong at Johnston, 
Oliva talks first about the turnover of both the principals and 
the faculty. She blames the district for failing to see the prob- 
lem for what it was. 


“I think what’s happened at Johnston happened because 
they weren’t keeping up with us. The turnarounds in princi- 
pals, the turnarounds in teachers. ... They should have real- 
ized the problem. It’s like they decided they would give up 
on Johnston,” Oliva said. “How can our students continue to 
learn when you have too many substitutes in the classroom? 
How can you expect the school to survive when you have so 
many principals? Now the school board’s coming down and 


blaming the parents, blaming the students? Why let this go 
on at Johnston for four years before really doing something 
about it?” 

School leaders certainly would argue that they’ve made sub- 
stantial changes to improve performance at the campus. They 
brought in consultants. They visited schools. They decided to 
divide the school into three, and then two, small learning com- 
munities so that students would get personal attention. They 
brought in the International High School to share the facility, 
students who have been a significant part of the football and 
drill teams. 

But those moves have not always been the right moves. In 
community meetings, Forgione has praised the school for 
making strong gains, especially in literacy. In a letter to then- 
Commissioner Shirley Neeley in June, though, Forgione admit- 
ted the 2005 redesign plan was ill-conceived, and that it 
needed to be replaced with the school’s current curriculum 
effort, First Things First. 

“The redesign plan we initiated at Johnston two years ago, 
with the Texas High School Redesign and Restructuring Grant, 
was unfortunately based on the use of individual best practices 
and not a cohesive, research-based model,” Forgione wrote. 
“While it was implemented with great commitment and effort 
and in concert with a reconstitution of most of the school’s 
teaching corps and leadership, it did not represent the kind of 
% comprehensive, cohesive, best-practice model that First Things 
First provides. 

“Our lack of experience with the principles of effective high 
school redesign at the campus and district levels at that time 
was partially to blame for the mistakes made in this design. We 
have learned a great deal over the past two years from our 
work with TEA, the Texas High School Project, the Bill & 
Melinda Gates Foundation, IRRE [Institute for Research and 
Reform in Education] and our other redesign partners. We 
now understand that the implementation of the proven FTF 
model with fidelity through a close partnership with IRRE 
offers the best opportunity for turning Johnston around and 
serving the students of Johnston well.”

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Scores on the four 
required sections of 
the state-mandated 
Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills 
tests still fall short 
at Johnston. Every 
student must pass the 
TAKS to graduate high 
school. Considering 
the passing rates for 
all Johnston students, 
the gap between 
what students scored 
and what the state 
requires ranges 
from 4% to 14%. 

The gaps are even 
greater for subgroups 
of students, 
such as Hispanic, 
African-American, 
and economically 
disadvantaged 
(not shown). 
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And the International High School? While 
the non-English-speaking students have done 
relatively well in an intensive limited-English 
group setting, Townsend is unimpressed. “They 
knew the school was in trouble,” he said. 
“Why did they go ahead and bring in students 
who were going to have difficulties? I don’t 
know why they didn’t bring in something that 
was going to help Johnston be successful.” 
Teacher turnover and the wrong academic 
model are two direct factors that impacted 
Johnston. Those factors, however, combine 
with two other district trends that Fuller says 
have impacted Johnston indirectly. First, 
through much of the Nineties, AISD - in a 
well-meaning attempt at greater faculty diver- 
sity - delayed hiring teachers until every 


qualified minority applicant possible was 
sought and reviewed. What does that have to 
do with Johnston? It means the district, when 
it failed to hire those quality minority appli- 
cants, returned to its original applicant pool. 
The district ended up hiring for Johnston in 
the first and second weeks of August and 
typically hiring the weakest applicants. 
Remember being the last one picked for 
dodgeball? It applies to hiring teachers, too. 

And where do these teachers end up? They 
end up staying in AISD, and they tend to gravi- 
tate to the schools with fewer demands, Fuller 
said. Those circumstances tend to suggest that 
not only are there too many teachers who are 
new at Johnston but that some of the more 
experienced educators are probably not of the 


highest caliber, Fuller said. “I lay the blame with 
the school district,” he said. “The district should 
have caught this sooner. They should have rec- 
ognized it as a sign and fixed the school.” 

Forgione rejects Fuller’s charge, saying the 
real challenge in Austin is not recruiting teach- 
ers; it’s retaining them. Twenty years ago, 
Austin had its pick of teachers. These days, it 
has to compete with fast-growing communities 
like Del Valle, Manor, and Round Rock. 

The second factor, which few people want 
to acknowledge publicly, is that Austin tradi- 
tionally has had a weak principal corps. For 
whatever reason, most AISD principals have 
lacked longevity, and some have lacked quali- 
ty. Johnston may be the worst - with 10 prin- 
cipals in eight years, including the infamous 


and arrested A1 Mindiz-Melton - but almost 
every high school in the district has suffered 
from regular principal turnover. 

Teacher turnover is one statistic. Principal 
quality is another. Now consider a third statis- 
tic concerning Johnston. On the aforemen- 
tioned Campus Comparison Group report is a 
column listing a number indicating how many 
students are being compared. To be fair, the 
state will only compare students who were on 
the campus the year before. So a comparison of 
similar campuses in 2006 would look only at 
those students who were enrolled in the com- 
parison school in both 2005 and 2006. 

Brackenridge could find 1,021 students to 
match, year-to-year, on its 1,800-student campus. 
Davis had 821. Johnston could find only 281 
students. Students are, literally, walking away in 
droves from Johnston and never returning. 

Then consider the impact of these three com- 
bined factors: Principals aren’t there long enough 
to weed out bad teachers, teachers aren’t around 
long enough to know their students, and stu- 
dents have no knowledge of either. All of these 
can easily lead to - or be exacerbated by - the 
chronic attendance issues at Johnston. 

Under those circumstances, it’s not surpris- 
ing to see students, along with parents, jump- 
ing ship. As you walk down the long main hall 
of Johnston, you can see it in the senior class 
photographs. Johnston was never large. It 
never graduated more than 270 students. But 
as you follow the line of pictures down the hall, 
right through the late Nineties, you can see the 
class size slowly shrinking. And those princi- 
pals on the front row - the same, reassuring 
group of four through much of the Nineties - 
become a troubled sea of changing faces. 
Estrada-Thomas, with three years at Johnston, 
now qualifies as a seasoned administrator. 

As it is, students at Johnston tend to desert 
the campus or pick and choose which classes 
to attend or simply leave at lunchtime and 
never come back to school. At a recent PTA 
meeting, Estrada-Thomas told parents that bet- 
ter than half the students had two or more 
absences from post-lunch classes, but when it 
was suggested the campus should be closed for 
lunch, there was a flurry of protests from par- 
ents. In the end, Estrada-Thomas decided she 
didn’t want to punish the seniors. And the 
number of absences and tardies on campus - 
recorded dutifully on the weekly school bulle- 
tin - continues to rise. 

Eastside Pride 

Community members often consider AISD 
to be more of a hindrance than a help in trying 
to rescue flailing schools. Historically, Superin- 
tendent Forgione has advocated closure and 
reuse of a campus rather than early interven- 
tion, as with his proposal last year to reuse the 
now-resurrected Webb Middle School as the 
district’s all-boys school. And it’s not just 
Forgione. As early as 1991, the district had 
proposed closing Fanier and Johnston cam- 
puses and using them for alternative schools. 

State law doesn’t always favor fixing the 
school community’s problems, either. If John- 
ston fails this year, the campus could be 
turned over to a nonprofit for operation. Some 
in the community are speculating that 
Southwest Key - which failed to get one of the 


WHAT WORKED AT WEBB 


Last fall, as the 2006-07 school year began, it 
was hard to find anyone who believed that the 
“low-performing” Webb Middle School was going 
to pull itself back from the brink of failure. 

Like Johnston High, Webb had tried many 
instructional strategies against similar challeng- 
es with its students and its community, with 
some improvement, but the St. Johns neighbor- 
hood middle school continued to fail. AISD 
Superintendent Pat Forgione was considering 
Webb as a potential site for an all-boys middle 
school, akin to the new Ann Richards School for 
Young Women Leaders on the site of the former 
Porter Middle School. 

Then, something happened. History teacher 
David Runnels said he’d like to say the credit 
goes to the teachers, who were certainly con- 
cerned but didn’t know exactly what to do to 
turn the school around. Instead, he says, the 
real victory belongs to two community leaders, 
neither of whom had a child attending Webb. 
Allen Weeks and David Delgado, who already 
were organizing the St. Johns community 
against crime, agreed to make Webb a priority. 

“It was just this huge commitment by a cou- 
ple of people who got the ball rolling in our 
community,” said Runnels, in his third year at 
Webb. “Normally, we would have five or six par- 
ents show up to a meeting at school. Suddenly 
last year, we had 50, then 100, then 150 par- 
ents showing up for events, meeting with teach- 
ers.” Suddenly, teachers received working phone 
numbers for families, and parents began show- 
ing up at teacher conferences. When students 
weren’t in their seats on the first day of the 
Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills, par- 
ents and volunteers put on Webb T-shirts and 
walked door-to-door. 

It didn’t happen overnight. For four years, 
Weeks and Delgado had been involved in the 
community. They worked on the Pickle 
Elementary campus. They hosted block parties, 
neighborhood cleanups, and unity marches and 
with that outreach, rid the neighborhood of 
some of the worst drug dealers. In the process, 
the neighbors overcame barriers of class, lan- 
guage, and culture. 

Johnston High once had these kinds of con- 
nections, but the turnover in principals hobbled 
the effort. Austin Interfaith spent two years 
organizing the campus before a full-scale com- 
munity volunteer program was launched on 
campus. It lasted three years and then burned 


out. The Rev. John Korcsmar of Dolores Catholic 
Church, who worked directly with the Johnston 
effort, said the pressures the school is under - 
and the attitude of school leaders - has made it 
difficult to intervene. 

“I’m not close to Johnston any more, but I 
think there are a number of forces coming 
together that are making it difficult, if not 
impossible, to help that school do better,” 
Korcsmar said. “There really isn't an openness 
to get other people to work with them, Austin 
Interfaith or anyone else. There just seems like 
there’s less and less of an opportunity and less 
and less of a desire on the part of the school.” 
He says part of the problem is that the district 
simply doesn’t know how to work with parents. 
“For whatever reason, the school system seems 
to be not quite sure if they really want volun- 
teers on campus. It’s as if they've rounded the 
wagons in a defensive mode,” Korcsmar said. 
“Almost any school, Johnston included, says, 

‘We need parental involvement.’ But when you 
get the parents there, they usually say, ‘We don’t 
know what to do with them.”’ 

David Greco, a teacher who helped organize 
the Johnston team, said Austin Interfaith focused 
on building a leadership team and then adding 
programs, such as summer youth employment 
and afterschool tutoring. The program ended 
just after the school fell into the “low-perform- 
ing” category; Greco doubts that any of the 
teachers who worked with the program are still 
there. “I would say we were an important part of 
what was happening on the campus. We started 
to see some results from the work,” Greco said. 

“I don’t want to overstate our impact, but I do 
think we saw demonstrated results, including 
better test scores.” 

When the announcement went out that Webb 
faced closure, Weeks and Delgado immediately 
called together a core group of 40 parents. 

Then they started making phone calls, walking 
door-to-door, and collecting phone numbers. 

And they didn’t stop. Weeks estimated the 
group made not hundreds, but thousands, of 
phone calls last spring. “First off, we told them: 
‘We’re going to agree that this school will not 
close. This will not happen. We are not going to 
let it happen,”’ Weeks said. “We kept that in our 
heads, right from the beginning. And we started 
talking with our parents about what kind of 
community support we could offer to make this 
a better school.” 


These Webb parents, many poor and some 
non-English-speaking, took ownership of their 
school. At Johnston, on the other hand, the par- 
ents have not been organized in such a fashion 
since Austin Interfaith pulled out of the school 
three years ago. Johnston has volunteers - both 
alumni and local community groups - but it 
doesn’t have the roots of a community-driven 
volunteer effort. At Kirk Watson’s town hall 
meeting, Johnston parents were concerned but 
frustrated. Instead of talking about solutions, 
audience members spent a lot of time pointing 
fingers at one another. On Nov. 17, just before 
Thanksgiving, administrators and parents, 
including about 50 volunteers, did take part in 
a house-to-house block walk for Johnston, hop- 
ing to boost attendance. Nevertheless, overall 
enrollment continues to drop. 

“Anger is good for a night or a week, and 
then you’re done with it,” Weeks said. “It doesn’t 
have much of a purpose anymore. You’ve got to 
get on the same side of the problem, and you 
have to do it quickly. I told my parents, ‘We may 
not always agree with Dr. Forgione’s plans, but 
we’ve got to work with him.’” 

“When you’re talking about schools like Webb 
and Johnston, the problems that are pulling 
them down are far beyond academics,” Weeks 
said. “The school system has been hesitant to 
really go down that road. All the things that 
happen with kids outside the school hours are 
really difficult to address.” So at Webb, the city 
paid for a social worker, three nurses volun- 
teered, and six people from a Spanish-language 
church were trained to be health-care advo- 
cates. All these people together created a fami- 
ly resource center that meets with each family 
entering Webb and assesses employment, 
health care, and housing issues. Weeks credits 
that intervention with retaining 30 students who 
otherwise might have left the Webb community. 

Korcsmar said introducing social services 
onto AISD campuses has been difficult. Even 
the simplest act - like introducing a school clin- 
ic on the Zavala Elementary campus - can turn 
into a political football, over issues like the pos- 
sible distribution of birth control. What should 
be a simple health-care intervention becomes a 
serious headache for both the school and dis- 
trict. “At times, it’s like a closed society," 
Korscmar said. “They’ll invite people in, but they 
don’t always understand what the school needs 
to do." - K.R.

handful of remaining state charters this year 
but still appears to be hovering in the wings - 
is simply waiting for the school to fail in order 
to secure the campus. 

Johnston parents often put the lack of advo- 
cacy on behalf of Johnston on the school’s 
feeder patterns and the district’s open transfer 
policies. Johnston’s attendance boundaries are 
drawn for a high school of 1,375 students, but 
only 657 attend. More than 600 choose to go 
somewhere else. 

The problem starts in middle school. The 
elementary schools in Johnston’s feeder pat- 
tern (see map) attend either Martin or Kealing 
middle schools. Johnston parents complain 
that parents - particularly mobile, middle- 
class parents - choose to send their children 
to Austin High School. The district’s transfer 
policies, echoed by the federal No Child Left 
Behind law (which requires open transfers 
from underperforming schools), have indi- 
rectly resegregated Johnston for only the 
poorest children. 

“We have students who live across the street 
from Johnston who catch a bus to go to Austin 
High,” said Fuentes, with a shake of his head, 
as he tends to the smoker at the tailgate party. 
“That just makes it rougher on us. The smaller 
the group of students, the more every student 
counts. It puts a lot of pressure on the kids.” 

Most speculate - and some say AISD has 
run the data - that most of the brighter 
Johnston-zoned students now go to other 
high schools. Ironically, that means that the 
pride of the Eastside is, in all likelihood, over 
at Austin High. 

Gabby Camarillo is one of Johnston’s over- 
achievers. Likable and outgoing, Camarillo looks 
and acts like a student leader on any high school 
campus in Austin. Not only is she the co-captain 
of the cheerleading squad and secretary of the 
student council; she’s also the president of the 
senior class and captain of the school’s softball 
team. And, like her mother, Camarillo maintains 
strong ties to her community. Her kindergarten 
teacher sat alongside Gabby’s mother at the 
Johnston homecoming game. 

Gabby’s older sister graduated from Austin 
High School. Her older brother graduated 


from Anderson. Gabby, a senior, chose to 
attend Martin Middle School and Johnston 
High, even though she estimates no more 
than 20 of her classmates from her early 
years of school actually ended up graduating 
from Johnston. 

“I wanted to come to Johnston. I’d heard 
good things about it,” Camarillo said. “It’s a 
small school, and I think you get a lot more 
one-on-one attention here.” ■

Conspirare Children's Choir 

Birdsong for the holidays 


On Dec. 1, the award-winning, 70-member Conspirare 
Children’s Choir will present, for one performance only, its holi- 
day concert, Birdsong. Connecting birdsong with this, our most 
festive time of year, requires something of a cognitive leap, 
and Nina Revering, the musical director, took that mental jump 
this past summer. “Last June, the CCC toured Washington, 
D.C.,’’ says Revering. “That was our first tour together. And we 
did all of the memorials and studied up on the history and 
sang everywhere we went. At that point, I had only two pieces 
of music that I had selected for this program, both entitled 
The Birds' - one in a setting by Benjamin Britten and the 
other by Canadian composer Eleanor Daley. The Birds’ is a 
poem by a Frenchman named Hilaire Belloc. A very beautiful, 
very intriguing poem, and I loved the juxtaposition of these two 
pieces written by two different composers using the same 
text. But I had no idea what else we were going to sing." 

No idea, that is, until she and the choir members visited the 
U.S. Holocaust Memorial Museum. “I cannot share with you 
how absolutely powerful that place is. It’s very intense and 
very ... well, I walked out of there and everything looked differ- 
ent. One of the most powerful moments was seeing some 
drawings by children that had lived in the camps. Pencil 
sketches, crayon pictures of flowers that they had drawn. 

Then, my dear friend and colleague Rick Gabrillo suggested 
‘Birdsong.’ It was written by a composer named Paul 
Read, and the text was written by a child in a concentra- 
tion camp. It’s about looking at the world from a bird’s- 
eye view. And it says things like, The world is full of 
love,’ ‘how fine it is to live,’ ‘how wonderful to be alive.’ 

It touched me absolutely to the core, and I loved that it 
was connected to our bird theme and to our trip to 
Washington and the Holocaust Museum.’’ 


While CCC has been in existence only a scant two years, the 
group has proved so popular that the concert is already sold 
out, so if you wish to attend, you might want to get on the wait- 
ing list ASAP As to adding a performance or two, Revering says, 
“We’ll think about that for next year. Either that or find a bigger 
venue." A string quartet will accompany the choir, along with 
occasional piano, organ, double bass, and djembe, an African 
percussion instrument. For the traditionalists among us, the 
program will include an arrangement of an African-American 
spiritual about the Christmas story, “Go Where I Send Thee”; 
two movements from Vivaldi’s Magnificat, sung in Latin; and a 
movement of Handel’s Messiah. And while the program isn’t 
really meant to be about Christmas, in a sense it is. “It's really 
about hope and joy," says Revering. “The joy of living." Few 
things could be more holy than that. - Barry Pineo

Reclaiming the modern in a porno world 


It may seem odd to imagine something “modern" being forgotten, 
but that looks to be what’s happening in dance, according to 
Rodolfo Mendez. The artistic director of Ballet East Dance Company 
says he sees a generation of dancers growing up with little or no 
knowledge of modern dance, as it was developed in the early and mid- 
20th century by the likes of Doris Humphrey, Martha Graham, Paul Taylor, 
Merce Cunningham, Lester Horton, and Jose Limon. Their specific styles 
and ways of working have been somewhat displaced in the four decades 
since postmodern dance’s experimentations began to take hold. For 
dancers growing up in a porno world, that’s the prevailing standard. 

So Mendez, who trained with such prominent figures in modern dance 
as Alvin Ailey, Milton Myers, and Joyce Trisler, has made it part of his 
30-year mission with Ballet East to ensure that young dancers know 
the differences between movement that’s modern and porno. And 
in getting his charges to “get" modern, he occasionally calls in 
his old friend Regina Larkin, another student of Trisler’s who 
went on to become artistic director of the Joyce Trisler 
Danscompany. Larkin has been back in Austin this fall to 
help prepare Ballet East’s current production, The 
Sameness of Change. With dances by area choreogra- 
phers Melissa Villarreal, Danny Herman, Sharon 
Marroquin, Gina Patterson, Amberlee Cantrell, 
Elizabeth Palmer, and Ananda Moss, as 
well as Larkin, the show is one Mendez 
hopes will serve as “a reminder and resto- 
ration of modern dance’s traditional feel, 
look, and flavor.” - Robert Faire s

Sandy Stone has made a career out of 
spoiling other people’s stereotypes. Her 
new one-person show, The Neovagina 
Monologues, playing this weekend at the 
Vortex, shoots straight at the heart of the 
misconceptions and discomfort surround- 
ing transgendered life. 

The title refers to Eve Ensler’s mas- 
sively popular The Vagina Monologues, 
which was originally a one-person show 
performed by the author. In form, though, 
The Neovagina Monologues borrows more 
from the work of the late storyteller 
Spalding Gray. In this performance, Stone 
sits behind a table and tells stories from 
her life and the lives of other transgen- 
dered individuals. 

“I have been thinking about this show 
for decades,” says Stone. “But I couldn’t 
do it until now. I had to live through these 
things and put a fair amount of distance 
behind me in order to create a show that 
would be fair to the audience.” 

Stone’s transition to living as a woman is 
one of the many grand changes and contra- 


dictions she has experienced. Stone grew 
up as the eldest son of a Conservative 
Jewish family. After working first as a 
researcher and video artist, Stone turned to 
the mainstream music scene, finding gigs 
as a sound engineer for the likes of Jimi 
Hendrix and the Grateful Dead. 

Stone began living as a woman in the 
1970s and was soon invited to join the 
feminist record label Olivia Records, 
despite the fact that she was at that time 
preoperative. “[The label] wanted to work 
with a woman engineer,” Stone explains. 
“At that time, there were none.” 

When tensions in the feminist commu- 
nity grew too high for Olivia to keep a 
genetic male on staff, Stone left and 
taught herself computer programming, 
before finally turning to academia. Now an 
associate professor in the Department of 
Radio-Television-Film at the University of 
Texas, Stone is an early pioneer in the rel- 
atively young field of transgender studies. 

Yet the show is decidedly unacademic, 
says Stone. “The reason I do this is to 


change lives. Academic papers don’t 
change anything, not in the U.S." 

Although she has performed The 
Neovagina Monologues and other works 
in Europe, Japan, and around the United 
States, this weekend’s performance 
marks the first time Stone has per- 
formed her work in Austin. 

Bonnie Cullum, Vortex Repertory 
Company's producing artistic director, says 
she and Stone talked about presenting a 
show for more than a year, but they had 
to wait until schedules lined up. “I thought 
it was really bizarre that Sandy hadn’t 
done another show before [in Austin]. 

Well, I thought, let’s fix that,” Cullum says. 

“I’m trying to do art for other audi- 
ences who are not academics,” Stone 
says. “This show is trying to change 
the way people think through an act of 
art. If it doesn’t work, then I’ll try 
something else.” - Elizabeth Cobbe

Maakies Daddy in the House 

Austin Books and Comics hosts Tony Millionaire

Depravity and bloodshed! JollyJack Tar and a 
barrel of woe! Maritime shenanigans a la Grand 
Guignol, and all resultant from or attended by 
a relentlessly alcoholic corvid by the name of 
Drinky Crow: Such are the vicissitudes to be 
found, limned with uncanny draftsmanship and 
the most twisted of wits, in Tony Millionaire’s 
long-running comic strip Maakies. 

We’re not telling you this because there’s a 
new book out (although Millionaire’s excellent 
non-M aakies graphic novel Billy Hazelnuts is 
too recent to discount) nor because the ani- 
mated version of Maakies is about to debut on 
Comedy Central’s Adult Swim (because that 
won’t happen until February). No, we mention 
Millionaire because the man himself will be in 
town and signing his various works at Austin 
Book and Comics on the first of December. 

“But why,” we imagine the incredulous query, 
“is this fellow coming to Austin if there’s nothing 
with a sweet sizzle of immediacy to promote”? 

“My wife’s sister lives in 
Austin,” explains Millionaire 
via telephone from his 
Pasadena, Calif., home. 

“We were gonna come for 
Thanksgiving weekend, but 
the plane fare for four peo- 
ple is like $5,000 for that weekend and only 
half of that for the weekend after.” 

Not the sort of economic jockeying you 
might expect from a Millionaire, but then this 
one’s a Millionaire in (assumed) name only 
- although he’s long supported himself with- 
out a regular day job. 

“Making a living from Maakies didn’t happen 
until around ’94,” says Millionaire. “But I went 
to the Massachusetts College of Art, and while 
I was there, I got this idea of going out to the 
suburbs, where the really big mansions are in 
Boston, and just knocking on doors and asking 


people if they’d like me to draw their house. And 
I ended up doing that for 20 years. That was my 
main job - and then any other odd jobs I could 
find illustrating, but mostly it was just drawing 
houses. In the springtime, when the flowers 
were out, or around Christmas, when people 
wanted a gift, it was great. But in the dead of 
winter or the really hot, long months of summer 
when people are on vacation, it was not very 
good, and that’s when I barely scraped by.” 
These days, with Maakies running in the New 
York Press and other alt-weeklies and on its way 
to animated Adult Swim glory, with the popular 
Sock Monkey series of comic books from Dark 
Horse Press, with Billy Hazelnuts in hardcover 
via indy comics powerhouse Fantagraphics, 
with a panoply of sharp and shining merch 
available worldwide, Millionaire no longer needs 
to pimp his architectural rendering skills to 
landed gentry. Still, those skills are in constant 
evidence, whether in the cartoonish Maakies or, 
especially, the more realis- 
tic, fine-lined world of Sock 
Monltey, where ink from the 
artist’s seldom-resting foun- 
tain pen is lavished on the 
wainscoting and cornices 
and balustrades of many- 
roomed, multigabled Dutch Colonial Revivals 
and salt-sprayed bungalows. 

“I try to do a new house in each Sock Monkey 
book, because I just like exploring the insides of 
old houses. But it’s kind of based on my grand- 
mother’s house in Newton, Massachusetts, a 
big old house that had creaky staircases and 
weird closets. My grandparents were both 
artists; they had a gallery on Bearskin Neck, 
an artists’ colony out in Rockport. That’s why 
there are so many ships and seaside scenes in 
my drawings - because I learned to draw while 
living on the ocean with my grandparents.”

You might think, due to Sock Monkey's stunning 
visuals, not to mention the charming adventures 
of its stuffed-animal characters, that it would be 
the Millionaire creation most likely to be adapted 
as an animated series. If so, you’d overestimate 
the market’s appreciation of subtlety 

“Yeah,” says Millionaire, “the guys at Adult 
Swim, they want the funniest but also the most 
depraved sort of stuff” And that’s Maakies, a 
weekly narrative featuring two animal antiheroes 
with, as Wikipedia puts it, “a propensity for 


drunkenness, violence, suicide, and venereal dis- 
ease.” On Adult Swim, it’ll be called The Drinky 
Crow Show. In real life ... well, of course none of 
the characters exist in real life. But what if they did? 
What if they were out in the world, among us? 

“If any of them came to life?” says Millionaire, 
“I’d get a shovel and try to kill it.” 

But not if it was one of the more gentle char- 
acters from Sock Monkey, right? 

“No, regardless of who it was,” says 
Millionaire. “That’d be too scary.” ■

The other day a “tall, handsome stranger” 
left an envelope at BookWoman. Susan Post, 
the bookstore’s proprietor, didn’t see the man 
and pushed the envelope aside repeatedly as 
she went about the routine of running a small 
business. Finally, as closing time approached, 
she opened it and discovered a $5,000 dona- 
tion. It was a lifeboat for the only feminist 
bookstore in Texas - and one of only a handful 
remaining in the country - which, facing the 
end of its Downtown lease and mounting debt, 
is again asking the community it has nurtured 
to nurture it back. 


BookWoman was conceived in 1974 by 
Nancy Lee Marquis and Cynthia Roberts as 
a feminist book collective dubbed then the 
Common Woman Bookstore, a name that 
came from Judy Grahn’s poem: “The common 
woman is as common as the best of bread/ 
and will rise.” Post wasn’t part of the original 
group but was instead an admitted introvert 
who’d found herself a quiet life working in the 
University of Texas’ library system. She was 
asked three times to join in and help orga- 
nize the collective’s small clutch of books. “I 
wasn’t a joiner,” she says, “and I didn’t know 
a thing about ordering books.” But the third 


time proved the charm. She attended a small 
meeting, overcame her shyness, and took off 
on a path that has consumed her life since. 
As the collective members fell away, she was 
left running the store from her home, then 
was joined by Karen Umminger, and the two 
opened BookWoman on East Sixth Street in 
1980. Now run again solely by Post, the latest 
location on 12th Street near North Lamar may 
be the last, if a drive to raise $50,000 by mid- 
December isn’t met or if a suitable new home 
can’t be discovered. Just before Thanksgiving 
the total was at about $20,000. 

It’s not the first time BookWoman has asked 
for help. A similar call went out in 2004 and 
kept the store financially moving forward. Why 
the problems again? Post sees challenges on 
two fronts: Independent bookstores are find- 
ing it difficult to survive - remember Congress 
| Avenue Booksellers? Gamer & Smith? Europa? 
- in a Bames & Noble/Amazon.com corporate 
world, and Austin’s rapid growth and resul- 
tant spikes in property-rental costs cut into 
the profit margin. “This has been slow and 
gradual,” Post says of the store’s financial woes. 
“It’s hard to acknowledge and talk about.” 
But Post got a pep talk recently from a long- 
time customer, and that sparked a meeting of 
about 25 people who came up with a plan to 
keep the store alive. T-shirts have been printed. 
SaveBookWoman.com launched. Cash dona- 
tions pledged. New store sites - so far unsuccess- 
fully - scouted in Central Austin, a location Post 
sees as vital for a store that thinks of itself as on 
the crossroads of Austin’s diverse population. 


Oh, and what does Post make of the largest 
donation to date coming from a man? It’s fit- 
ting, she says, since the store has always wel- 
comed people of both sexes and all skin colors 
while concentrating on a feminist ethos. “Lots 
of men shop here,” she says. “Feminism wants 
to liberate all people. It’s an ongoing crusade. 
Women’s equality and access to information 
remain important.” 

Post has become, in a sense, an archivist 
for the feminist book movement in Austin. 
There was the time BookPeople generously 
deferred to BookWoman to organize a visit 
by Alice Walker that resulted in a partnership 
with Folktales Bookstore and a full house at 
Huston-Tillotson University, plus a reception at 
BookWoman. Or the packed store during visits 
by Gloria Steinem. Or the joy of discovering 
relatively unknown poets like Cindy Childress. 
Or the basic knowledge of the books that came 
before - Post is a visual thinker who remem- 
bers them by their covers. 

“Acts of grace guided me,” Post says of the 
more than three decades she has invested in 
BookWoman. “I learned everything on the job, 
and my education has continued every day. I 
think there’s a future in the store. Women need 
a safe place to grow, to learn, and to give back 
to the community.” She hopes that place still 
will be called BookWoman. ■

BIG TOP CANDY SHOP 


1706 S. Congress, 462-2220 

You know what Santa got me for Christmas? A 
candy store called Big Top Candy Shop. It’s less 
than a block from my house and is chock-full of 
all the sweets I love. But you know what? I’m 
generous. We can all share my present. 

On the busy thoroughfare of South Congress, 
nestled between a hair salon and an antiques 
boutique, sits a little gem of nostalgia, a crim- 
son-and-gold-striped candy store with a real soda 
counter with real hand-jerked sodas. Now, as a 
matter of personal record, I’ve tried the classic 
chocolate malt, the fabled egg cream, and the 
avant-garde chocolate-chip-cookie-dough-ice- 
cream-in-root-beer-float (a concoction of my 
own design that’s surprisingly yummy), all three 
of which were silly in their delectability. 



But do they only have sodas? Oh, no. The 
walls are lined with deliciousness, from hard-to- 
find Clark bars to the more mainstream 
3 Musketeers, from bulk Jelly Belly beans to 
... bacon-flavored toothpicks? (Apparently, they’re 
big sellers, those toothpicks.) 

Being a girl with a serious sweet tooth, this 
plethora of goodies would appeal to me with or 
without ambience, but lucky for me, I don’t have 
to compromise. Big Top, as its name suggests, is 
styled after the old-fashioned circus, particularly 
the sideshow aspect. There’s the vintage pop- 
corn machine, the striking posters advertising 
the Alligator Man and the man with the world’s 
strongest beard, and the wall-mounted trumpets 
and banjo. The only thing lacking is a seating 
area, but reliable rumor (if there is such a thing) 
has it that one is coming. 

So if you have visions of sugarplums dancing 
in your heads, if your appetite is whetted by the 
Land of Sweets from The Nutcracker, then by all 
means, get yourself over to the Big Top and get 
your candy on. - Rosalind Faires 



WHISKEY HEAVEN 

Austin is about as close to whiskey heav- 
en as you’re likely to find between the U.S. 
and the Isle of Islay. Given the assortment 
at the Twin Liquors on Balcones Drive and 
the burgeoning collections at Spec's, Grape 
Vine Market, and Wiggy’s, you can find 
almost any of the world’s great single malts. 
But the real glory for the Austin whiskey- 
lover is Michael Parker’s collection of the 
best of the best at Opal Divine’s. 

Parker is a tireless advocate for great 
drinks, using top-quality ingredients like agave 
nectar and fresh-pressed fruit juices. But his 
great love is for the whiskey of Scotland. Not 
only does he stock more than 65 labels at all 
of his bars; the collection of rare big guns at 
the Freehouse on Sixth is mind-boggling. 

For the last five years, Parker has spread 
the love by putting on the mother of all Scots 
whiskey festivals. This year’s version will be 
the biggest ever. They’ll be pouring 50 different 
single malts covering all nine of the country’s 


production areas. Fans of the obscure will be 
thrilled to know that even little Campbeltown 
will be included. Representatives from 
McCallum, Highland Park, and Glenfiddich 

will be in attendance to talk with you about 
whiskey, and world liquor superpower Diageo 
will be bringing a few of its premium whiskeys. 
The brand I’ll be looking forward to is 
BenRiach, winner of the Malt Advocate 
Whisky Award for Distillery of the Year. 

Along with the whiskey, Opal's will be 
offering Scottish appetizers like salmon, 
smoked meats, fruits, and cheeses. 

Here’s the best part: Parker is not doing 
this to get rich. The entry charge is very rea- 
sonable at $40 in advance, $45 at the door. 
And all the proceeds go to the good people at 
Meals on Wheels and More. Just think: You 
can enjoy some great whiskey, hear fascinat- 
ing stories, and help a worthy organization.

ZUZU HANDMADE MEXICAN FOOD

All of ZuZu’s signs and menus proclaim in large block letters: 
“Handmade Mexican Food.” It’s not just an empty slogan; propri- 
etors Russell and Laura Arnold are quite dedicated to the concept 
and have zero interest in preparing food any other way. “Virtually 
everything we serve is prepared on the premises,” says Russell, 
“and we make it all the freshest, healthiest way we know how.” 
Not only are all the salsas, sauces, and side dishes made in-house 
daily; ZuZu goes the extra mile and bakes its own double-cream 
flan, mixes its own signature rosemary-lime vinaigrette, and pats 
out its own fragrant com tortillas. 

The Arnolds are equally serious about keeping it healthy. ZuZu 
does not use lard; instead, the refried black beans are made with 
olive oil, epazote , and vegetable stock. The Spanish rice is also 
made with vegetable stock and is studded with peas and freshly 
diced carrots. In addition to enchiladas, tacos, 
burritos, and other favorites, ZuZu offers 
entree salads topped with grilled fish, chicken, 
and steak. These things have made ZuZu a 
favorite with the health- and fitness-conscious, 
as well as with parents of young children. 

The flavor, happily, remains pure Mexican; both ZuZu locations 
are staffed largely by the extended families of sisters Maria 
Hernandez and Fausta Cornejo. The sisters, both managers at 
ZuZu, originally hail from the Michoacan region, and their skill 
keeps the authentic flavor of Interior Mexico in every dish. 

One look at the fresh salsa bar, and you know you’re in for a 
first-rate meal. Nestled in a huge quantity of crushed ice are huge 
bowls of salsa: roasted poblano red table salsa, well-balanced 
and versatile; dried cascabel-chile salsa, very mild, thin, and 
smooth; chunky pico de gallo; and ZuZu’s unimpeachable 
roasted tomatillo salsa verde. Tmly, the salsa verde is perfection: 
mild yet robust, complex, flavorful, and unforgettable. Along 
with the salsas are bowls of freshly chopped onions, generous 
lemon and lime wedges, minced fresh serranos, heaps of fresh 
cilantro leaves, and chilled sour cream. 


When ZuZu opened in 1984 on Bee Caves Road, it was part of 
a small chain of franchises. As the chain grew, the corporate bosses 
wanted the stores to move away from fresh ingredients and use 
cheaper, mass-produced foodstuffs. The Arnolds rebelled and con- 
vinced the ZuZu chain to cut them loose. They relocated to North 
Austin and ever since have been an independent, locally owned 
restaurant. (The rest of the chain, deservedly, went under.) 

What they did retain from the early days are clean, brightly 
colored dining areas and speed. Every dish is handmade to order; 
nevertheless, the food comes out very promptly. The ZuZu ambi- 
ence is low-maintenance, flooded with sunlight, and kid-friendly, 
whether you’re inside or on the patio. (Every time I’ve been in, 
there have been families with children, no doubt because ZuZu 
offers a sizable, inexpensive children’s menu.) The regular menu is 
extensive, as well, even before you add in the daily chalkboard 
specials. Nearly all of ZuZu’s entrees offer two of their five side 
dishes: rice, black beans, roasted com refish, ancho-roasted pota- 
toes, and green salad. After a lifetime of Spanish rice and refried 
beans, I’m impressed (and grateful) when 
there are other choices. The roasted com rel- 
ish is starchy and sweet, served chilled, and 
dressed with rosemary-lime vinaigrette. The 
green salad is dressed with the same dressing, 
which is fight and pleasant. The roasted pota- 
toes, however, get the gold star; diced into bite-sized pieces, 
lightly seasoned, and hot from the oven, they are delightful. 

The ZuZu queso and chips ($3.75) is a nice big tub of smooth, 
deceptively thin queso with intense cheese flavor and undertones of 
roasted poblano. The migas platter ($5.25) holds its own against any 
in town: The eggs are scrambled with sauteed red bell peppers and 
onions, chopped poblanos, com chips, and mozzarella cheese, and 
served with a side of roasted potatoes and fresh fruit. The queso- 
topped chimichanga ($6.95), filled with rice, beans, and mozzarella, 
is the perfect size and has a wonderful texture - the flour tortilla crisp 
yet slightly softened by the hot queso. But it’s the Catfish BBQ Tacos 
($7.95) that will keep me coming back. The soft com tortilla con- 
trasts sublimely with the crunchy exterior of the sweet catfish. 
Nestled alongside the spicy fish are slices of cool avocado and daubs 
of tangy barbecue sauce. It’s a flawless blend of flavors and textures. 





ZuZu’s flan was voted Best Flan by The Austin Chronicle in 
2001, and once you try it, you’ll be loathe to leave without order- 
ing it. It’s outrageously creamy, with a dense texture and pro- 
nounced vanilla flavor. Both locations serve iced tea, mango-peach 
caffeine-free iced tea, a variety of soft drinks, fresh lemon- and 
limeade, coffee, and beer. The newly opened West Lake location 
has frozen margaritas, as well. - Kate Thornbetry 



HABANERO MEXICAN CAFE

AusTex old-timers may fondly remember Dos Hermanos 
Restaurant, in the little house near the southeast corner of 
South First and Oltorf. Habanero Mexican Cafe owner Arturo 
Ibarra is the son of one of the previous Hermanos and, with 
wife Evelyn, has run the business in the manner of their pre- 
decessors for 10 years. It’s one of my favorites for south-of- 
the-border eats; everything I’ve tried here has been superb. 

All of the marinated meats used in the tacos, enchiladas, and 
plates come off of a mesquite grill. The beef fajita rancheros 
plate ($8.95) is a sizzling cast-iron platter with thick strips of 
tender skirt steak bursting with flavor, mixed with strips of 
onion, jalapeno, and bell pepper - easily enough to fill three 
tortillas. On the side are excellent savory rice, wonderful soupy 
charro beans (loaded with bacon, jalapeno slices, and onions), 
pico de gallo, and chunky guacamole. This is fajita perfection. 
Enchiladas ($6.50) made with that same meat and topped with 
a zippy red sauce are fantastic. 

The steak ranchero platter ($7.95) is two large, thin, tender, 
stacked cuts of tasty bisteca beef, topped with grilled onions, 
serrano chile strips, and diced tomato, served with the fajita 
sides - enough to fill four tortillas, and every bite delicious. 

We tried tacos containing other grilled options ($1.75-2). 
The chicken fajita taco is tender and loaded with smoky, spicy 
taste. The lengua (tongue) is unctuous, practically melting in 
your mouth. The succulently tender pork chile Colorado is sub- 
lime, as is the came guisado: tender cubes of meat in a thick, 
garlicky gravy kissed with cumin. 

A specialty is the gordita ($3.50), made with your choice of 
the assorted meats; we chose pork al pastor. Habanero’s ver- 
sion is presented clamshell-style: two light masa “buns” 


enclosing a layer of refried beans, lettuce, tomatoes, cheese, 
and their excellent citrusy, smoky al pastor pork. It’s more like 
a masa hamburger than a puffed-up grease ball that’s typical in 
lesser restaurants. 

Breakfast is offered all day and not to be missed. Any con- 
figuration of plump breakfast taco is available ($1.25-2). Being 
fans of the machacado taco ($1.50), we couldn’t resist. The 
air-dried shredded beef made famous in a small village just 
north of Monterrey is mixed with scrambled eggs, nice with 
their green salsa, a thick, garlicky serrano chile puree with 
cilantro. Habanero serves definitive platter versions of migas 
($5.50), and recommended are the chori-migas ($5.95): You 
guessed it, migas made with ungreasy chorizo. Lunch specials 
are offered between 11am and 3pm for $5.25. They change by 
the day, but take note that the chicken mole is on Friday. 
There’s beer, Mexican and domestic, but no liquor. We sam- 
pled both the refreshingly sweet-tart homemade lemonade and 
the lush vanilla-and-cinnamon-scented horchata rice drink; 
both are $2 and worth every penny. 

The menu may seem carnivore-centric, but there are veggie 
and fish options. For the vegans, they do a nice-looking grill of 
roasted poblano chile strips, squash, tomato, mushrooms, and 
onions, with or without cheese and/or rice. We can’t wait to try 
the catfish rancheros done fajita-style: two catfish fillets under 
grilled chiles, onions, and peppers. 

Habanero seats about 60, which means a wait during busy 
times is probable. Thankfully, the service is efficient and 
welcoming, and the food comes out fast. The short delay for 
food is easy, noshing on their chips and rich and spicy salsa: 
a thick puree of tomato, lots of chiles and garlic, and a dab 
of cilantro (the first basket is free; the next one costs). Great 
small places this good scream for the eat-but-don’t-tell rule, 
but Habanero is too good to keep a secret.

When There's Nothing Left to Burn ... 

Cinematexas throws itself a Viking Funeral

This week marks the end of the road for the Cinematexas International 
Short Film Festival. After spending the last 10 years promoting experi- 
mental, avant-garde, and just-plain-strange film, the University of Texas- 
sponsored showcase has lost its funding and its offices and is shutting 
down operations for good. All that’s left now is the burying. 

But like any group of artists worth the name, the minds behind 
Cinematexas know there’s something vital that exists between death and 
burial. A quality funeral can go a long way toward securing the deceased’s 
legacy, burning its memory onto mourners’ minds, and - in the case of a 
rebellious, gritty, student-run movie showcase like Cinematexas - giving 
its proud parents one last shot at blowing audiences’ heads. 

So in that spirit of defiant resignation, two of the group’s board mem- 
bers - festival co-founder Bryan Poyser and former curator-at-large (and 
current Chronicle contributor) Spencer Parsons - have come up with one 
last weekend of screenings, the Cinematexas Viking Funeral, which will 
take filmgoers out into the farthest reaches of the cinema universe one 
final time before turning around and burning itself, with great enthusi- 
asm, to the ground. “We were upset the festival went out with a whim- 
per,” Poyser told me last week. “We wanted a bang.” 

That bang begins Saturday afternoon at 4:30pm at the 501 Theatre (aka 
Valhalla, aka Hall of the Slain) with Ragna-Rock, a compilation of work by 
several Cinematexas alumni filmmakers, followed at 7pm by the Hollywood 
Showcase, a collection of films by current UT students that screened this 
past September at the Directors Guild of America Theatre in Los Angeles. 

At 9:15pm the curators will bring back “Assassins: A Film Concerning 
Rimbaud” by underground favorite Todd Haynes, which first showed at 
the festival back in 2003. With Haynes’ skewed new Bob Dylan biopic, 
I’m Not There, in theatres now, interest in this rarely screened short film 
about another moody rebel poet with unruly hair has been revived. 



The service continues at 501 Theatre on Sunday at 2pm with Ragna- 
Roll, the second half of the Cinematexas alumni compilation (see Ragna- 
Rock, above), and then at 4:30pm with a screening of the feature-length 
I nterkosmos, a musical about a failed Eastern European space-coloniza- 
tion mission written and directed by former Cinematexan Jim Finn. 

And finally that night at 7pm, Poyser and Parsons will move the show 
Downtown to the brand-new Alamo Ritz on Sixth Street for an already sold- 
out screening of Don Hertzfeldt’s animated short “Everything Will Be OK” 
and Ronald Bronstein’s Frownland, a feature film Poyser says they chose 
for the finale because of its stylistic kinship to what he calls “your typical 
Cinematexas short film.” “It’s grubby,” he explains. “It’s made on an obsolete 
medium - 16mm - with the sensibilities of one single delusional person. It’s 
provocative, annoying, grating, energizing, funny, exciting, and different.” 

And then, with all due ceremony, the SS Cinematexas will be set aflame 
and pushed out to sea, never to be heard from again. Poyser tells me that 
many of the student films screened at the festival over the years have been 
donated to the UT film archives, perhaps to be pulled out of storage once 
in a while to satisfy curious minds. As for the rest, they’ll turn to smoke and 
ash along with Cinematexas itself, that “avant-garde rebel event” that was, 
in the end, more interested in pushing boundaries than saving itself. ■ 


Man of a Thousand Faces Vincent Gallo makes music in Austin 



“I am not a reactionary or a provocateur,” 
says maverick filmmaker and musician Vincent 
Gallo via telephone from Los Angeles. “I think 
completely on my own. Whatever it is that 
comes from me comes from whatever thing is 
making me laugh at that moment, whatever 
I think is funny, whatever I think is missing. 
Actually whatever I think is missing is more 
influential than anything else.” 


Equally detested and adored, Gallo is as 
well-known for dating Paris Hilton, model- 
ing for Calvin Klein, and receiving onscreen 
fellatio from Chloe Sevigny in the critically 
savaged The Brown Bunny as he is for his 1998 
masterwork, Buffalo ’66. 

“Do you really think I spent 3 Yi years 
making a movie, losing my house, losing my 
girlfriend, going to the hospital twice with a 
nervous breakdown, losing my life savings, los- 
ing my hair, you know, so that I could be blown 
by Chloe Sevigny?” asks Gallo. 

On his breakthrough Buffalo ’66, which 
he wrote, directed, scored, and played the 
lead alongside an 18-year-old Christina Ricci: 
“Every idea that I had for that movie I had to 
fight for ... to get on the screen, thinking the 
whole time no one was ever gonna see this 
movie. Even the film stock was impossible to 
develop. So when people embrace the film or 
when they come up to me and they say, ‘Oh 
it’s my favorite; it’s so funny,’ it’s interesting 
that it has appeal on many levels. It has basic 
appeal . . . people can connect with it in all 
forms. And so that’s a surprise; it’s nice. But 
that project was no less inspiring or original 
to me or coming from me than anything else 
that I’ve done.” 

And he’s done a lot: posed for controversial 
photographer Robert Mapplethorpe, considered 
Johnny Ramone his best friend, and played in 


bands with actor Lukas Haas (Bunny) and cel- 
ebrated artist Jean-Michel Basquiat (Gray). 

Putting film aside for the moment, Gallo 
will be in Austin Monday night as part of a 
16-date tour with his new band, RRIICCEE, 
featuring Eric Erlandson (formerly of Hole), 
Rebecca Casabian, and Nikolas Haas (Lukas’ 
younger brother). RRIICCEE is not touring 
to support a CD, has no current plans to go 
into the studio, and will be composing their 
music live onstage. 

“I enjoy being in a group where everybody 
is really connected and we’re not following the 
protocol, like we’re thinking on our own, what- 
ever it is. If we feel like making a record, we ll 
make a record. If we don’t, we won’t. There’s 
nothing fun for me about playing the same 
songs every night. There’s nothing fun for me in 
using a musical vocabulary that I’m so familiar 
with and isn’t better than me. All I’m interested 
in doing is making things that are more interest- 
ing than me and my own vision and my own 
level of understanding of them. That’s the goal 
here with this project.” - Mark Fagan

Usually the winter months mark hiberna- 
tion for the Texas film industry, but, perhaps 
spurred by a combo of the Writers Guild of 
America strike on the two coasts and a new 
film-incentives program, this year it’s smok- 
ing hot. Already scouting locations are the 
retreaders at Platinum Dunes, who have an 
unnamed film in the works that most cer- 
tainly is the announced Friday the 13th 
remake and most likely will be shooting 
hereabouts by February with Marcus Nispel, 
who directed the first Dunes’ Chainsaw film. 
In addition, industry insiders note a spike in 
inquiries for films in the $3 million to $6 mil- 
lion range. Speaking of Fridays, NBC will nei- 
ther confirm nor deny rumors that if the 
strike stretches out, they will keep the 
Friday Night Lights crew busy by shooting a 
couple of pilots for a new series here. An 
NBC rep did firmly deny Internet rumors that 
the series would be picked up by ESPN. 

REMEMBER THE ALAMO 

Quietly filming this week on the former 
The Alamo set in Dripping Springs is 
Appaloosa, a Western directed by and star- 
ring Ed Harris. Also in the cast are Renee 
Zellweger and Viggo Mortensen. The 
bulk of the project was shot in New Mexico, 
but according to New Line, a “climactic 
shootout” is lensing here. It’s good news 
for The Alamo set, which has been sitting 
idle since filming ended in 2003, save the 
occasional commercial shoot and some 
filming of the low-budget Gary the Tennis 
Coach. Harris’ crew spiffed up the Mexican 
town set, something it sorely needed, says 
Bob Hudgins, head of the Texas Film 
Commission. “We’re hoping to save the 
Alamo," he says, and a couple of more 
films shooting there and restoring the set 
in the process might just do the trick. 

'BODY OF WAR' ON OSCAR 
SHORT LIST 

Ellen Spiro’s Body of War has made 
the short list of 15 docs up for the Best 
Documentary Feature category for this 
year’s Academy Awards. Spiro, a University 
of Texas film prof, worked with former talk- 
show host Phil Donahue on this story of 
the postwar life of Iraq vet Tomas Young, 
who was paralyzed by a bullet to the spine. 
Spiro’s longtime collaborator Karen 
Bernstein co-produced the film, and 
Bernadine Colish edited it. The five doc 
Oscar nominees will be announced Jan. 22, 
with the awards set for Feb. 24.

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A Second Shot at 
'Shootin' Match' 


The late Eagle Pennell's debut film gets a new lease on life 



INTRODUCTION BY LOUIS BLACK 

Certainly this publication has not been shy about trumpeting the discovery 
of a mint print of Eagle Pennell’s 1978 independent regional feature, The Whole 
Shootin’ Match. This is not just because the film is a wonderful regional comedy or 
because it’s historically important but because, until this print was discovered in 
Germany, there has been no decent screening-worthy print available in any format. 
The film is worth viewing because it is so well-written and -realized, but finding it 
also restores a missing piece of post-Sundance film history. 


The Whole Shootin Match is having a theatrical 
run at the Alamo with a DVD release to follow. 
Accompanying that will be a new documentary 
on the filmmaker, the creative but hard-living 
Eagle Pennell. In it, Richard Linklater talks 
about how seeing the film for the first time 
made him realize that he could make movies. 
Linklater was not alone in this realization. The 
success of TWSM , followed by the release of 
Return of the Secacus 7 two years later, helped 
ignite the extraordinary growth in independent 
film (as Linklater’s Slacker did a decade later). 
TWSM’s influence was not limited to just 
inspiring filmmakers. It affected a lot of people. 
In the documentary, writer and ex-Austinite 
Paul Cullum talks about how Robert Redford 
watched the film at the Egyptian Theater in 
Park City the first year of the U.S. (or USA) Film 
Festival. Watching TWSM inspired Redford to 
think about how to support independent films 
and filmmakers. Redford had nothing to do 
with the festival when he saw the film, but over 
time he became more involved until it was very 
much his festival, Sundance. 

There are dozens of outrageous stories about 
Eagle, most having to do with alcohol and 
resulting escapades. Unfortunately, Pennell’s 
personal weaknesses cut short the most cre- 
ative period of his filmmaking. Almost as 
unfortunately, the myth has come to swamp 
the wonder and importance of his first two 
feature films, The Whole Shootin’ Match and 
Last Night at the Alamo. The films are unique 
in the way they are so clearly made in, about, 
and of Texas. There is an authenticity to the 
characters, their lifestyles, and the pace of life 
that almost all Texas films made by Hollywood 
completely miss. The loose, easy narratives 
match this depiction, further enriching them. 


If the two films stood alone just as cinematic 
narrative works, they would be deserving of 
praise and interest. Given the enormous influ- 
ence they’ve had, there is a greater importance 
to them. Pennell’s quite unintentional influence 
on several generations of independent films and 
filmmakers shouldn’t be underestimated. 

The Whole Shootin’ Match stars Lou Perryman 
and Sonny Carl Davis, interviewed below. It’s 
the story of two losers, two dreamers who 
never give up. Failed scheme follows failed 
scheme; the film suggests, however, that not 
getting there can be most of the fun. Austin 
acting legend Doris Hargrave also stars. The 
terrific script, by Pennell and Lin Sutherland, 
is loaded with great dialogue (Sutherland also 
was co-producer). 

I’ve introduced screenings of TWSM a couple 
of times now. Regrettably, I’ve gotten way too 
wrapped up in trying to explain the importance 
of the film, hoping to convey its significance 
and its place in contemporary film history. Eagle 
would have both laughed at me and been pissed 
off. He would have been right. I ended up miss- 
ing the forest for the trees and misleading audi- 
ences into expecting a Citizen Kane/Breathless 
type revelation. Instead the point is how much 
the film conveys a time (late Seventies) and 
place (the Hill Country). It is about how the 
characters are so richly depicted and so far 
from typical Texas stereotyping, with a pace 
that is Texas-storytelling-appropriate, carefully 
constructed and certainly in not too much of a 
hurry to get anywhere. Sure TWSM is important 
and influential, but forget that: The talent of 
Pennell, the cast, and crew resulted in a film 
that is a very entertaining slice-of-life tale of just 
plain folks so rarely portrayed honestly in mov- 
ies, living, dreaming, scheming, and loving. 


TWO GUYS WALK INTO A BAR 

Lou Perryman and Sonny Carl Davis Drink, Dish

On the eve of the pending DVD release 
(from Watchmaker Films) and Friday night’s 
Alamo Ritz premiere of the restored and 
remastered The Whole Shootin’ Match, the 
Chronicle hit the murk of Casino el Camino 
and nailed a beer or three with the two people 
who remain Pennell’s greatest assets: Shootin’ 
Match stars Lou Perryman and Sonny Carl 
Davis. It’s their easy, exquisitely natural perfor- 
mances - also featured in Pennell’s ’77 short 
“Hell of a Note” and ’83 feature Last Night at 
the Alamo - that are the binding force in the 
Eagle Pennell canon. Perryman and Davis, 
whose 30-year friendship still bleeds the same 
raw, comic humanity so apparent in their work 


with Pennell, remain the salt and bedrock of 
Pennell’s finest films. There are, to be sure, 
a lot of legends and plenty of stories about 
Pennell and his incrementally roughened life 
and unfastened times. But the blue-collar 
Texan truisms of his movies are nowhere more 
apparent than in Perryman and Davis; ulti- 
mately, it’s these two who are the stuff Eagle’s 
legend is made of. 

Austin Chronicle: Your characters in Pennell’s 
films have such an easy ; utterly convincing rap- 
port. Was that there to begin with, or did it emerge 
as the two of you became friends in real life? 

Lou Perryman: He had an ugly-ass mustache 
when I first met him [on “Hell of a Note”]; I 
remember that much. 


Sonny Carl Davis: The rapport grew, I think, 
because as remains true with acting to this 
day, there’s a feeling-out period, a “can you 
trust this guy?” period at the beginning of 
every film. There’s power struggles. It can be a 
battleground or a lovefest. 

AC: Which was it on Eagle’s sets ? 

SCD: Oh, it was a lovefest. And then we got 
to know Eagle. 

LP: Eagle was the difficult one. 

SCD: He sure had all the attitude on the set. 
AC: What made you think he could pull this whole 
moviemaking thing off to begin with? After all, 
there wasn’t much of an “Austin film community” 
to speak of back then. 

LP: Well, he was already getting shit done. He 
had written down his locations, got us a house, 
got us in over at the Scoot Inn. He just got one 
thing after another. 

SCD: He had help, and Eagle didn’t pass 
along praise that much, bless his heart, but 


I clearly remember sitting there while doing 
“Hell of a Note” and thinking, “Well, I guess 
we’re making a film here, and that’s pretty 
cool.” In retrospect, the fact that it got done 
was a miracle, but back in the day, it was just 
pretty great to be making a movie in Austin in 
the first place. 

LP: And, also, I don’t think at the time it 
seemed real to us, because we had day jobs. 
I was doing a little company that rented out 
film equipment. I’d be out shooting football 
games on Saturday and then do Eagle’s films 
on Sunday. 

SCD: I was printing T-shirts for Slow Printing 
Company on Barton Springs Road. They did all 
the Amardillo World Headquarters shirts. And 
then a year later or so, when we were doing 
The WJiole Shootin’ Match, I was bartending at 
Gordo’s on Sixth Street, where we shot some 
of it.

AC: Speaking of which, where was that hellacious bar fight scene in 
The Whole Shootin’ Match actually shot? 

SCD: That was at the Scoot Inn. And that place is still a firetrap, 
isn’t it? 

LP: They’re doing very well these days, actually. But they still 
got that goddamn one-curtain crapper in the bathroom. 

SCD: We were the one-location guys back then. It was the 
same with the place in Houston when we did Last Night at 
the Alamo. 

AC: What was a typical Eagle Pennell shooting day on The Whole 
Shootin’ Match? 

LP: We’d meet over at my house and start running the scene 
while taping it, then listen to it through to the end, and then 
we’d try it again with something maybe a little different. Eagle 
would say this, that, and the other, and then we’d say this, that, 
and the other, and that’s how the dialogue evolved. Early on we 
had some pages of script and were trying to work from it. On 
set, we’d block the scene and then go and sit and listen to the 
tape, so we knew what we were after. It was 
like we were sharpening a knife. 

SCD: He directed from the camera. 

LP: Because he was the camera operator. 

SCD: Right. I’ve always talked about how 
there are directors who work from the stage 
to the camera and those who work from the 
camera to the stage, but the best ones can do 
both while employing the same depth of vocabulary to talk to 
the actors as the actors do. But that wasn’t Eagle’s forte, and we 
certainly weren’t getting into acting technique. I’ve often said 
that once he cast us and saw what Lou and I were doing and 
[actress] Doris [Hargrave] came in, his work was done so long 
as we were hitting our marks. That was his directing style: Get 
out of the way, and just let the interplay of the actors happen. 
LP: We both grin when we read the old ink about, “Oh, the per- 
formances he has elicited from Mr. Perryman and Mr. Davis!” 


AC: Enough has already beat written about 
Eagle’s squandering his talents and his alcoholic 
tailspin, so let me ask you this: What’s the best 
memory you both have of working with the late, 
great Eagle Pennell? 

SCD: I remember when we got accepted to 
the U.S./USA Film Festival, which was the 
predecessor of Sundance. He’d gone next 
door to get a phone call - I don’t think he 
even had a phone back then - and I can still 
see him coming across the yard with this big 
old grin on his face, and he picked me up and 
hugged me and spun me around like he was 
coming home from the war, you know? “Oh, 
my baby’s back!” And it was just this one 
great moment of validation for everything 
we had done. That’s how I like to think of 
Eagle. 

LP: My favorite memory 
has to do with his can-do, 
we-must-get-it-done spir- 
it. At the end of Shootin’ 

Match, the very last scene, 
we were up on the Devil’s 
Backbone, and we ran out 
of film. We couldn’t just 
come back some other time because the shots 
wouldn’t match, and so he talked us into 
staying up there overnight - and it was chilly 
out there - while he drove back into Austin on a Sunday night 
to track down Gordon Wilkerson, who ran a place called Photo 
Processors. Turned out Wilk was over at some kind of ’do over 
at the LBJ Library, so Eagle went over there and waited outside 
the damn door until Wilk came out, talked him into taking him 
down to the shop and giving him some film, and then he drove 


back out to where we were the next morning, so we could fin- 
ish the film. It took all night, though, so he probably took the 
opportunity to get himself laid and fucked while he was at it. 
SCD: But we got her done, and we did some of our best work 
up there that morning, under the gun, and it matched perfectly. 
Eagle. Shit. “I’m going for film!” Yeah, he sure did. ■

I forgot what it was like 
to be around people on the 
holidays. After several years 
of happily going solo, tak- 
ing in both Thanksgiving 
and Christmas as a personal 
retreat, I had forgotten about 
the finer points of stuffing 
chauvinism (cornbread vs.

SWEPT AWAY 

Jon Dee Graham (pictured) is the sub- 
ject of a new documentary film, Swept 
Away, scheduled for release next spring by 
Treadmill Productions. Director Mark 
Finkelpearl, who discovered Graham’s 
work through his appearance on Willie 
Nelson’s live 2005 benefit DVD, Songs for 
Tsunami Relief: Austin to South Asia, and who has worked with the Discovery 
Channel and National Geographic Television, followed the local guitarist over 
the course of nine months. Footage from shows in Washington, D.C.; New York 
City; and around Austin made the cut both visually and sonically; a supplementa- 
ry live album gets the CD-release treatment this Friday at the Continental Club. 
“Just like when you read between the lines, there's a lot of stuff that’s not even 
talked still there," says Graham. “There’s a feeling in parts of the film, a dark- 
ness in the subtext, that reveals a lot about my nature that I didn’t particularly 
mean to come out." The experience has proven beneficial for Graham, influencing 
his writing approach for his next album, 50 Angry Men, due next year. “The thing 
that leapt out at me was how uncomfortably intimate the acoustic sets are,” 
Graham says. “I understand the attraction of that now, and I want to explore that 
in the studio. I’ve got more than enough songs. I just don’t know if they’re the 
right songs. I’m still flailing around looking for the other half of the album." 



FOR THE SAKE OF THE SONG 

“This is used for spirit-posses- 
sion first and foremost,” says 
Austin musicologist Joel 
Laviolette, left, of the mbira, a 

traditional instrument of staggered 
metal keys fixed to a wooden 
board. “It creates circular, poly- 
melodic rhythms used to communi- 
cate with ancestral spirits through 
dancing. It’s beautiful and mesmer- 
izing.” Laviolette is similarly 
enchanted with the instrument’s 
capabilities. Fle’s repeatedly traveled to Zimbabwe to study under mbira master 
Newton Gwara and has extensively chronicled the artists from the region 
through field recordings, conducted with a battery-powered, digital audiotape 
machine and a series of microphones, released on his nonprofit label, Mhumhi 
Records. Each of the label’s 11 albums from the region is on par with 
Smithsonian Folkways Recordings, all featuring beautiful packaging as well 
as line-by-line translation of the lyrics. Earlier this year, Laviolette added two local 
albums to the catalog: his own mesmerizing debut, Ndiro YeMidzimu, and a live 
EP from Rattletree Marimba, an Austin-based sixpiece that interprets tradition- 
al mbira music on a series of marimbas (essentially large wooden xylophones) 
that Laviolette constructed. The group performs at Ruta Maya on Saturday as 
part of the Pungwe: An African Dance Party, which benefits Brother Brother 
Sister Sister, a nonprofit providing care to AIDS orphans in Zimbabwe, among 
other notable organizations. The Chronicle would like to take this opportunity to 
wish a swift recovery to Ruta Maya booker and promoter Jennifer Marchand, 
who was struck by a car before the club’s annual Fialloween Ball. 




ROCK AROUND THE CLOCK 


For its grand reopening Monday night, the Austin 
Music Hall was s till a hard-hat-required construction 
site, or at least that appeared to be the case since 
the exterior walls of the second story weren’t yet 
complete and Direct Events owner Tim O’Connor 
and his staff donned commemorative helmets for the 
occasion. The view and sound from the mezzanine 
level was impeccable, particularly for opener Kacy 
Crowley and Del Castillo, who did their best to 
heat up the otherwise freezing building, but there 
was clearly still more work to be done, from the 
hanging of drywall to the installment of glass win- 
dows for the will-call booth. “We’re not trying to hide 
the fact that this is a work in progress," acknowl- 
edged O'Connor, who could not be bargained down 
from his 95% complete estimation. “It was time to 
say that no matter what, we’re going to be open. 
We’re very close to where we want to be.” Construction 
resumed Tuesday morning at 7am and is scheduled 
for completion by The Bobby Bones Show 
Anniversary Bash, featuring Sean Kingston and 
Lifehouse, Saturday, Dec. 8.

GUERRILLA RADIO 

Lyle Lovett testified before the U.S. Senate 
Judiciary Committee last Tuesday on behalf of the 
MusicFirst Coalition, arguing the need for broadcast 
radio to pay a royalty to performers, in addition to 
those currently allotted to songwriters (Internet, cable, 
and satellite radio already compensate artists for air- 
play). The legislation would set the precedent neces- 
sary for artists to collect similar fees from foreign radio 
stations, as well. “It’s a matter of fairness and surviv- 
al,” says Austin City Limits producer Terry Lickona, 
who lobbied on Capitol Hill for the legislation earlier 
this year on behalf of the Recording Academy. 


“With downturns in album sales and the rise of ille- 
gal downloading, this issue is becoming increasingly 
important for traditional artists.” Scott Gillmore, vice 
president and market manager for Emmis Austin 
Radio, however, believes that broadcast radio, a $20 
billion industry, which has seen no overall revenue 
growth in the past seven years, shouldn't be forced to 
bear the record industry’s burden for its recent finan- 
cial shortcomings. “For the past 70 years, there’s been 
a very mutually beneficial relationship between the art- 
ists and the stations," he says. “This legislation would 
turn local radio upside down.” Stay tuned. 



TRANSLATE SLOWLY 

Stars of Austin's New Sincerity movement 
in the 1980s, the Reivers, who released 
two albums for Capitol Records (see “Pop 
Beloved,” April 26, 2002), are rehearsing for a 
one-time-only reunion show in the near future. 
“Cindy [Toth] said she wanted to do it,” relays 
singer/guitarist John Croslin. “Everybody is 
getting into it for the rehearsals. It’s been 
fun, and it sounds good.” Along with engineer- 
ing and mixing work for bands like Spoon, 
Guided by Voices, and Pavement, Croslin 
has kept busy working on a solo album for the 
past two years. “I don’t know if it’s all that dif- 
ferent, honestly," he says. “It comes from the 
same place.” Does that mean it could trans- 
late into future recordings from the Reivers? 


“There are no plans to at this point,” Croslin contends. 
“We’re all in different places.”

Jimmy Mauric 
Shiner Brewmaster

With absolutely no fanfare, fawning memoir, 
VH1 special, or even People magazine blurb, the 
most important milestone in rock journalism 
turned 50 this year. Not Rolling Stone, which 
turned 40, but 16 Magazine. “The magazine for 
smart girls,” boasted the spine of its May 1957 
debut. Elvis Presley waved from the cover. 

16 Magazine was founded in 1956 by French 
native Jacques Chambrun, literary agent to 
Grace Metalious, whose scandalous book 
Peyton Place made him wealthy. Chambrun 
recognized a youth market in publishing, so he 
bought a failing magazine and revived it with 
partners Desmond Hall and George Waller. The 
trio called their company The Girlfriend-The 
Boyfriend Corp. and settled in at 745 Fifth Ave. 
in New York City. 

The periodical’s early stories were written by 
Chambrun and company under female pseud- 
onyms, primarily “Georgia Winters,” a femini- 
zation of Waller’s first name and Hall’s middle 
name. Winters remained the name on the 
publisher’s masthead until 1964, when “she” 
was kicked downstairs by Gloria Stavers. 

“Gloria Stavers and 16 Magazine basically 
invented rock and pop-culture journalism 
as we know it today,” posited someone who 
should know, music critic emeritus Dave 
Marsh, in his intro to 1997’s Wlto’s Your Pave 
Rave?, the 40th anniversary book written by 
former 16 editors Randi Reisfeld and Danny 
Fields. What Marsh doesn’t say is that Stavers 
basically also invented the female rock and 
pop-culture journalist. 

As editor of 16 for nearly 20 years, Stavers 
shaped more musical careers than any other 
woman of her day. As a writer of popular cul- 
ture, she was unparalleled. Once Stavers left 16 
Magazine in 1975, reading and writing about 
rock & roll changed forever. 


Hollywood and Vinyl 

16 Magazine’s first issue resembles one 
of those 1950s Hollywood scandal sheets 
minus the dirt. Plenty of Elvis coverage, snaps 
of Hollywood stars like Natalie Wood and 
Debra Paget, a quiz asking “Are Your Parents 
Delinquent?” and a feature on the Million 
Dollar Quartet. How honed in was 16 on its 
audience in its first issue? Those iconic photos 
of Jerry Lee Fewis, Carl Perkins, Elvis Presley, 
and Johnny Cash at a piano in Sun Studios 
were 16 ’ s exclusively. 

16 Magazine inflated dreams, young girls’ 
dreams to be precise, and no one paid more 
attention to that than 
Gloria Stavers, a North 
Carolina native who’d 
bolted from a nowhere 
marriage in Ithaca, N.Y., 
but found modeling in 
Manhattan an unstable 
profession. Fashion did, 
however, provide her the 
opportunity to learn about 
glamour photography, a 
skill that paid off when 
Chambrun gave her stew- 
ardship of the magazine. 

By the end of 1958, she 
reigned as editor-in-chief 
of the bimonthly maga- 
zine with a readership of 
250,000, all without the 
benefit of a journalism 
degree or college. 

Using a combination of 
her own observations and 
the heartfelt letters that 
poured in to the office, 

Stavers shaped the maga- 
zine’s content by develop- 
ing stars, and not just pre- 


existing ones like Elvis and Ricky Nelson. New 
television seasons in the late 1950s and early 
1960s provided new crops of stars annually 
- 77 Sunset Strip’s Edd “Kookie” Byrnes, The 
Rifleman’s Johnny Crawford, and Dr. Kildare’s 
Richard Chamberlain traded on popularity 
achieved through cooperation with 16. 

“The producers of the TV shows were 
Gloria’s friends,” Danny Fields points out. “It 
was like a conspiracy to build sellable, inter- 
changeable pieces of shit, and she was part of 
it. At the same time, she knew the world was 
changing, and she was having an affair with 
Lenny Bruce. What’s odder than that?” 

Author of a book on his friend Linda 
McCartney, a record executive for Elektra 
Records who was instrumental in the signing 
of both the Stooges and MC5, not to mention 
longtime manager of the 
Ramones and firsthand 
witness to the birth of 
punk, Danny Fields is 
rock royalty of the high- 
est order. His tenure as 
editor of Datebook ini- 
tially made him Stavers’ rival, but by the punk 
decade, he’d joined her and Reisfeld at 16. 

By the early 1960s, the 16 formula was set. The 
combination of TVj film, and pop stars supplied a 
never-ending array of faces and talents to choose 
from. Stavers gave the magazine street cred with 
a gossip column that matched those of the New 
York dailies and L.A. trades for scoops and insider 
info. “GeeGee’s Gossip” (Gloria and Georgia?) 
featured a new photo of Stavers every month; the 
April 1963 issue identifies the editor as Georgia 
Winters, presenting Ray Charles with 16’ s first 
Award for Outstanding Achievement. 

Readership meant everything to Stavers, and 
she surveyed hers endlessly. Full-page ballots 
and two-page spreads polled 16 readers for 
their picks of rising stars. Chambrun hired 
elderly women to tally the fan mail, which 
Stavers read obsessively. She had her finger on 
all pulses. That’s when 1964’s cultural shock 
wave upended the world. 


Something New 

May 1964 is the ground zero issue for 16 
Magazine. It’s the first issue that the Beatles’ 
name appears on the cover. 

Also on the cover are James Franciscus of Mr. 
Novak, Patty Duke, Elvis, Bobby Rydell, and 13- 
year-old Kurt Russell! None of the mop-tops are 
pictured, but the following month, all four are 
on the cover, where one or the other of them will 
stay for the next several years. By 16’ s fall issues, 
the Fab Four and anything with a British accent 
adorned the magazine’s cartoonish covers. 

“Gloria knew the big waterwheel in the sky 
had changed,” agrees Danny Fields. “That 
the North Pole became the South Pole, and 
the South Pole became the North Pole. It was 
unmistakable, and in the wake of the Kennedy 
assassination, she 
saw that the Beatles, 
Herman’s Hermits, the 
Dave Clark Five were 
the new thing. 

“She was conscious 
of Bob Dylan, too.” 

Stavers’ intuitive perception of this sea change 
occurred almost immediately. Not just because 
she included posters of Dylan and profiled Chris 
Hillman of the Byrds while also running obitu- 
aries of Lenny Bruce and Robert Kennedy but 
because she attached her name to the person- 
ality already associated with 16. The February 
1964 issue finds reader letters addressed “Dear 
Miss Winters,” but by May 1964 - the first issue 
with the Beatles - letters were now addressed 
“Dear Miss Stavers.” One contest notes that 
“Georgia Stavers” chose the winner. 

Suddenly Stavers’ name sat in larger font than 
the titular Georgia Winters, now downsized to 
“consulting editor.” Stavers wore her editor-in- 
chief title at “America’s most imitated magazine” 
like a crown. She kept on for the next 1 1 years. 

16’s embrace of the British Invasion bands 
led directly to the overthrow of America’s 
Brylcreem set. From the May 1964 issues on,

- though the 1970s presented its own problem 
when the hugely popular Elton John flew out 
of the closet. 

“Letters started coming in,” remembers 
Danny Fields. “‘My brother read in Rolling 
Stone that Elton John confessed to being a 
bisexual. Please say it isn’t so because you’re

the clean-cut 1950s look rapidly vanished from 
the cover as exotically shaggy heads of increas- 
ingly long hair took hold. The traditional 
female stars suffered their last gasps in 1964, 
too, rapidly eclipsed by the dolly birds on the 
arms of the Beatles and other Brit rockers. 

These imported Carnaby Street darlings 
sported a vastly new look from the American 
teen queens. London Look hair hung straight, 
silky, worn with bangs and a teased puff of 
hair atop the head. Lips were slicked in pale, 
paler, palest of the innocent pinks. Short skirts 
and simply designed frocks from designers 
like Mary Quant boasted a revolutionary girl- 
ishness that contrasted to the sophisticated 
Hollywood look. The October 1964 issue cries, 
“Got a Problem? Let Connie Francis Help You 
With It!” Already, Connie’s dark lips and heavy 
make-up look hopelessly outdated. 

The October 1964 cover also depicts TV star 
Paul Petersen plugging his ears against the Fab 
Four. Inside are photos from Shelley Fabares’ 
wedding to “Only Sixteen” author and future 
Monterey Pop impresario Lou Adler, with 
Petersen and Annette Funicello in attendance. 
Content focuses on which of the Dave Clark 


like Jim Morrison, Mitch Ryder, and even 
Mickey Mantle. 

When the Monkees came along, she mid- 
wifed their birth as teen idols, just as she 
would David Cassidy and Donny Osmond the 
following decade. Stavers deftly translated the 
oddball into idols for her readers - Leonard 
Nimoy as Star Trek’s Mr. Spock, Jonathan 


Five were married (Rick and 
Lenny!) and what the Beatle 
girlfriends -Jane Asher, Pattie 
Boyd, Maureen Cox - were 
really like (nice). 

Subsequent features such 
as “At Home With the Rolling 
Stones” offered an intimacy 
rarely seen in newsstand 
interviews of the time and 
was doubtless arranged to 
give Brian Jones enough time 
to put away the hookah and 
hashish before welcoming 13- 
year-old girls to his bachelor 
lair. How much more subver- 
sive could 16 get? 


'Dear Concerned Elton Fan ...' 


From the mid-1960s on, Stavers sat at the 
top of her game, the most powerful editor 
of a music publication selling more than a 
million copies monthly, the highest-profile 
female music journalist who by all accounts 
slept with select subjects in the magazine 
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16 Magazine, and we know you’ll tell us the 
truth about this horrible thing they’re making 
up because they’re jealous of him because he’s 
so cute and cuddly. ’ 

“So many letters came in on Elton that they 
had to clear out an extra office to make room 
for the mail. 1 made up a generic letter like 
that: ‘My brother says . . . say it isn’t so’ and 


answered it in 16. ‘Dear Concerned 
Elton Fan, it looks as if Elton did say 
this in Rolling Stone, here’s the quote. 
He did say, “I am a bisexual.’” “And 
I said, ‘Well, if we love Elton for his 
adorableness and cute songs and won- 
derful personality and kindness to his 
fans, rally around him when things get 
difficult, because that’s when he needs 
his fans the most.’ 

“It was making me puke to say that, 
because I didn’t go to 16 to write about 
a fat little bald queen. But I said, ‘You 
must support him. Just because a per- 
son is bisexual is no reason to not love 
him for his won- 
derful music.’” 

The maga- 
zine’s defense of 
Elton John was 

radical, but according to Fields, “It 
made no difference. Eltonjohn stopped 
getting mail. Completely. Went from 
Number 1 mail getter to none.” If only 
by coincidence, that’s when 16’ s prob- 
lems began. The teen market looked 
less predictable than ever, and sales 
had already dropped to 500,000 monthly. 

“Elton slipped. The boss died. His elderly 
friend inherited the magazine, then he died, 
then it went to the old friend’s daughter, and 
she was a horror. Gloria was gone; she’d left 
in a final fight with Mr. Chambrun. The maga- 
zine was sold and sold and sold to a bunch of 
conglomerates, and at each one, 16 become 


less important. There was nothing that made 
it special to those companies. It was a legacy 
that slipped through their fingers.” 

G-L-O-R-I-A 

Gloria Stavers left behind a Pandora’s box of 
secrets when she died of lung cancer in 1983. 
Chief among them was her meteoric ascen- 
dancy to editor of 16 Magazine. 

“Gloria was a courtesan,” states Fields flatly. 
“The euphemism for it is runway model. There’s 
no other word for it, and ‘runway model’ means 
courtesan. She lived that life, where you’d get 
$500 to go to the ladies room. Chambrun gave 
her the magazine. And 
she’s overlooked by his- 
tory, because what she 
did is considered trivial 
and juvenile. 

“But it wasn’t. It was important.” 

Then why did Gloria Stavers leave 16 
Magazine in 1975 after devoting so much of 
her life to it? 

“What does it matter?” shrugs Danny Fields. 
“When you divorced your husband, did you 
remember the last fight? It was over the roles 
the two of them played - circulation was drop- 
ping, who they were to each other, what he was 
entitled to complain about, blah blah blah. 
Didn’t matter. She came down one day after 
meeting with him and said to me and Randi, 
‘I’m outta here. Take over. Jacques is happy 
with the arrangement. I'm gone.’ 

“And she was gone.” ■

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EYE MIND: THE SAGA 
OF ROKY ERICKSON AND 
THE 13TH FLOOR ELEVATORS, 
THE PIONEERS OF 
PSYCHEDELIC SOUNDS

Until recently, the music and the history of 
Roky Erickson and the 13th Floor Elevators 
existed in the same hazy dimension. The 
guitars were distorted; the facts even more 
so. Whereas Keven McAlester’s emotionally 
unsettling 2005 documentary, You’re Gonna 
Miss Me, focused primarily on Erickson’s 
redemptive journey toward independence as 
a means to understand his troubled past, 
British author Paul Drummond takes the 
opposite approach. Nine years in the mak- 
ing, Eye Mind quickly dispatches the last two 
decades of Erickson’s enigmatic career and 
loses itself in the origins of Elevators, dating 
back to the group’s early years in Austin’s 
Ghetto with Janis Joplin and their residen- 
cies at the Jade Room and New Orleans 
Club. Drummond chronicles the band’s near- 
constant experimentation with drugs (and 
subsequent problems with the law), their trips 
in and to San Francisco, and the esoteric 
spirituality of jug-blower Tommy Flail. Most 
intriguing are the firsthand (and often conflict- 
ing) accounts provided by the band members 
and the likes of late Avalon Ballroom promot- 
er Chet Fielms and Casey Monahan of the 
Texas Music Office. The author’s unfamiliarity 
with Austin’s musical history prevents him 
from exploring the connection between the 
Elevators and contemporary artists like Doug 
Sahm (who produced Erickson’s debut sin- 
gle), Townes Van Zandt, Daniel Johnston, and 
the Butthole Surfers. Despite Drummond’s 
best efforts, some of the facts remain fuzzy, 
especially the smaller details, like where the 
Sex Pistols played in Texas, while the aura 
and mystique of the group’s psychedelic 
sounds, thankfully, remain in a universe of 
their own. - Austin Powell

Everyone knows the 27 Club - Jimi, Janis, Jim, 

Brian, and Kurt - but in a lifestyle notorious for excess, 
Robert Dimery and Bruno MacDonald’s list of 120 
fatalities takes the glamour out of glam. From spreads 
of Mississippi blues legend Robert Johnson (poison- 
ing) to the Godfather of Soul (heart failure), Rock & 

Roll Heaven plays historian, photographer, and gos- 
sip hound, and it’s as addictive as Tim Buckley’s - er 
- Keith Moon’s - urn - Tommy Bolin’s - man - Flillel 
Slovak’s vice. As sad and morbid as the plane crashes 
and cancers are, this is a trivia lover’s must-have, a 
fascinating collection of music history. Walking her 
own path of era-defining rock, famed photographer 
Lynn Goldsmith compiled five years of Police portraits 
and live shots for her piece of the reunion. The Police: 
1978-1983 is gorgeous. Chock-full of personality from 
the trio that almost never was, as well as a poolside 
Speedo sequence that might win over a whole new 
generation of Roxannes, the matte hardcover is inter- 
spersed with quotes from Sting, Stewart Copeland, and 
Andy Summers that paint more than a candlelit picture 
of the band. Goldsmith also makes an appearance 
in Runnin' Down a Dream, the companion coffeetable 
book to Peter Bogdanovich’s four-hour documentary 
on the legend that is Tom Petty. Matching interviews 
Bogdanovich conducted with the Fleartbreakers to rare 
photos, paraphernalia, and stories from Earl, Dream is 
the story of a band from Gainesville, Fla., that defined 
American rock & roll. It’s a complete experience flipping 
through these glossy pages that run from generation to 
generation, from Mudcrutch to the Traveling Wilburys, 
helped along the way by Petty's eldest, Adria, and 
friends like Johnny Depp. As Petty says: “I mean, you 
won’t see me taking all of this down to the pawnshop. I 
plan on keeping it.” - Darcie Stevens 




TWENTY THOUSAND ROADS: THE 
BALLAD OF GRAM PARSONS AND 
HIS COSMIC AMERICAN MUSIC 

by David N. Meyer

The paradoxical 
elements of Gram 
Parsons’ genius 
are well-ingrained in 
music lore: his cha- 
risma and intense 
introspection, his 
ambition and restless 
self-destruction, his 
beauty and pain. In 
new biography Twenty 
Thousand Roads, 
author David N. Meyer maintains a fascination 
and frustration with those competing impulses in 
the country-rock progenitor yet accounts for the 
man above the myth. Meyer’s content to leave 
legendary episodes like Parsons in Villa Nellcote 
in France with the Rolling Stones to the annals 
of others’ extravagant rock histories, focus- 
ing instead on the fraying tension the scene 
precipitated between the songwriter and future 
wife Gretchen Burrell. The biography provides 
no grand revelations, but Meyer’s exhaustive 
research, exquisite narrative prose, and singular 
focus on Parsons - rather than the constant 
drama that surrounded him - are refreshing and 
continually insightful. Meyer’s greatest contribu- 
tion lies in the candid and thorough examination 
of Parsons’ upbringing and sordid, Tennessee 
Williams-esque family history of addiction, sui- 
cide, and squandered wealth. In an uncharacter- 
istically open moment in 1965, Parsons writes 
to his younger sister, Avis, "The best thing we 
can do is learn from the past and live our lives 
the right way, so in time, when we can do some- 
thing to change things, we will be real people.” 
Meyer ultimately achieves what even Parsons 
could not: Fie discovers the person behind the 
myth enshrouded in Nudie suits, L.A. glamour, 
and drug excess. What’s left is the true legacy of 
Parsons’ contradictions, an immensely gifted art- 
ist whose sincerity, lost in a surreal life, emerged 
instead in song. - Doug Freeman 

VARIOUS 
POSITIONS: 

A LIFE OF 
LEONARD 
COHEN 

by Ira B. Nadel

Writing about a 
poet isn’t an enviable 
task, but Leonard 
Cohen’s life has been 
surreal enough that 
it’s made Ira B. Nadel’s job a lot easier. Various 
Positions is Cohen’s “tolerated” biography, and 
this new edition of the original 1996 book tacks 
on an update of the past 10 years. Nadel paints 
the poet/musician/Zen Buddhist in tones of 


genius and torturer, making him the consummate 
poet. The death of Cohen’s father is a major 
event for the upper-class family of Montreal 
Jews and, we get a sense, a catalyst for the bud- 
ding poet’s career. Nadel catalogs all the small 
details, too: In his college years on the debate 
team, Cohen is defeated by two convicts from 
Boston, solidifying the tragic comedy of his early 
career. The author veers between scholarly and 
spiritual interpretations of Cohen’s life, letting the 
seedier rock-star bits seep out as well. The sing- 
er's struggles with substances and women are 
documented but not sensationalized; in a particu- 
lar slump during the 1970s, Cohen remarks: “I’m 
too old to commit suicide. It would be unbecom- 
ing.” We learn a little about the man’s semich- 
armed life, but in the end, you know Cohen’s still 
got a few more stories to tell. - Audra Schroeder 

MUSICOPHILIA: TALES OF MUSIC 
AND THE BRAIN 

by Oliver Sacks 
Knopf, 400 pp., $26 

After reading the latest popular brain-sci- 
ence narrative from neurologist Oliver Sacks, 
you’ll feel grateful for having the ability to 
“get” music. The author of The Man Who 
Mistook His Wife for a Hat illustrates the many 
areas of the mind required to perform, listen 
to, and emotionally respond to music by intro- 
ducing people whose brains function different- 
ly. Abnormalities with any one of these areas 


can have far-reach- 
ing consequences. 
A doctor struck 
by lightning has a 
sudden emergence 
of musical talent, 
while a composer 
involved in a car 
accident loses her 
ability to discern 
harmony. The story 
of English musi- 
cian Clive Wearing 
is both enthralling 
and heartbreaking. 
After a brain infection leaves him debilitated 
by retrograde amnesia and a memory span of 
less than half a minute, Wearing becomes a 
man without identity who’s dependent on his 
wife for care. Remarkably, though, his musical 
abilities remain largely intact, offering Wearing 
and his loved ones no small degree of solace 
amid the suffering. Sacks also discusses how 
music is sometimes the last refuge of respon- 
siveness for persons suffering from degenera- 
tive conditions such as Alzheimer’s disease 
and dementia. Although overlong in spots, 
Sacks’ neophyte-friendly prose describing the 
sometimes-miraculous, sometimes-terrifying 
effect of music on the human brain is both 
fascinating and accessible. - Greg Beets

If Motley Criie’s 2001 epic, The Dirt , equals 
the Moby-Dick of debauched music autobiog- 
raphies, Nikki Sixx’s Heroin Diaries cooks it up 
Persian style into a cotton ball ready for the 
shooting gallery. “If one person reads this book 
and doesn’t have to go down the same road 
as me, it was worth sharing my personal hell 
with them," writes the Criie bassist and group's 
principal songwriter. Sobriety speak for “don’t 
try this inside your mansion’s walk-in closet,” 
Heroin’s raison d’etre reeks disingenuous for 
the simple fact that most rock & roll drug-casu- 
alty morality plays - especially as related by the 
offending millionaire survivor - rarely conceal 
the boasted conceit at their center: I lived 
to tell all. Another whale of a tale it is, too. 
Unfortunately for impressionable addicts to be, 
one rock star’s monumental license with sex, 
drugs, and punky metallic Kiss-rock makes for 
another fan’s literary high. The story arc may be 
rock stock - disaffected youth channels famil- 
ial wounds into platinum grooves - but Sixx’s 
supremely self-aware narcissism bleeds genu- 


ine likability even when he’s bending his A&R 
mensch's date over a bench backstage as she 
protests being on her period. The moral of the 
story: Sixx shooting buddy and Ratt guitarist 
Robbin Crosby going from Ferrari to penniless 
AIDS grave. - Raoul Hernandez 

BEING PREZ: THE LIFE & MUSIC OF 
LESTER YOUNG

He was 
known as 
Prez for good 
reason. As the 
president of all 
the saxophon- 
ists, Lester 
Young turned 
the jazz world 
on its ear 
when he blew 
out of Kansas 
City with the 
Count Basie 
Orchestra in 1936. His unique rhythmic virtuos- 
ity, cool and nimble sound, and bottomless well- 
spring of lyrical creativity transformed the evolu- 
tion of saxophone-playing forever. Unfortunately, 
the remarkable sensitivity and gentleness that 
characterized his music left him ill-prepared to 
deal with the harshness of life, and by 1959, at 
the age of 49, his brilliant flame burned out. In 
this slim volume, British jazz writer Dave Geliy 
traces Young’s career, beginning with his fami- 
ly’s traveling band, through his time in Kansas 
City and New York with Basie, plus his years 
of checkered success as a solo artist revered 
by the jazz world and his ultimate decline. 

Geliy’s at his best when examining Young’s 
many superb recordings, although he gets a bit 
technical at times. This fan would have liked 
more on Young’s storied musical romance with 
Billie Holiday. After all, it was she who dubbed 
him Prez and he who nicknamed her Lady Day. 
Nevertheless, Being Prez remains a thoughtful 
catalyst for dusting off Lester Young’s magic.

LOVE IS A MIX TAPE: 

LIFE AND LOSS, ONE SONG AT A TIME 

by Rob Sheffield

Much has and will be written about the transcendent 
power of music, both personal and universal. Love is a 
Mix Tape , thankfully, isn’t such a book. Its heart lies much 
deeper, its poignancy grounded in a much more sincere 
reality. Less a memoir than a tribute and commemoration, 

Mix Tape traces the relationship between current Roiling 
S tone Contributing Editor Rob Sheffield and his wife, 

Renee, their marriage cut tragically short by her death in 
1997 at age 31. Using mixtapes the two spackled with 
1990s pop and alternative culture, Sheffield recalls their 
life together in the college town of Charlottesville, Va., 
with a willful nostalgia, the music serving as foil rather 
than substance. The beauty of the book emerges in 
Sheffield’s direct writing and appreciation of the music, 
accessible and rife with a shattering pain as he cel-

into the music or the times, Sheffield understands the simple, relatable personal attachment 
we invest in music and are left clinging to when all else disappears. Honest, heartbreaking, 
inspiring, and beautiful, Mix Tape encapsulates our connection to music and, more impor- 
tantly, to one another. - Doug Freeman 
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QUEENS OF HAVANA: THE AMAZING 
ADVENTURES OF ANACAONA, CUBA'S 
LEGENDARY ALL-GIRL DANCE BAND

Alicia Castro’s a charmer and clearly always has 
been. Queens of Havana is the memoir of this musi- 
cal pioneer, one of 12 sisters in Cuba’s first all-girl 
dance band, Anacaona. A fun, easy read, the book 
gives a personal peek into life in Cuba over the past 
80 years, predating both Batista’s dictatorship and 
Castro’s revolution. Orally dictated, Queens feels 
like sitting at the kitchen table and hearing your 
grandmother’s life story, only Grandma’s adventures 
span the globe and feature such characters as 
Marlene Dietrich and Benny Goodman, Castro and 
Batista, and countless others. The photos are generous and a blast, including the menu from 
one of the first clubs they played; Buddy Rich, who took the drumming sister to get a new 
kit; and, of course, images of the sisters throughout the decades. While the gigs and tours 
were many, the recordings of Anacaona are relatively few, leaving less to explore than one 
would hope. The book isn’t a literary heavyweight, but there’s plenty to enjoy, so if you have 
any book-loving fans of the Buena Vista Social Club on your holiday shopping list, Queens of 
Havana is for you. - Graham Reynolds 


WOMEN IN 
TEXAS MUSIC: 

STORIES AND 
SONGS 

by Kathleen Hudson 
University of Texas 
Press, 258 pp., $24.95 

According to 
Kathleen Hudson, 
there are more than 
800 women listed 
in the Texas Music 
Guide, so to dedicate 
a book to some of 
those stories is a noble and necessary project 
to undertake. Hudson achieves moderate suc- 
cess by presenting the stories of 35 women in 
Texas music, from the obvious choices (Sara 
Hickman, Marcia Ball) to the more obscure (Eva 
Ybarra, Elana James). Hudson states that the 
impetus of this project is to “turn over the male 
perspective to discover and reveal the female 
perspective that the planet so needs at this 
time,” yet the connective tissue of the first five 
interviews is none other than Lloyd Maines, an 
interview that kicks off the collection. Why must 
the book’s structural conceit be legitimized by 
a male presence? To this end, Hudson misses 
the mark for an ethical, responsible presenta- 
tion of this collection of oral histories. What’s 
more, the interviews lack depth; it’s great that 
Betty Buckley’s cutting horse is called Purple 
Badger, but a bit more insight into each wom- 
an’s subjectivity - and a lot less of Hudson’s 
personal narrative of Gestalt psychology and 
shamanic integration - would have made this a 
much more provocative and worthwhile read.

JOHNNY CASH: THE BIOGRAPHY 

by Michael Streissguth 

Da Capo Press, 334 pp., $15.95 (paper) 

After two autobiographies from the Man 
in Black, it’s difficult to fathom the need for 
another tome dissecting his life. Nevertheless, 
Michael Streissguth, best known for his in- 
depth Johnny Cash at Folsom Prison, strives for 
new insight, additional details, and an overall 
balance of admiration and criticism in this 
biography. He succeeds to a degree, but the 


author's storytelling 
style is bland and 
disjointed, turning a 
fascinating life into 
a rough slog. Part of 
Streissguth’s prob- 
lem is chronological. 

Sections of the book 
are dedicated to spe- 
cific time periods, but 
he jumps around with- 
in each one, leading 
to confusion when he 
needs to be crystal 
clear. Perhaps there’s 
a need for an academic recounting of Cash’s 
life but one told in the style of Peter Guralnick’s 
Elvis Presley bios - at an almost daily level. It’s 
not until Rick Rubin arrives in the 1990s that 
Streissguth’s prose shines, precisely because 
of the time limits the retelling imposes. Cash’s 
interaction with Bob Dylan, the folk scene 
in Greenwich Village, and the Newport Folk 
Festival in the 1960s are also detailed admi- 
rably. Cash's imposing shadow over the 20th 
century deserves to be illuminated in a lively 
and intense fashion that suits his legend, but 
Streissguth only scratches the surface.

Noted royals scribe Penny Junor jumped in 
bed with the ne plus ultra of rock muses, Pattie 
Boyd Harrison Clapton, for Wonderful Tonight, a 
sweet, sad memoir that rings true. As George 
Harrison’s girlfriend, then wife, Boyd’s blondness 
and English rose complexion was the embodi- 
ment of 1960s beauty. She floated through 
the swinging decade until she came heart to 
heart with love-struck guitar god Eric Clapton. 
Along the way, she’d inspired Harrison’s wist- 
ful “Something” and the ravishing “Layla" by 
Clapton, but rock & roll songs aren’t fairy tales 
with happily ever after endings. Wonderful 
Tonight layers her early life with enough details 
to make the casual reader start flipping pages 
until, oh, say ... the Beatles appear. And that’s 
the payoff: how Boyd’s path to inner peace led 
the Beatles to the Yogi, which changed Harrison 
into a distant, introspective cheat and paved 
the way for alcoholic, drug-addicted Clapton 
to win her then spurn her. At the worst, Boyd/ 
Junor use a messy chronology that throws 
people and places out of context. Once the 
magical mystery rock star names vanish, Boyd 
turns the mirror inward, and the book becomes 
SFF - strictly for fans. By that time, you’ve read 
what you want to know.

CLAPTON: THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY 

by Eric Clapton 

Broadway Books, 341 pp., $26 

Testament to Eric Clapton’s Autobiography 
blows woofers on Cream’s Disraeli Gears, howls 
in heartbreak throughout Derek & the Dominos’ 
Layla, and cries “Tears in Heaven” for forever 
4-year-old Conor Clapton. Not as unghost writ- 
ten by English guitar god No. 1, mind you. The 
Yardbirds, John MayaN’s Blue Breakers, George 
Harrison, Blind Faith, and almost four decades 
of solo work - that is to say, the music itself 
- all take a back seat to Clapton’s 12-step mea 
culpa. In fact, as penned by the now 62-year- 
old Strat master, there’s a case to be made for 
the guitarist masquerading as his own sideman 
since the first wave British Invasion. Never 
once in this bloodless, by-the-numbers recita- 
tion of rock & roll’s contemporary big bang 
does Clapton self-aggrandize his role in its his- 
tory. “What it was about for me was drinking,” 
reiterates the author over and over in admitting 
that drug and alcohol abuse made his already 
brittle character more disagreeable. What 
kind of man wages a multiyear campaign for 
his best friend’s wife (Harrison’s former Pattie 
Boyd) only to lose interest upon conquest? A 
pampered jerk, naturally. And it’s testimony to 
Jerry Lynn Williams' “Forever Man" that 341 
pages confirming exactly that still make one 
want to blast “Badge.” - Raoul Hernandez 


THE GROUPIE CHRONICLES 


Morgana Welch was the girl next door - if 
you lived in Beverly Hills in the early 1970s. 
Hollywood Diaries (www.xlibris.com/hollywood 
diaries, 150 pp., $27.89) is no torrid tell-all 
but, rather, Welch’s self-published memoirs 
from her teenage diaries, written during 
her rise from Hollywood High School into 
the shiny ranks of supergroupies along the 
neon-coated Sunset Strip. In Welch’s world, 
cavorting with Robert Plant is just another 
night. The unadorned entries are starkly 
beautiful: no revisionism but youthful fervor 
attempting sage assessment of a world 
barely in her grasp. She’s Anne Frank with 
an all-access pass. 


Dandelion: Memoir of a Free Spirit (St. 
Martin’s Press, 240 pp., $24.95) is rock 
muse Catherine James’ story, as painful as it 
is tenderly written. Fleeing an atrocious child- 
hood of California-bred beauties and a gender- 
bending father, runaway James was befriended 
by Bob Dylan; lived with and had a child by 
Moody Blues/Wings guitarist Denny Laine; 
cohabited with Jackson Browne, then Mick 
Jagger; was immortalized by John Mayall in 
“Miss James”; and dallied with myriad more 
rock stars before pulling her life together 
(she’s Diane Keaton’s film double). Poor proof- 
reading not withstanding, James’ compact 
cautionary tale is engaging and readable. 


near London’s Heathrow Airport, Wood rose 
to musical prominence with relative ease. 

As soon as he learned to hold his liquor, the 
guitarist began attending shows at the Ealing 
Club, where Jagger and Richards, Keith Moon, 
Mick Fleetwood, and Mitch Mitchell of the Jimi 
Hendrix Experience all got their start. The rest, 
as they say, is history. Wood was recruited 
by the Faces and the Jeff Beck Group before 
joining the Stones. He helped pull Clapton out 
of his heroin haze and destroyed a few hotel 
rooms. Despite his newfound sobriety, Woody 
remains unembarrassed about his love of the 
ladies and his freebasing years in L.A., yet this 
breezy look back lacks real gravitas.

Acres of wood- 
land have been 
laid to waste with 
books written 
about either the 
Beatles or the 
1960s. Few, if any, approach both subjects 
together in the manner that Jonathan Gould 
does. Concentrating on the music, Can't Buy 
Me Love puts the band in a historical context 
that includes politics, religion, sex, war, civil 
rights, and personal freedoms, all charged with 
an ascendant youth-culture the world had never 
previously experienced. The focus remains on 
the Fab Four, from their Quarrymen beginnings 
to the acrimonious breakup, all before any of 
them reached the age of 30. The book’s scope 
and, at more than 600 pages, its length, might 
seem daunting, yet the author's research leads 
to a galvanizing read, especially when enumer- 


ating influences as diverse as Elvis, Dylan, LSD, 
and the Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. Gould’s criti- 
cal eye, as a musician himself, leads to some 
insightful readings of “A Hard Day’s Night,” 
“Eleanor Rigby," and “Penny Lane.” Those who 
lived through the era will find some thrills; oth- 
ers looking for social history will find engrossing 
detail. All will enjoy the tale of four extraordi- 
nary men and a band whose music can only be 
compared to itself. - Jim Caiigiuri

No objectivity is intended in writing about 
Pamela Des Barres’ Let's Spend the Night 
Together (Chicago Review Press, 400 pp., 
$24.95), since there’s a chapter titled “Margaret 
Moser and the Texas Blondes.” Yet the scope of 
Des Barres’ subjects ranges across decades, 
race, economic class, and location in such a way 
as to create the first comprehensive document 
on groupiedom since Groupies and Other Girls 
in 1970.

In November, Britain's new weather-themed Cool Cash lottery game was canceled after 
one day because too many players failed to understand the rules. Each card had a visible 
temperature and a temperature to be scratched off, and the purchaser would win if the 
scratched-off temperature was "lower" than the visible one. Officials said they had received 
"dozens" of complaints from players who could not understand why, for example, minus 5 is 
not a lower temperature than minus 6. 


LEAD STORY 

As an alternative to burial, cremation is no 
longer green enough, say environmentalists, 
because it releases smoke and mercury, and 
thus the industry is considering “promession,” 
in which the body is frozen in liquid nitrogen 
to minus 320 degrees Fahrenheit and then 
shaken until it disintegrates into powder. For 
green burials, the United States has at least 
six cemeteries that require biodegradable cas- 
ings and for bodies to be free of embalming 
chemicals. The Forever Femwood cemetery in 
Mill Valley, Calif., goes even further, according 
to an October Los Angeles Times story, banning 
grave markers, but, said the owner, “We issue 
the family a Google map with the GPS coordi- 
nates,” so they can find their loved one. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) The Wisconsin Supreme Court ruled in 
October that attorney Michael Inglimo did 
not violate a state regulation that bars a law- 
yer from having sex “with a current client”: 
Inglimo had sex with a client’s girlfriend dur- 
ing a three-way session, but according to the 
judges, the regulation bans only direct sex 
with the client. (Flowever, the court suspended 
Inglimo’s license based on other grounds.) 2) 
Philadelphia Municipal Judge Teresa Carr Deni 
outraged women’s activists and the local bar 
association in October when she dismissed 
rape charges against four men who had sex 
with a prostitute at gunpoint. Because the 
woman had initially agreed to a business 
proposition, said the judge, the men should 
properly be charged with “armed robbery” for 
“theft of services.” Said Deni, “She consented, 
and she didn’t get paid.” 


SCIENCE ON 
THE CUTTING EDGE 

• Babies Out of Order: 1) Amelia Spence, 29, 
gave birth in Glasgow, Scotland, in October to 
two babies, one just minutes before the other, 
but they were not twins. The apparently super- 
fertile Spence, though on contraceptive pills, 
conceived twice in a three-week period with 
eggs from successive monthly cycles (“superfe- 
tation”). 2) In Cary, N.C., a woman gave birth 
to twins early in the morning of Nov. 4, one 
at 1:32am and the other 34 minutes later, at 
1:06am (after daylight saving time ended). 

• University of Maastricht (Netherlands) 
researcher David Levy told the website 
LiveScience.com in October that he believes 
robots will be so highly developed by the mid- 
dle of this century that a few people will even 
begin to marry them: “Once you have a story 
like, ‘I had sex with a robot, and it was great!’ 
appear someplace like Cosmo [politan] maga- 
zine, I’d expect many people to jump on the 
bandwagon.” (Georgia Tech researcher Ronald 
Arkin added that perhaps robotic children 
could be used to satisfy pedophiles enough to 
keep them away from human children.) 

• Doctors at Mackay Base Flospital in Australia 
saved the life of a 24-year-old Italian tourist in 
August after he had ingested a large amount 
of poisonous ethylene glycol (found in anti- 
freeze), perhaps in an attempted suicide. The 
antidote, pharmaceutical-grade alcohol, was 
in short supply at the hospital, but doctors 
improvised by setting up a gastric drip and 
feeding him vodka at the rate of three standard 
drinks an hour for three days. He made a full 
recovery, according to an October report in 
Melbourne’s The Age. 


INJUDICIOUS JUDGES 

• Pennsylvania Superior Court Judge Michael 
Thomas Joyce, 58, was indicted in August for 
fraud in connection with $440,000 he received 
after his car was nudged (at 5 mph) in a 2001 
accident. Joyce claimed that he was in such 
neck and back pain as to be prevented from 
certain activities such as holding a coffee cup, 
but prosecutors said he not only played golf 
frequently after that but went scuba diving, 
renewed his scuba instructor’s license, went 
inline skating, and went through private pilot 
training and licensing (50 flights). 

• In testimony at his divorce hearing (accord- 
ing to transcripts obtained by KUSA-TV), fed- 
eral Judge Edward Nottingham admitted that 
he had visited strip clubs in Denver - and on 
two consecutive nights had run up tabs of more 
than $3,000 - but that he didn’t know what 
else happened those nights because he was 
too drunk. Judge Nottingham’s behavior was 
not courtroom-related, but the charge against 
Cincinnati Municipal Court Judge Ted Berry 
in July was. Berry had just sentenced Ivan 
Boykins to 30 days in jail, provoking Boykins to 
shout, “F — you,” which prompted a return “F- 
— you” from Judge Berry. (The bar association’s 
response has not been reported.)

SPIRIT! 

• 1) A price war broke out in November among 
chain stores in Britain, with Tesco, Sainsbury’s, 
and Asda vying for the cheap-drunk customers, 
and at press time, Asda was leading by offering 
a low-end lager in multipacks for the equivalent 
of 46 cents a pint, which is less than colas or 
bottled water. 2) For those Britons who drink 
in pubs but miss the atmosphere as it was 
before smoking bans (for example, who may be 
disoriented by “new” smells that are no longer 
masked by cigarette smoke) , the company Dale 
Air has introduced, in aerosol cans, a fragrance 
that it says mimics the musty, ashtray-based 
scent so familiar to veteran pub-goers. 

• Bahadur Chand Gupta bought an old Airbus 
300 and now offers weekly sessions in Delhi 
in which any of the 1 billion Indians who have 
never flown before can sit on a genuine (though 
disabled) airliner, listen to pilot announce- 
ments (“We are about to begin our descent 
into Delhi”), and be served by flight attendants. 
Said one customer (who paid the equivalent of 
about $4), “I see planes passing all day long 
over my roof. I had to try out the experience.” 

RECURRING THEMES

live explosive on his property, put it in his car, 
and took it to the local police station (this 
time, a hand grenade, in Devon, England, in 
November).

The Texas Musicians Museum in Hillsboro 
takes visitors on a magical tour of musical histo- 
ry. What makes this shrine to Texas melody-mak- 
ers special is the guided tour led by the man 
who collected the impressive array of artifacts. 

“We just want to show how fantastic Texas 
music history is,” says Thomas Kreason, the 
museum’s executive director and chief procure- 
ment officer. He "retired” to a small town after 
working more than 20 years in the music and 
promotion business, including decorating Hard 
Rock Cafes with rock & roll memorabilia. 

The little house a couple of blocks north of 
the county courthouse contains Kreason’s per- 
sonal collection of souvenirs that illustrate the 
evolution of Texas music. “Over the years he has 
been a very discriminating collector,” Marianne 
Butler says of her husband. "For instance, he'ii 
buy boxes of records and only keep one or two. 
I’d want to keep all of them." 

A few years ago, Kreason purchased the old 
record collection of a radio station in the Texas 
Panhandle. Among the dusty 45 rpm records was 
an instrumental that Waylon Jennings had used 
as his intro music while working as a deejay at 
the Lubbock station. The label was covered with 
notes written by Jennings to himself. 

“[Jennings] was such a great and special 
musician,” Kreason says as he launches into a 
story about the Buddy Holly band member who 
took the bus instead of the airplane on that fate- 
ful day in 1959. 

Another of Kreason's favorite musicians is J.P 
“Big Bopper” Richardson. As the story goes, 
Jennings gave up his seat to the Bopper on the 


flight that ended in a cornfield. A corner of a room 
is dedicated to the Beaumont deejay who died with 
Holly. On a stylish Fifties television, a scratchy film 
shows Richardson singing his signature "Hello 
Baby” in what might be the first music video. 

After the last notes of “Chantilly Lace” fade on 
the black-and-white video, Kreason opens the 
door to a small porch to show the visitors 
Richardson’s casket. Now that’s a rare piece of 
rock & roll history. The dented and stained gold 
metal box resembles the body style of a Sixties 
Chevy Corvair and definitely looks used. 
Fortunately, Richardson didn’t have any further 
use for the box, but I’ll let Kreason explain why. 

Kreason has crammed a lot of musical history 
into this little house. From Gene Autry to ZZ Top, 
the displays tell of the progression of Texas 
music history. At nearly every turn on the tour 
there are surprises large and small. On the book- 
shelf under a display of rare Crickets album cov- 
ers is a copy of the musician's sixth-grade annual 
open to a bespectacled Buddy Holley (as a per- 
former, he dropped the “e”). 

Fans of Dale Evans, who was born in Uvalde and 
grew up in nearby Italy, Texas, will enjoy the sultry 
publicity photograph of the singing cowgirl taken 
before she became Roy Roger’s partner. Also rep- 
resented in the glass cases are Jim Reeves, the 
Dixie Chicks, Tanya Tucker, Stevie Ray Vaughan, 

Bob Wills, and the Light Crust Doughboys. 

One of the best parts of the museum is the 
information on Texas blues singers. Even hard- 
core blues enthusiasts will learn something new 
about the lineage of Negro music from the cotton 
fields to Carnegie Hall. The musical snippets that 
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accompany Kreason’s stories feature Alger 
“Texas" Alexander singing a version of “The 
House of the Rising Sun” in 1928. 

Kreason makes the argument that rock & roll 
was born in a recording studio in Houston. In 1949, 
Goree Carter recorded a jazzy blues record with all 
the musical elements of a sound that became pop- 
ular a decade later. When Kreason drops the nee- 
dle on the old 45 record, through the pops and 
crackles both the driving guitar riffs and the equip- 
ment become part of the historical display. 

The Texas Musicians Museum is at 212 N. 
Waco St. in Hillsboro. The gallery is open 
Wednesday and Thursday, 10am to 6pm; Friday 
and Saturday, noon to 9pm; and closed Sunday 
through Tuesday. Admission is $10 for adults.

It’s “wait until next year” for the UT Longhorns, who crashed out of the NCAAs 
with a 4-0 drubbing at Florida State on Friday. The Horns were out-shot by a 29-5 
margin, capping a postseason in which they were out-shot in all six games, 
including a 110-38 margin in the last four. Worth noting, of course, that they did 
win the first five of those games and that statistics are largely meaningless, but 
still ... after finding at least two dynamic strikers in 
this year’s freshman class, to complement senior 
Kelsey Carpenter (thanks for a great four years), 
coach Petrucelli will be looking for improvement in 
the center third of the field in 2008. 

There’ll always be an England . . . but not at 
next summer’s European Championships. They came into the last day of qualify- 
ing needing only a home draw to advance against a team with nothing to play for. 
So they gave up two early goals on two defensive howlers, then wasted a dramatic 
comeback, inspired by halftime sub David Beckham, and lost 3-2. How bad is 
that? The team they lost out to, Russia, only made it by virtue of a 1-0 squeaker 
over Andorra. ... English club soccer, on the other hand, is alive and well: All four 
English entries had good days on the next-to-last day of Champions League 
group play; three are through to the final 16; Liverpool looks likely to join them, 
after their second straight lopsided win. Final games: Dec. 11-12. - Nick Barbaro 
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David Halberstam once wrote that in his 40-odd- 
year career as a reporter, nobody had ever been “so 
gratuitously rude” to him as Joe DiMaggio. When I 
read that, I thought: Apparently Halberstam never 

met Marion Jones. 

In 1999, I was assigned to write a profile on Jones 
for The New York Times Magazine. I was a fan of track 
and field and of Jones and flew down to Raleigh, 

N.C., where she trained with coach Trevor Graham, 
happy to write a puff piece in anticipation of the 
upcoming Olympics in Sydney, Australia. Jones was 
smart, attractive, engaging, and brimming with talent. 
What could I possibly say that would be negative? 

A lot, it turns out. 

Last month, after pleading guilty to lying to federal 
investigators about taking performance-enhancing 
drugs, Jones, who now lives in Austin with sprinter 
Obadele Thompson, had to return her five Olympic 
medals from the 2000 Sydney Olympics (three of 
them gold). Annulling her records, track’s governing 
body also demanded last week that she return over 
$700,000 in prize money. In January she’ll likely be 
sentenced to hard time in prison. In the coming 
weeks, she is scheduled to testify against her former 
coach Graham in the Balco steroid case, a case which 
has also finally laid the mighty Barry Bonds low. 

Eight years ago, steroids never crossed my mind. 
That must sound terribly naive, but sports fans are 
naturally trusting. We invest immense faith in ath- 
letes. We know they’re not perfect. We accept their 
egoism. We forgive their failures. We keep believing 
in the historically hapless, in teams like the Chicago 
Cubs - or, anyway, we admire those who do. 

The one thing we cannot tolerate in sports is 
fraudulence. In other parts of our lives we’re used to 
BS. We even accept it as a condition of living. 

People get breaks they don’t deserve. They learn to 
posture and pretend. It’s not that they go through life 
lying and cheating (though some do); it’s that we all, 
like it or not, live in a world where “image is every- 
thing,” as Andre Agassi used to say. 

Agassi would repudiate the ad line for Canon. He 
knew that in sports, image is ultimately nothing. In 
the end, no matter how famous, the athlete still has 
to do something real, and nobody or nothing can do 
it for him. Otherwise, sports are just like everything 
else, an elaborate con. In which case, why bother? 

In 1999, after i met Jones, I wasn’t thinking any of 
these thoughts, i just knew that she was a grade-A 
jerk. Fifteen minutes into a benign interview, she cut 
off the conversation. A guy from Nike, sent from 
Oregon to babysit their golden girl, reamed me out 
for trying to get a few more minutes with her. Her 
husband at the time - a surly shot-putter who would 
end up crying like a little girl when he was later bust- 
ed for steroids - wouldn’t even shake my hand. 

Only later, only after the rumors and allegations 
began to emerge, did the obnoxiousness start to 
make sense. Knowing full well that she was full of 
shit, Jones and her handlers just didn’t want anyone 
getting close enough to get a whiff of it.

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Don't Dress for Dinner

You may think of adultery as a serious matter. This is understand- 
able. I myself am inclined to agree. French playwright Marc Camoletti, 
however, has a decidedly different take on the matter. His Don't 
Dress for Dinner looks at the considerably lighter side of an English 
couple’s attempts at infidelity. 

Dinner is a British adaptation of the original French work and was a 
West End sensation. While the characters are predominantly English, 
the setting and plot stay French. Bernard, upper class 
and middle-aged, is stuck in a Madonna-and-the- 
Whore/have-your-cake-and-eat-it-too conundrum. Fie 
wants to keep his wife, Jacqueline, and his mistress, 
Parisian socialite Suzanne. Rather than seeing this 
as a moral dilemma, Bernard tackles it as a logisti- 
cal problem. If he can get his wife out of the house 
for the weekend, create an alibi with his best friend, 
Robert, invite the mistress over ... 

Unfortunately, he forgets to calculate into the 
equation that Robert and Jacqueline are secret lovers. Funny how 
he should miss that. With his wife staying at home under false pre- 
tenses to rendezvous with her lover, Bernard decides to circumvent 
the truth to get Suzanne safely under his roof rather than abort the 
mission: Suzanne will moonlight as Robert’s mistress. Needless to 
say, this doesn’t go over well with Jacqueline. 

Desperate to gain “satisfaction,” Dinner’s characters lie and dou- 
ble-lie and erase previous lies in order to stay on top of the who’s-on- 
first layers of false relationships. Throw in a ditzy cook and her jeal- 
ous husband, and the tense confusion among characters grows even 
greater. Like a guitar string being wound tighter and tighter, Dinner's 
plot gets increasingly harebrained as characters reach for convenient 
lies instead of the twisted truth. 

This mounting tension is where Dinner really delivers, as Austin 
Playhouse Artistic Director Don Toner has put together a cast plenty 
capable of the poise and exaggerated emotions necessary for a 
farce. Janet Hurley Kimlicko and David Stahl are wonderful as the 
adulterous couple bent on keeping both lovers and spouses in the 
fold. Hurley Kimlicko’s wicked evil eyes and facial contortions are 
particularly delightful, and Ben Wolfe is a riot in his cameo as jealous 
husband George. Actually, all of the actors are eminently likable in

their roles. Toner probably could have made the production snootier 
or cattier, but the show remains warm, bubbly, and playful throughout 
and contains its share of good old belly laughs. 

While the release at the end of Dinner doesn’t have as much of a 
splash as expected, it stays with the loose and entertaining tone of 
the show. Dinner revels in its shenanigans and cover-ups, its cartoon- 
ish characters, and its charm to win over the audience. So check 
your moral baggage at the door, grab a glass of Burgundy, and enjoy 
the farcical fun of Don’t Dress for Dinner. - Avimaan Syam

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La Putain Avec Lee Fleurs 
is a sponsored project of 
Austin Circle of Theaters, a non-profit 
performing arts service organization working to 
create greater public awareness, appreciation and 
support for our local performing arts 
community since 1974. 
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With appropriate vocal accompaniment, 
from between two French doors banked by 
classical columns, items of clothing, both 
male and female, fly onto the stage. A shirt, 
boots, a dress. Shortly afterward, a man 
and a woman enter, clothed only in their 
underwear, and proceed to accoutre them- 
selves accordingly. 

Welcome to the world of Moliere, the man 
considered the master of comedy in the 17th 
century. Well, perhaps not the 
world of Moliere but at least 
the world of this Different 
Stages production of his play 
The Miser. While the pos- 
sibility exists that Moliere 
intended his play to begin 
this way, most likely that 
scene is an addition made in 
this new translation by David 
Chambers or perhaps suggested by director 
Karen Sneed. In any case, it’s an entirely 
appropriate addition for this story about the 
miser Fiarpagon, who values money above 
all else. Fie wants his son, Cleante, to marry 
a rich dowager; he wants his daughter, Elise, to marry someone 
who will take her without a dowry; he and himself wants to marry a 
woman named Marianne, who is young enough to be his daughter. 
Problem is, Cleante wants to marry Marianne, as well. Of course, 
that’s only one of the entanglements in this play packed with entan- 
glements and a deus ex machina to tie up the loose ends. 

Moliere wrote a stylized type of comedy, and Sneed gives every 
indication that she recognizes it as such. Using symmetrical staging 
that falls right in with the lines of Ann Marie Gordon’s symmetrical 


set, Sneed has her actors utilize a broadly 
presentational style: standing in straight 
lines, turning toward the audience, gestur- 
ing freely, and declaiming loudly and clearly. 
If the actors delivered the majority of the 
text directly to the audience, it wouldn’t 
surprise me. The style requires great energy 
and strong voices, and in many cases, the 
actors carry it off. Particularly impressive 
is Ousama Itani as Cleante. In the way 
he walks, stands, gestures, and speaks, 
he embodies the spoiled rich boy who 
will sacrifice everything for love. Similarly 
impressive is Anthony Cortino as Valere, 
Flarpagon’s manly man of a steward, who 
wants to marry Elise. Craig Kanne gets to 
have fun in two roles, both of which require 
him to adapt a broad physicalization, and 
in one of those roles he appears to be 
dressed like the mustachioed moneybags 
character from Monopoly. Simply by observ- 
ing their dress, you almost always can tell 
exactly whom someone is, thanks to Kim 
Ngo's costume design. 

While Sneed’s vision for the play is clear, 
it’s not always consistently presented. Many of the actors fall in and 
out of the style, and Moliere 's story doesn’t work nearly as well with- 
out the support of broad physicalization and great energy. You can 
deliver material like this as if it’s realistic or something verging on 
the realistic, but it plays against the text and simply doesn't work as 
well. That seemed to be happening often the night I attended, but the 
rest of the audience had considerably more fun than I did, laughing 
appropriately and often uproariously, especially in the second act. 

Fley, it's Moliere. Few have done comedy better. - Barry Pineo

The golem, that soulless 
being from Jewish folklore 
shaped from mud to serve 
man’s ends, has been known 
to act as such a mirror, and 
he does so once more in this series of images by Matt Rebholz. The graduate student in 
printmaking at UT-Austin took his inspiration from Gustav Meyrink’s 1914 novel, The Golem, 
in which the man-made creature, in Rebholz’s words, “wanders the streets of a corrupt and 
ruined city, blissfully unaware that he is a malfunctioning meat robot and not a man." He’s 
given each of the 20 prints the number of a chapter, though he admits that as he was mak- 
ing the series, it diverged substantially from the events of the novel to become its own medi- 
tation on “consumption, ingestion, and expulsion.” 

Indeed, what one picks from the images at Slugfest is not so much a narrative as a depic- 
tion of humanity in which the dead may be living and the living dead. A woman sits naked 
on the floor of a living room, her back against the sofa, her legs splayed, a TV remote in 
one hand and a vacant expression on her face. Bathed in the glow from the TV, which casts 
unnervingly large black shadows across the wall, she might be a corpse, for all the life she 
displays. In the mob scene of Chapter X, a couple dozen figures march with upraised arms, 
as if agitated by something we cannot see. Some have angry faces with the bared teeth 
of vicious beasts, and most have glazed eyes, around which are dark circles and lids, just 
a step removed from the inky eye sockets of a skeleton. And skeletons appear again and 
again - one alongside a group of living people, one dressed as a doctor with a living man’s 
arm around his shoulder, a skull hanging above a marionette perched on a horse. Death is 
a presence that seems at home among us, as if we’ve already left life behind. The golem, 
meanwhile, appears to be a pleasant-faced giant, more human than anyone else; in one 
print, he walks naked down a suburban street, one hand gingerly placed against the roof of 
a house that he towers over, and in another, he sits cowering under a freeway, seemingly ter- 
rified by the toy-sized trucks and sport utility vehicle that speed around and above him. He’s 
an innocent trapped among a race of ravenous monsters, whose appetites, as depicted by 
Rebholz in a style somewhere between the art of ancient folk tales and contemporary car- 
toons, are grotesque. Chapter VIII shows us a man forcefully groping a nude woman, and the 
way his twisted fingers knead her exposed flesh is horrific. 

There’s horror in these images, and for the most part, they don’t come from the creature 
without the soul. Rebholz has crafted a spooky parade of nightmare visions, impressively 
detailed black-and-white fever dreams in which we devour the world mindlessly. Where is that 
essential spark of humanity? Have we allowed it to die out? That’s a thought more frighten- 
ing than a thousand scary movies. - Robert Faires

HOLLY 

D: Guy Moshe; with Ron Livingston, Chris Penn, 
Udo Kier, Virginie Ledoyen, Thuy Nguyen, 
Pornpatchaya Supannarat.

I’ve always had a soft spot in my heart 
for Livingston. From the first time I saw 
him in Swingers right through his cult coro- 
nation in Office Space and his bout with 
drunken disaffection in the FIBO miniseries 
Band of Brothers (drunken disaffection 
always seemed to be the most reasonable 
response to being shot at by Nazis for four 
years), I’ve found him unfailingly likable, 
like Matt Damon or Jerry Maguire or pea- 
nut butter & jelly sandwiches. But I never 
realized he had anything of the artist in 
him until I saw Holly. In Moshe’s new film, 
Livingston throws himself with defeated 


gusto into the role of Patrick, a self-loath- 
ing American expatriate in Cambodia stum- 
bling his way from underground poker game 
to seedy bar in search of the perfect rafter 
from which to hang himself. Patrick's life 
is a void and a vacuum, a manifestation of 
the complete absence of meaning in the 
universe, and he knows it. Which is why 
he looks so exhausted, like he gave up on 
life years ago, but his body never got the 
message from his brain to die. Disheveled 
and unshaven, he’s the very model of a 
modern lost soul. Until he meets FHolly 
(Nguyen), a 12-year-old Vietnamese girl 
who was sold into a life of prostitution by 
her parents. Suddenly, and for reasons 
unknown even to him, Patrick decides he’s 
going to save her. Unfortunately, he isn’t 
really trained to right such an enormous 
wrong, and the great tragedy and triumph 
of Holly lies in Livingston’s brilliant por- 
trayal of a man far too accustomed to a life 
of drunken self-defeat to turn his fortunes 
around on anything as simple as a stray 
act of human kindness. Watching him drag 
himself through streets filled with prosti- 
tutes who are barely old enough to ride a 
bike, I was reminded of the crooked cop in 
LA. Confidential, who gets mocked by his 
captain for indulging a pang of conscience: 
“Don’t start tryin’ to do the right thing, 
boy-o,” his boss warns. “You haven’t had 
the practice.” Unfortunately for Hoi ly (but 
fortunately for those of us who prefer our 
protagonists conflicted), Patrick is out of 
practice, too. Lie’s no hero; he’s just a man 
awakening to the realization that, after all 
these years, he still has some small sense 
of right and wrong. A lot of good that’ll 
do him in Phnom Penh. (A representative 
of the Coalition Against Victims of Human 
Trafficking will be present at the 7:10pm 
screening on Friday, Nov. 30, to discuss the 
realities of the film at a Reel Talk event. 

The film's director will also be on hand at 
several unspecified screenings throughout 
the weekend.)

ROMANCE & CIGARETTES ^ 

D: John Turturro; with James Gandolfini, Susan 
Sarandon, Kate Winslet, Steve Buscemi, Mary- 
Louise Parker, Aida Turturro, Mandy Moore, Bobby 
Cannavale, Christopher Walken. (R, 105 min.) 

Nick Murder (Gandolfini) has got a hard- 
boiled name, and his two vices - the title's 
romance and cigarettes - have engined 
more than a few pulp novels, but this poetry- 
writing construction worker is all bark, no 
bite. Caught between wife Kitty (Sarandon), 
who maybe never loved him, and mistress 
Tula (Winslet), who only wants to jump him, 
Nick is powerfully conflicted, incapable of 
ending either relationship. So what’s a guy 
to do? Why, break out in song and dance! 
Barring thought bubbles, it’s certainly the 
most transparent way to announce what’s 
going on in any character’s head at any 
given moment - which means Nick, after a 
vicious dressing-down from his wife, tucks 
into Engelbert Humperdinck’s version of “A 
Man Without Love”; newly wronged, Kitty 
tears her way through Janis Joplin’s “Piece 
of My Heart” with Eddie Izzard and a church 
choir singing backup. The first few times 
this happens, there’s something rather 
charming in the spectacle, so absurd as to 
be freeing. This is Turturro’s third outing as 
a writer/director, although he’s still better 
known for his work with the Coen brothers 
(who executive produce and provide the spir- 
itual DNA), and the long-delayed Romance & 
Cigarettes is a labor of love so go-for-broke 
you wonder if somebody gave Turturro six 
months to live. But he makes a curious 
decision, which by my count is the film’s big- 
gest undoing. His actors don’t lip-sync, but 
they don’t carry the songs, either; rather, 
the original song is playing, and the actors 
sing along, only quieter. If the intention 
was to bring us closer in to the characters’ 
emotional states, the effect is quite the 
opposite - something between the embar- 
rassment of karaoke and the boredom of 
watching somebody sing along to the radio 
while idling in traffic. Still, the first few num- 
bers do dazzle, and the first act of the film - 
which recalls early Hal Hartley with its work- 
ing-class milieu and stilted yet grandiose 
language - powers through on spunk, Tom 
Stern’s lovely lensing, and a commitment 
to throw everything at the wall to see what 
sticks - which is how Turturro gets away 
with setting the story in some nebulous era

ACROSS THE UNIVERSE 

D: Julie Taymor; with Evan Rachel Wood, Jim Sturgess, 
Joe Anderson, Dana Fuchs, Martin Luther McCoy, T. V.

If you aren’t fed up with the literalism of Taymor's 
tribute to the music of the Beatles and the Zeit- 
geist of the Sixties by the time a character named 
Prudence barges into a scene through a bathroom 
window, then ... your threshold for this kind of thing 
is a lot higher than mine. Taymor is a grand visual- 
ist of the stage and screen, but a born storyteller 
she is not. Here she drapes a few dozen well-known 
Beatles tunes onto a handful of characters in an 
attempt to relate something of the cultural crucible 
in which these songs evolved, despite the fact that 
the tunes follow no chronological progression. The 
film occasionally escapes its deadly literalism in 
humorous sequences featuring Eddie Izzard, Bono, 
and Joe Cocker. Despite ardent defenders, this 
film will do nothing to infuse life into the current 
minirevival of movie musicals and is as softheaded 
as the wishful refrain “Ail You Need Is Love.”

BEFORE THE DEVIL KNOWS YOU'RE DEAD

Lumet is 83 years old now, but the storyline in 
Before the Devil Knows You're Dead carries both the 
rhythms of youthful vanity - and its attendant fear- 
lessness - and the dead-on, relentless morality of an 
Old Testament Hollywood hand. This is one of those 
films where the less you know going in, the better 
time you'll likely have, but the bare bones go like 
this: Two brothers, Hank (Hawke) and Andy (Hoffman) 
Hanson, plot the robbery of a jewelry story to allevi- 
ate their individual financial woes. This misguided 
robbery goes horrifically wrong and sets off a chain 
reaction of cascading disasters for not only the broth- 
ers Hanson but, ultimately, for the entire Hanson 
family. The situation doesn’t just bomb; it goes all- 
out nuclear. Meanwhile the performances of the two 
leads, as well as Finney, Tomei, and the others, are 
downright thrilling.

BELLA

Bella is, indeed, a beautiful film. The bustling, cab- 
crowded thoroughfares of New York City have rarely 
looked as inviting and the coastline as momentously 
beachy as they do in this film.

(both men are University of Texas graduates) with an 
unusual attention to detail for what is essentially a 
character study of two people. This only adds to the 
nuance and sense of grace inherent in Verastegui’s 
and Blanchard’s performances, both of which are 
models of emotional restraint and resonance in what 
could have been a soppy, overwrought melodrama. 
This is a film that embraces and celebrates the 
possibility for change and growth, both without and 
within, both personal and spiritual.

BEOWULF

The irony inherent in using 21st century motion- 
control technology to tell a tale approximately

cheting between thrilling, heroic, and hilarious, is 
by Neil Gaiman and Roger Avary) does take some 
liberties, it’s as faithful to the extant version as it 
needs to be. There’s no doubt Beowulf is cracker- 
jack popcorn entertainment. The 3-D effects are 
jaw-droppingly immersive and realistic, but thanks 
to the witty, zippy script, they never detract from 
the story. The sticking point, for many people, will 
be Zemeckis’ reliance on the imperfect technique 
of motion-control animation, which still exhibits a 
certain Shrekiness when it comes to such com- 
plex, expressive textures as the human face. Then 
again, the technique allows one hell of a kickass 
dragon.

These events were bril- 
liantly chronicled in 1996 by Jon Krakauer in 
his bestselling book Into the Wild, which was 
permeated by a sense of sadness and distance 
that left readers with the unsettling feeling that 
McCandless’ haunted life and solitary death would 
remain forever unknowable. Unfortunately, an 
unknowable character makes for a stubborn film 
protagonist. And though Penn has conjured up a 
beautifully acted, visually bracing film that cap- 
tures all the romantic energy and freedom of a life 
spent outside the bounds of society, somewhere 
along the way he misplaced that melancholy that 
made McCandless’ story so devastating. Penn's 
McCandless (a wiry Hirsch) is a 21st century 
Hollywood hero, armed with a mouthful of self-help 
platitudes about following your heart and living life 
to the fullest but possessing precious little mys- 
tery.

LOVE IN THE TIME OF CHOLERA

Cafe Tacuba’s previous studio album, 2003’s Cuatro Caminos (Four 
Paths), garnered the Mexico City quartet Grammys both Latin and 
American; spawned a sprawling multimedia live spin-off, Un Viaje (A Trip); 
and touched off universal parallels to another schoolboy-cell-turned-musi- 
cal-atom, Radiohead. Album No. 6, S/no ( Instead Of and/or Yes/No), out- 
rocks its predecessor by an indigenous metropolitan mile. 

“This album is radically different from the sound we established on our 
first albums, where the eclecticism and influence of traditional Mexican 
music was more potent," explains the group’s bassist, Enrique “Quique” 
Rangel, in silken Spanish. “This album is closest to the rock influences 
we’ve had since before forming Cafe Tacuba. It continues the experi- 
ment started on Cuatro Caminos, that of a rock band with a drummer.” 
Press has already hailed newbie “53100” as Cafe Tacuba's “Baba 
O’Riley,” though it’s the New Order burst of “Volver a Comenzar" that 
timelines classic “roc” as the 1980s more so than the 1970s. 

“The Eighties is when we discovered music,” dice Quique. “It 
was the moment that music separated us from people on the 
perimeter. That was the moment that all of us thought music 
could be a way of life. Not a way of life exactly, but something 
we wanted to do - make music. We didn’t know what type. We 
played what we liked, and that turned us into musicians. That's 
when we got to know each other.” 

Eighteen years later, Cafe Tacuba is global. 


“There seems to be a big difference between the people of the United 
States and the government of the United States. It’s like the government 
has an idea of the country that its people don't. And me being Mexican 
and seeing the way they treat Mexicans, I think the United States forgets 
that it’s a country of immigrants. I see the last names of people, and 
they’re English and Polish and Russian and also Mexican and Dominican.

RESIDENTIAL HOME BUSINESS - 
IS IT ALLOWED? 

Let’s be honest - at times everyone’s neighbors do weird 
stuff. On some blocks the funky, eccentric neighbor is accepted 
in accordance with the “Keep Austin Weird” mantra. On other 
blocks, however, the activity is so far out-of-bounds that sur- 
rounding neighbors are left to wonder: Can they really do that? 
The next few weeks will address numerous questions received by 
“The Common Law” about suspect behavior from neighbors. 

I live in a residential neighborhood. It looks like a 
neighbor on my street is running a small business out 
of his house. Sometimes he puts a small sign in his 
yard. Can the rest of us on the street stop him? 

Possibly. Home businesses are highly regulated 
by the city. For example, businesses that are pro- 
hibited include auto -repair shops, equipment sales, 
and unlicensed massage parlors. Check out Austin 
City Ordinance 25-2-900 to determine whether 
your neighbor’s business may be prohibited. 

You should be able to prevent your neighbor 
from posting a commercial sign. The city of Austin 
prohibits advertising a home occupation by a sign 
in residential neighborhoods. Alternatively, the city 
of Austin does allow the following signs on private 
property temporarily: garage or yard sale, political, 
real estate, neighborhood meetings, lost or found 
pets, and contractors’ signs. 

My neighbor has had several garage sales recently. 
Best I can tell, she allows some of her friends use her 
house because they think the location is good. I’m tired 
of it and want them to stop. Can I do anything? 

Yes. Austin residents are only allowed to conduct 
two garage or yard sales within one year. Anyone 
who conducts more than two garage sales in one 
year is considered to be running a business from 
home in violation of city ordinances. 

If you think your neighbor is violating any of 
these statutes, it may help to talk with them about 
the potential violation. If the problem persists, you 
can call Austin’s nonemergency line (3 1 1) to report 
the potential violation.

HOW MUCH DOES 
PHANTOM GASOLINE COST? 

Tom and Ray: 

I recently saw an article on a website 
claiming that car owners should pump 
their gas in the morning, when it’s cool 
out, instead of in the afternoon, when it’s 
hot. The alleged reasoning is that gasoline 
expands at higher temperatures and con- 
tracts at lower temperatures, allowing more 
“dense" gas to be pumped when it’s cold. 

I personally think this is nonsense, since a 
car’s gas tank also will expand and contract 
and because gas stored in an underground 
500-gallon tank probably doesn’t warm by 
more than a few degrees. So, what is the 
truth to this? - Richard 

RAY: Well, the expansion story is true, 
Richard. When gas pumps are calibrated, 
they’re set to measure a gallon of gasoline 
that’s 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 

TOM: But when gasoline gets hotter 
than that, it expands. So you get less than 
a gallon’s worth of energy for every gal- 
lon you pump. How much less? Well, the 
most recent congressional study we’ve 
seen found that the average temperature 
of gasoline sold in the United States is 
almost 65 degrees Fahrenheit. That means 
the average joe is paying an extra 3 cents 
a gallon for phantom gasoline. 

RAY: What can be done about it? Well, 
you can fill up in the middle of the night. 
But a better solution would be to use 
pumps that compensate for temperature 
fluctuations. In Canada, where gaso- 
line usually is colder than the standard 

- which is to the consumer’s advantage 

- it was the gas stations that voluntarily 
backed a program to use those pumps. 
Quelle surprise, as they say in Quebec! 

TOM: But here, where the gas stations are 
getting the extra money, they argue that ret- 
rofitting their pumps is too expensive. They 
say it would cost $1,500-3,000 per pump. 

RAY: But with the value of the phantom 
gasoline sold adding up to more than $2 
billion a year now, the pressure on the gas 
stations will probably continue to heat up. 
Now, if they’d agree to put that 3 cents a 
gallon toward clean bathrooms, maybe a 
compromise could be worked out here.
